@nd Mrs. Coolidge at the White House 
@t 12:20 o'clock. 

The President made if clear that he 
fegarded use of physical force unneces- 
Bary to the successful accomplishment 
ef the work of the court. 

“Such a tribunal,’’ he declared, “would 
rely for the enforcement of decrees, not 
upon armies and fleets and all the re- 
lated means of destruction, but rather 
upon the two most. constructive forces 
of the world.’” These forces, hé said, 
were ‘‘intelligence of the mass of indi- 
viduals and the moral opinion of the 
sommunity.’’ > 6 


Says Wars Must Be Prevented. 


In receiving the delegates, President 
Coolidge said: 

Your conference has ‘Seen’ brought 
together to consider -the causes and. 
cure of war. In our generation, which 
has seen the supreme demonstration 
of the futiltiy and the honrors of war, 
we ought to be able to count upon 
@n overwhelming sentiment for meas-' 
ures which give reasonable promise 
of preventing or Umiting wars. But 
if we may. judge by the past this 


- @etermined antagonism to armed con- 


flict for settling international differ- 
ences will grow weaker as we recede 
from the périod of the recent struggle. 
As our vision of its frightfulness ts 
dimmed,.as thé édge of its horror is 
dulled with the passing of time, we 
May expect a corresponding diminu- 
tion of zeal ‘for institutians to pre- 
vent war. 

This is unfortunate, but it is the 
lesson taught by all experience. For 
this very reason, eévery organized 
movemient to Keep alive the realization 
of war’s destructiveness serves a help- 
ful purpose. If; for the next hundred 
years, the men and women who fought 
end suffered to carry on the World 
War, and whg were compelled after- 
ward to struggle and@*sacrifice to pay 
for it,-could survive to keep alive the 
proper realization of what war really 
means, the chance of formulating 
Programs to prevent its repetition 
would be greatly improved. But those 
who lived and. saw and felt and knew 
these things will pass on. They will 
be succeeded by, others to whom a 
@istorted picture of glory and héroism 
will make its appeal. 

So it is particularly. to ‘be desired 
that meastires be instituted as soon as 
Possible by the men and women who 
know the truth about war, which may 
@ave the future from such experiences 
@s have come in our time. If the les- 
son of this last and greatest war shall 
be lost, then, indeed, will ghis experi- 
ence have been almost in vain. It is 
for the generation which saw and sur- 
vived to devise measures of preven- 
tion. If we fail in this, we shall de- 
serve all the disaster which will sure- 
ly be visited upon us, because of our 
faiiure. ; 

If, in what I have said I have fairly 
suggested our responsibility, we may 
now properly inquire, what have we 
done, what are we doing, to discharge 
that responsibility? “Are the nations, 
the peoples, the leaders of affairs, the 
teachers of religion and morals, mak- 
fing progress in the right direction? 
That question must be answered by 
us as Americans, for ourselves. There 
may be temptation at times to inquire 
whether others have played their part. 
But-our responsibility is for ourselves 
alone, for doing the part that falls to 
ws because of our place in the world. 

Our Contributions te Peace. 


It has been said that the peace 
which ends one war commonly sows 
the seeds of the next war. I believe 
that in our policy of readiness to as- 
sociate with them in whatever meas- 
ures would tend to restore, to stabilize, 


“to re-establish security and peace 


among the nations, we have taken the 
most helpful attitude that was feasible 
at the time. 

I believe that in sponsoring the 
Washington Conference ,on Limitation 
of Armaments, and °for considering 
the affairs of the Far East, we made 
e@ genuine and significant ‘contribution 
toward peace in two of the most 
troubled areas of the ‘world. I be- 
lieve that, just as the Armament Con- 
ference was a timely and convincing 
cooperation. op the political side, so 
the Dawes plan was a similarly timely 
-end effective effort for rehabilitation 


I believe that the next step which we 
tay well take is by way of participa- 
tion in the Permanent Court of Inter-

HERRIN, Ill., Jan. 24.—S. Glenn 
Young, Ku Klux Klan ‘dry raider’ 
and central figure in the series of bloody 
battles that have marked the feud be- 
tween the Klan and its foes in William- 
son County, was slain tonight by his- 
time enemy, Deputy Sheriff Ora Thomas. 
With them there went to death George 
Forhes, Young's. chief lieutenant in the 
raiding. and civil war.that have time and 
again brought the State Militia to Wil- 
liamson County and Herrin,. end a man 
supposed to be named Warren. Thoniad 
also is dead, Six otlers were wounded. 
A renewal of the locdl war and Wat« 
tles with another call for State troops 
is feared .tonight.

Back in Hangar After Perilous Start: 





For the first time in history, a total 
eclipse of the sun was observed by 
scientists from an .airship yesterday 
when -the giant ‘navy dirigible Los An- 
geles left her hangar at Lakehurst, N: 
J., and soared tO an altitude of. 8,000 
feet. At the time of totality the craft 
was eighteen and three-quarter miles 
east of Montauk Point, L. I., almost 
directly in the centre of the shadow 
cast by the moon. 

The huge carrying capacity of the air- 


ship enabled cameras and scientific in-.|~ 


struments to be brought into play under 
the most advantageous circumstances in 
@ manner which has hitherto been im- 
possible... The sky was cloudléss. What 
are’ believed to have been the miost -re- 
markable photographs of a’ sdlar ‘total 
eclipse were obtained by venturésome 
photographers -who braced themselves 
against the wind on the‘narrow’ run- 
way. along the top. of the gveving 
dirigible.

Several hundred persons viewed the pic- 
ture from the Woolworth tower, others 
had. a clear sweep of the brilliantly 
clear sky from the Bast River bridges:

Lexington Avenue and Forty- 
second Street Had the advantage of. the 
eye-protection afforded by ‘@ screen of 
smoke that drifted from a chimney 
across their vision at just the right 
moment. 

Several thousand persons spread 
through Battery Park. had a-good view 
of the darkened.orb, although the beau- 
Hful color effects and the shifting tra- 
céries of shadow-bands reported from 
the belt-of totality were lacking. Special 
squads of policemen were posted through- 
out the park, but they had little to do 
and had ample opportunity. to watch the 
sky. ‘ 

The pearl-gray corona rimming the ex- 
tinguished. sun at the maximum of the 
eclipse was seen distinctly by those in 
good positions outside the zone of 
totality. As the black ball of the moon 
settled. over the fiery sphere of the sun 
the brilliant encircling corona came into 
sharp relief against the dull sky. Ob- 
servers at Fiftieth Street and Seventh 
Avenue reported detecting delicate pas« 
tel shades shooting out, but at South 
Ferry. the illumination was a grayish 
monotone. 

Looking up from the Battery one saw 
the black cut a crescent into the flam- 
ing: yellow of the sun, and as it pro- 
gressed it recalled the ‘‘moon’s phases’’ 

which used to be prominently displayed

This sight distracted attention from 
the shadow-bands which were quivering 
and flickering on the snow. It. was dif- 
ficult to tell the direction in which they 
were traveling: because of their jerky 
Each band was a bar of dark- 
ness about an inch wide with bars of 
faint Mlumination between. According to 
some observers, the bands assumed a 
herringbone pattern, but few would un- 
dertake to describe it entirely. 
Acres of plate and film photographs 
were taken of these shadow bands. 
They were probably photographed more 
in twé minutes.than in all previous 
eclipses put together. Under scientific 
guidance camera and film experts were 
posted: in- the most advantageous places 
for taking them. Special supersenri- 
tized films were usea. The cause of the 
bands is one of the mysteries of as- 
tronomy. 


Observe Moon's Shadow. 


While many efforts were being made 
to fix the bands by photography, 149 
experts of the New York Edison and 
other lighting companies were stationed 
in the doubtful belt across Manhattan 
from Fifty-ninth Street to 110th Street, 
on the lookout to photograph the onrush 
of the moon’s shadow from the west and 
to fix the exact line which divided the 
shadow of the total eclipse from that 
of the part eclipse. ~ 

They were not able to film. or snap- 
shot the rush of the shadow, but their 
observations indicated that the sonthern 
limit of the shadow ran between Ninety- 
sixth and Ninety-seventh Streets, be- 
tween thirteen and fourteen’ blocks fur- 
ther north than was forecast: This is 
an error of about two-thirds of a mile, 
which is no disgrace to astronomy, when 
the following facts are considered: 
That the calculation of the path of 
the. moon involves an urficertain factor 
which produces a certain flightiness in 
that lumiinary; that the sun is 93,000,000 
miles away and the moon 230,000; that 
the sun is 860,000 miles in diameter and 
Khe mooh 2,162; that the earth travels 


ilés a second and the moon around the 
earth at the rate of 2,000 miles an hour, 
and that the moon and the earth are 
subject to the diverse gravitational Pus 
of e other, of the sun and of th 
other planets.

~ GLORY OF CORONA

the locality until the day of the eclipse. 
For today we had planned to fly to the 
neighborhood of Waterbury, Conn., then 
turn and -fly straight-south in order to 
see the moon’s shadow come from the 
right and to behold ‘the eclipsed sun -on 
the left, a little above the left wing. 
Weather conditions were perfect, so we 
did not have to change our original 
plans, but, had it been necessary to do 
so, on account of high clouds in our 
selected locality, we could always have 
made for the nearest clear spot, even if 
it were several hundred miles away. 

At forty seconds after 8 o’clock, just 
aS we were leaving Long Island to cross 
the Sound on our way northward, I first 
noticed a slight dent in the sun. The 
eclipse Was on, and, although unnotice- 
able in the beginning, the light began’ 
to fade and darkness slowly descended 
‘upon the earth. 

The dent became larger and larger 
and soon we were able to speak of a 
crescent. The sun was gallantly fight- 
ing its battle with the moon, apparently 
losing steadily,. but always in hope of 
ultimate victory. 

Almost on the dot we reached Water- 
oury, and as we still had a few min- 
utes to spare we circled around and 
ascended in- spirals, until we reached an 
elevation of 16,100 feet. Strangely 
enough, it got warmer as we ascended. 
The thermometer down at Mitchel Field 
registered 9 degree above zero when 
we left it; it was 18 when we reached 
our greatest height. The wind had 
meanwhile increased and was now blow- 
ing from the northwest with a speed of 
forty-five miles an hour. 


Shadow @ands Confined to Earth. 


The landscape was now rapidly chang- 
ing in color, the ocean and Long Island 
Sound taking on a.deep gray-blue, while 
over Connecticut there seemed to settle 
@.purple hue, I had thought it would 
be impossible to‘ see the projected 
crescent of the sun as it is seen down 
on the ground through numerous little 
holes between the branches of a snow-. 
covered tree or. between the needles 
of a pine- tree. But just about ten 
minutes before totality the sun obliged 
by shining through a few tiny holes 
in the side of the cockpit, and a series 
of ‘beautiful little crescents appeared on 
the right-hand inside. 

At five minutes past 9 we left Water- 
bury and cruised -south;: holding a. 
little toward the left in order to catch 
the oncoming shadaw of the moon be- 
tween the wings‘and the tail, the most 
favorable position to photograph it. As 
yet there was no trace of the shadow. 
bands. I looked around ‘the snow- 
covered ground down below, an excellent

No language will 
ever be adequate to describe the divine 
beauty of this phenomenon; if you have 
seen.it, the magnificence of the corona 
wili forever stay in your memory with 
ineffaceable accuracy as the most over- 
whelming spectacle that nature affords, 

The poor observer who has to take 
snapshots of the eclipsed sun as fast as 
he can work, does not get the same op- 
pertunity ’as those who just watch the 
phenomenon, hut on: the other hand, 
while observing, a few seconds’ look at 
the corona is doubly appreciated. 

In operating the cameras, an unfore- 
seen difficulty presented itself. Turning 
films and looking to see whether the 
right number was on, appeared impos- 
sible. There was not sufficient light for 
that. All one could do was simply: to 
make an éexposuré, turn the film, .and 
trust to luck that the next pot shot 
taken of the corona would not fall on the 
previous one. The aspeet of the corona 
was as anticipated. It was not’ very 
, large, and the. coronal streamers, at 
least in one quick glance, were not vis- 
ible at great distances from-the sun. 

No prominences were visible with the 
naked eye, but undoubtedly some will 
have been recorded on some of the nu- 
merous long-exposure photographs taken 
at various places. To the right of the 
sun, and alittle higher, there ap- 


peared the three planets, Venus, Mer- 
cury and Jupiter. 


The moon has often been said to have 
a dark blue coior during tetality/ some- 
times it has seen describec as brown 0:

Night for the ring was supplied by the 
corona; and the corona does not give 
the same kind of light that the sun 
or the moon gives. They give us purely 
white light, and when broken up by 
the refracting cloud -into its colors, it 
gives a normal rainbow. ‘The corona, 
however, has some very strong yellowish- 
green light, and accordingly the rainbow 
around the eclipsed sun, seen by Mrs. 
Johnson, was particularly strong in yel- 
low-green light. 

The fact that Mrs. Johnson, who had 
never seen a corona before, and certainly 
never saw its spectrum, described the 
phenomena as “a rainbow with very 
strong yellowish-green light,’’ proves be- 
yond doubt that she saw the spectrum 
of the cerona made by a cloud. * 

The spectrum of the corona, a thing 
so cherished and sought for ‘by the 
astronomers, was here produced by na- 
ture without the help of a spectroscope. 

All told, the eclipse of Jan. 24, 1925, 
was a huge success, at least as far as 
I myself am concerned, and probably 
also as far as every’ observer in the 
eastern - rt of the country is con- 
cerned. ut we may well.say that the 
success of the eclipse is in great meas- 
ure due to the splendid work done and 
the wonderful spirit of cooperation 
shown by the Air Service and by every 
individual connected with it at Mitchel 
Field. <As gn illustration I may cite 
my own case.

‘FLASH! STARTS WORK GOING 


Clergyman snouts It as He Sees 
“Spectrum—Timer Tolis Off the 
Rushing Moments.’

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 24.—The 
Yale eclipse, as today’s celestial display 


— /was described by Yale men with a sense 


of humor, was’ five seconds late in the 
arrival of its total phase. At 9:12 A. M., 
when, according to predictions, the bril- 
Mant surface of the. sun should have 
been completely covered by the black 
disk of the moon, a crescent of light 
-that blinded the eye was still visible to 
the shivering watchers on Observatory 
Hill. : 

While the pale, unearthly light that 
characterized the preliminary phase of 
the eclipse still hovered over the earth, 
‘and.while the black shadow bands flick- 
ered over the white expanse of snow 
like motion picture images, the astron- 
omers and mathematicians of Yale Uni- 
versity and Swarthmore College looked 
at each other with doubt in their eyes. 

They did not know whether their own 
computations were inaccurate or whether 
that fickle daughter of the heavens, the 
moon, had again gone astray. In 
a few seconds, with the sun, the moon 
and the earth as their principal char- 

‘acters, and with ‘human frailty and 
lunar eccentricity as their theme, the 
scientists experienced a kind of dra- 
matic tension unknown to the layman, 
whose thrills are usually confined to 
the human emotions. 

A Student Tolls the Seconds. 

While the observers waited with their 
cameras and spectroscopes poised in 
readiness to record the diameter of the 
moon and the spectral colors of the 
sun’s corona as soon as the eclipse 
should become total, a student assistant 
called off the seconds. With his eye 
fixed on a chronometer, the student in- 
toned the words: 

“One, two, three, four, five.”’ 

At the fifth count the round, black 
door of the moon slid into place across 
the front of the fiery. furnace of the 
sun, effacing the last crescent of flam- 


ing light that had come from the great 


ball of flame. The corona—the crown of 
the sun—sprang into view around the 
edge of the moon, like flames shooting 
from. behind a screen, and the dark 
shadow of the moon fell over New 
Haven, changing the visual effect of the 
gacene on the earth from that of a pale 
amber glow to one of steel-blue Winter 
twilight. A bird flew wildly overhead 
and a child began to cry. 

“Go!” ordered one of the scientists at 
tho precise second the total phase of the 
eclipse began. Then the shutters clicked 
and photographic plates were exposed 
in many kind of cameras—great ma- 
chines with a focal length of sixty-two 
feet or more, fifteen-foot cameras with 
double barrels, moving picture ma- 
chines, and ordinary news and commer- 
cial cameras. 

For 120 seconds, while the sun re- 
mained in total obscurity, the observers

'fm the heavens, in the hope that their 
photographic record, when developed, 
measured and analyzed, would reveal to 
man some hitherto undiscovered secret 
of the heavens. 


Swift Hunt for Cosmic Secrets. 


During the two minutes of totality, a 
few pigmies in brick buildings and 
‘wooden sheds on top of a ‘hill sought, 
with all the skill and machinery that 
centuries had produced, to wrest from 
the heavens whatever bits of new infor- 
mation about the universe they could 
pick up in such a brief period of study. 

Then the moon began to move away 
from its position directly in front of the 
sun and a flaming crescent of the sun’s 
brilliance again appeared, so that ob- 
servers no ionger could look at the 
epectacle with the naked eye. The total 
phase of the eclipse was over. In a 
few minutes the top of Observatory Hill, 
which had been barred to every one ex- 
cept official observers, was opened to 
the general ‘public, and some of the 
leading Yale and Swarthmore observers 
came out to discuss their experiments, 
leaving assistants in charge of the ob- 
servations of the remaining partial 
atage of the eclipse. 

Were their observations a success? 
Wnquestionably they were, according to 
the scientists, as far as concerned their 
ability to do what they intended to do— 
that is, to take photographs of the 
eclipse and record the spectral colors of 
the corona with all their instruments 
under favorable weather” and atmos- 
pheric conditions. | 

It will be six weeks or two months, 
the scientists went on, before they will 
be able to make the scientific measure- 
ments and analyses of their photo- 
graphs, which are necessary before any 
scientific conclusions can be drawn from 
their records. Until such detailed tasks 
are completed. the public must wait to 
know whether the photographs and 
spectrum show anything bearing on 
proof or disproof of the Einstein theory 
of* relativity, the diameter and position

Clouds Threaten ait First. 


Ernest W. Brown, Professor of Mathe- 
matics at Yale College and acting direc- 
tor of the Yale Astronomical Observa- 
tory, said that the weather supplied a

tensely dramatic to the scientists as 
was the later failure of the total eclipse 
to ve on scheduled time. 

: weather was doubtful for an

The clouds caused what the layman 
often calls ‘‘a mackerel sky.’’ <As the 
gun rose from’ the east this morning it 
ascended into great banks wf these fleecy 
white clouds. hen the partial phase 
of the ecliase began observers here could 
not see the moon take its first bite out 
of the circumference of the sun.

celestial spectroscope. 

During the early phases of the eclipse 
the light from e sufi imperceptibly 
faded from bright daylight to the weird 
pallor of half-illumination that made tie 
ancients believe the end of the world 
was approaching. This was an unreal 
light, unlike any of the natural lighting 
effects one sees in every-day life. 


Light Pale, Yet Luminous. 


It was pale and’ yet luminous, like the 
peculiar, lemon-colored glow of a cig- 
arette held under the multi-colored 
lights of a crowded restaurant. 

Professor Brown and the other scien- 
tists here said. that there was nothing 
unexpected about the appearance go? this 
light today.. They said that it occurred 
according to prediction, as did the race 
of the shadow bands across the snow 
we the moment of totality ar- 
rived. 

Many of the lay observers commented 
on the fact that they did not see the 
black shadow rushing across the sky 
from the west at the speed of fifty-one 
miles a minute, as some had expected, 
just before the moment of totality, and 
that there ‘was more illumination than 
they had expected during the two min- 
utes of the total eclipse. 

To many who stood in the snow on 
Observatory Hill, it seemed that a 
shadow fell suddenly on the earth from 
the moon at the instant the total eclipse 
began, as the final step in a gradual 
change from brightness to twilight. 

ny, both scientists and laymen, were 
surprised at the amount of: light that 
remained during the total eclipse. Sev- 
eral persons demonstrated that this was 
a considerable amount by reading print 
while the sun was in total eclipse. The 
scientists said that there may have been 
more light today than usual during a 
total eclipse because the ground was 
covered with snow, which acted as a re- 
flector. 

Another lay observation, which scien- 
tists said may have been an optical ii- 
lusion, was that near the end of the 
total phase of the eclipse the disk of 
the moon appeared to flatten at the top 
and bottom and to distend at each side, 
so that it appeared to have the shape 
of an almond instead of a circle, and 
so that'the corona seemed to glow with 
more brilliance above and below the 
moon than at the sides. 


Sun Seems to Shine More Brightly. 


The sun appeared also to shine with 
much greater brilliance as it emerged 
from the total phase of the eclipse, than 
it had during its full splendor just after 
sunrise and during the first phase 
of the eclipse preceding totality. Scien- 
tists explained. this by saying that it 
was undoubtedly caused by the greater 
contrast of seeing the bright sunlight 
after the~total eclipse 
Belief. by laymen that prominences 
were visible in the corona during _the 
total phase, was confirmed by the scien- 
tific observers. “Some prominences 
were seen,’’ was what Professor Brown 
Said. The same authority stated that 
while the observers will’ take a long 
time to find out what they did discover 
during their study of the eclipse, they 
were able to say immediftely that they 
did not discover any new comets flam- 
ing across the heavens in the vicinity 
of i. sun. 2 

S had been apparent to laymen 
with the slightest knowledge of astron- 
omy, who had also observed the way 
in which the planets Venus, Mercury 
and Jupiter stood out in the sky during 
the total eclipse and how the stars Vega 
and Arcturus were seen—Vega overhead 
and Arcturus to the Southwest. 

After the total eclipse, the planets and 
Stars retreated from view, and the 
shadow bands flick2red over the snow 
for a second time. 

The scientists said that the corona ob- 
served today was of the “minimum” 
type. Professor John A. Miller, Direc- 
tor of the Sproul Astronomical Labora- 
tory at Swarthmore, Pa., and! head of 
the Swarthmore College expedition to 
study the eclipse at New Haven, ex- 
plained that the shape of the corona 
varies, as seen at different eclipses. A 
minimum corona, he went on, is one in 
which the infrequency of sun spots is 
accompanied by the extension of the 
corona at the middle. In a maximum 
corona, he said, there are more sun 
spots, and the corona is extended about 
the whole disk of the sun in greater uni- 
formity. 


Corona Changing to Maximum. 


“It takes about six years for the corona 
to change from the minimum ,to the 
maximum position,’’ said Professor Mil- 
ler. ‘“‘In 1923, when the Swarthmore 
expedition photographed the total eclipse 
in Mexico, the corona was minimum, and 
it is now changing. This is the first time 
we have ever been able to get a long 
focus picture of the corona during the 
change from minimum to maximum.”’ 

“Our program went off with great 
success, as far as we are able to. tell at 
present,’’ said Prof: Miller. **Every- 
thing was synchronized to the. second 
and every action connected with the 
observation of the eclipse took place at 
the scheduled time. very part of our 
work was carried out without Japses of 
any kind that we know about. 
course when the photographic plates are 
developed a few minor mistakes always 
turn up. 

‘We got a fifty-six-second exposure 
of the sun on our fifteen-foot double 
camera and made ten exposures on our 
fifteen-foot single camera to find the 
diameter of: the moon in connection with 
the test of the Einstein theory.” 

The camera with which the Einstein 
theory was tested was supplied to Pro- 
fessor Miller by Charles Lane Poor, 
Professor of Celestial Mechanics at Co- 
lumbia University, who insists that it 
will disprove the Einstein theory. Pro- 
fessor Poor came to New Haven to see 
the eclipse, but did not take part in 
the observations at the Yale Observa- 
tory. He watched the eclipse from the 
roof of the Hotel Taft. After the 
eclipse he said he could not state the 
result of the Einstein test until after 
Professor Miller reported on his meas- 
urement and analysis of the pictures of 
the. moon’s diameter. 

Professor Miller warned the public not 
to expect too much from the Einstein 
test or to attach too much importance 
to it. He gave the impression that, en- 
tirely aside from the difficulty caused 
by the closeness of the eclipse to the 
horizon and the extremely light. star 
field at the time of the eclipse, he re- 
garded the attempt to. disprove the Bin- 
stein theory as unlikely to succeed. 

“All. we can say about the Einstein 
theory today,’’ said Professor Miller, 
“is that if the mooon turns out to have 
a larger diameter than that computed, 
it will indicate that something other 
than the Binstein force is operating to 
produce the changes of ition in the 
stars near the sun. It 1 be six weeks 
or two months before we have an ng 
Ser the result of the Hinstein 

ests.”’ 


Corona the Chief Object. 


‘‘Besides the tests we performed for 
Professor Poor,’’ Professor Miller con- 
tinued, ‘‘we tried chiefly to get as much 
information as possible about the corona 
of the sun from our group of astronom- 
ical instruments. We used cameras of 
various lengths. up to one having a 
focal length of 62%4 feet, in order to 
get photograpns showmg the distribu- 
tion of materials in the corona. We-also 
used several spectroscopes in order to 
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the chemical composition of the ae, 
Finally, we used: our interferometers to 
find out about the motion of the gases 
in the corona,-and particularly the mo-- 
tion of coronium. Coronium is the only 
metal in the sun not known on the sur- 
face of the earth. With still another 
spectroscope we took the height of met- 
als along the surface of the sun. We} 
hope to be able to determine the relq- 
tion between the sun spots, the prom- 
inences and the corona: We think them 
closely related. 

‘“‘We anticipated considerable difficulty 
in getting any new information of 
value because the sun was so low in the 
heavens at the time of the eclipse. The 
photographs had to be made through a 
much greater extent of atmosphere than 
if the sun had been higher. Conse- 
quently, when we looked through the 
camera the sun’s atmosphere seemed to 
be boiling because of the waves pro- 
duced by the earth’s atmosphere. 

‘“‘When the photographs are developed 
we probably will find that little ‘wisps 
of clouds, too small to be visible to the 
naked eye, came between the camera 
and the corona, causing some interfer- 
ence with the spectroscopic work.”’ 

Professor Miller said that the total 
eclipse lasted exactly 120 seconds .at 
New Haven. ‘The timekeeper who called 
the five seconds ‘while the total phase 
was delayed was George B. Clothier, a 
Swarthmore student, who is the grand- 
son of Isaac Clothier, a prominent Phil- 
adelphia - Quaker. Beginning at °8 
o’clock, about thé time the partial phase 
of the eclipse began, Clothier counted 
off .five-minute intervals until 8:45. 
Then he counted one-minute intervals 
until 9:10 A. M., two minutes before 
the total eclipse was scheduled to be- 
gin in New Haven From then until 
totality began he cdunted the seconds. 
He also counted the seconds during 
totality, ag with one and count- 
ing up to 120, while the others worked 
at their cameras and spectroscopes. 


“Flash!” Starts Machinery Going. 


Professor Miller said that the tension 
during the five seconds before the total 
eclipse actually began was broken only 
by the cry of ‘‘Flash!” by the Rev. 
Walter A. Matos, rector of the Trinity 
Episcopal Church, Swarthmore, Pa., and 
a member’ of the Sproul Observatory 
staff. This was the signal that Matos 
with his special spectroscope had seen 
the flash spectrum—the phenomenon of 
the black Frauenhofer lines turning to 
Ag Eg always precedes totality 

y a short interval. When the.observers 
heard the clergyman shout ‘Flash !’’ 
they knew the wait was almost over 
and prepared to ‘‘shoot” their pictures. 
The word to ‘‘shoot’’ was ‘‘Go!’’ shout- 
ened by Assistant Professor Ross W. 
Marriott of Swarthmore, who gave the 
signal when he saw, from the ground 
lass plate at the foot of the sixty-two- 
oot camera, that the last vestige of 
light from the sun had disappeared. 


Eclipse Chased Successfully. 


Professor Brown said that the methods 
used today by observers at different 
places in the zone of totality for ex- 
changing information about the weather, 
for synchronizing their time and for 
keeping each station informed of the 
progress of the eclipse across the coun- 
try represented a great advance in the 
ar of eclipses. t 

“These arrangements were marvelous- 
ly successful,’’ said Professor Brown. 
“We had a ‘dress rehearsal,’ so to 
speak, last night, and everything went 
off perfectly when the real show came 
off today. From half an hour before 
the eclipse began we in New Haven had 
complete direct communication on tele- 
graph and telephone wires set up by the 

erican Telephone and Telegraph 
Company between New Haven, Buffalo, 
Poughkeepsie, ‘Ithaca, East Hampton 
and New York City. 

“It was the first time that any at- 
tempt had been made to chase the 
eclipse across the country and exchange 
information between different places as 
to the exact time it reached each place. 
Its success warrants doing it again. 

“‘Now that it is all over,” saifl Profes- 
sor Brown, ‘‘we may say that this has 
been the best press-agented eclipse in 
history, due to the enterprise of the 
newspapers. It is also one of our little 
ests here to call it a great triumph 
or Yale over Harvard and Princeton, 
neither of which was in the zone of 
totality.”’ 


SPECULATE ON STREAMERS. 


Princeton Astronomers Pay Partic- 
ular Attention to Corona.

PRINCETON, N. J., Jan. 2¢.—Al- 
though no attempts at observations 
were made during the eclipse at Prince- 
ton, the observatory here not being in 
the path of totality, astronomers were 
very much interested in the peculiar, 
spike-sh streamers of the corona. 

In their opinion these were due to the 
extreme clarity of the atmosphere and 
the fact that the sun, at present has 
very few spots on\it. Professor Henry 
Norris Russell, hea of the Astronomy 
‘Department, was in New Haven co- 
operating with the Yale authorities, but 
Professor declared that the 
streamers, while somewhat out of the 
ordinary, were not entirely unexpected.

Few Minutes Before Sun 
Is Totally Obscured. 


3 SECONDS BEHIND TIME 


Expert at University Describes 
Phenomenon—Expects Pictures 
to Exceed Expectations. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MIDDLETOWN, Conn., Jan. 24.— 
American and foreign scientists, using 
the largest telescope in the path of the 
eclipse, at Van Vleck Observatory, Wes- 
leyan University, today_made what may 
,Prove to be one of the finest records 
under perfect conditions of such a phe- 
nomenon. They made scores of photo- 
graphic and other records without a seri- 
ous slip. 

But they had one almost heart-break- 
fing moment when, out of a Sapphire sky, 
a long, thin cloud overstretched the 
eclipse four minutes before totality and 
withdrew as suddenly within two min- 
utes, leaving the astronomers a perfectly 
clear sky for their momentous study. 

The threatening cloud was shaped like 
a gigantic hand. The tip end of the 
fingers became detached and momen- 
tarily obscured the eclipse while the 
astronomers waited breathlessly. The 
detached cloud quickly evanesced, leav- 
ing only the main body of the cloud in 
the shape of a celestial hand with palm 
outstretched as if to still both sun and 
moon. The stratum of cloud in the brief 
interval of totality remained from, one 

.to two degrees to the north of the eclipse. 
And as long as a ray of sun was left to 
touch that bank of cloud its edges were 
tinged with marvelously delicate hues of 
rose or lavender. : 

An overcast sky as early as 5:30 
o'clock in. the morning caused grave 
apprehensions of the failure of the ob- 
servations at the observatory among 
the scientists who had journeyed 3,000 
miles across the American continent 
and across the Atlantic Ocean to make 
the solar observations. The sky all the 
day before and half the night was en- 
tirely free of cloud or haze. 

Worked Under Ideal Conditions. 

A temperature well below zero and a 
cloudless sy up to 1 A. M. gave prom- 
ise of ideal meteorological conditions 
for the study of the eclipse. A group

most of the gases known ‘on earth, such 
as hydrogen, calcium, iron, helium, ti- 
tanium and other elements of high tem- 
perature—about 6,000 C.

Woman’s Valuable Help. 


Mrs. Stetson proved to be an indis- 
pensable aid to her husband in his ob- 
servations. Using a second apparatus, 
these scientists made four exposures 
measuring radiations by the corona by 
means of thermopile and water-cell. 
The water-cell, which serves as the 
“‘soul’’ of the instrument, would have 
frozen solid had it not been for the fore- 
sight of Mrs. Stetson. Driving her own 
car, Mrs. Stetson knows what it means 


to have a frozen radiator and knows 
how to prevent freezing‘by using a 
mixture of alcohol. So when the expe- 
dition found itself trying to work in a 
subzero temperature in which there 
was danger of the water-cell being put 
out of commission, Mrs. Stetson made 
sure of a supply of alcohol. The solu- 
tion in the water-cell was diluted with 
alcohol and the scientists operated their 
device in an. unheated garage without 
the slightest trouble.

SHADOW EDGE CUTS 
CITY NEAR 96TH ST. 


Lighting Experts Place Border of 
Eclipse Midway Between 
. \ Scientists’ Estimates. 


Reports made by 49 trained, lighting- 
effect observers of the New York Edison 
Company, stationed on the roofs of 
apartment houses along Amsterdam 
Avenue, Broadway, West End Avenue 
and Riverside Drive, between Seventy- 
second and 135th Streets, showed that 
the southernmost sweep of total eclipse 
yesterday morning was along a fine be- 
tween Ninety-sixth and Ninety-seventh 
Street, passing eastward over Ward’s 
Island. ‘This line is half a mile south 
of 110th Street and almost equally far 
north of Highty-third Street, which were 
the limits of the southern boundary pre- 
dicted by most astronomers. 5 

The observers also reported that there 
was no definite shadow line dividing the 
area of partial eclipse from the area of 
totality, the effect being one known to 
lighting experts as ‘‘theatrical dark- 
ness,” a gradual dimming of light. 

The_observers were stationed at sev- 
enty-three different locatrons, of which 
one was in Astorrn, one in Yonkers and 
two on the Hell Gate Bridge. All those 
south of Ninety-sixth Street reported a 
partial eclipse, tnose north ef Ninety- 
seventh Street reporting totality. Of 
the bridge observers, those stationed on 
the north span from Ward’s to Ran- 
dall’s Island reporte? totality, while 
those on the span ov: the East River 
reported partial eclipzc with a curious 
ripple of light at the time of totality. 
Accordingly, Edison Company engineers 
estimate that the line. of totality must 
have passed close to the south shore of 
Ward's Island. 


Fail to See Shadow Bands. 


Predictions had been made that the 
eclipse would be heralded by a deep 
shadow racing from the northwest at a 
rate of a mile a second. None of the 
observers reported this effect, stating 


that no distinct demarcation was vis- 
ible. The light gradually ebbed away. 
Reports of, electrical wer consump- 
tion were carefully checked by a system 
of simultaneous readings, controlled 
from the Waterside Station of the Edi- 
son Company at Thirty-ninth Street, and 
the North River. From 8, to o’ clock 
readings were made every five minutes ; 
every thirty seconds from 9 to 9:25; and 
every five minutes from 9:25 to 10 730. 
The peak was reached at 9:18, seven 
minutes after totality, with a consump- 
tion of 600,000 horsepower, 100,000 horse- 
power over normal for that gime of day. 
Consumption was 25. per cent. over nor- 
mal from the Battery to Fourteenth 
Street, 50 per cent. from Fourteenth 
Street to Fifty-ninth Street; while from 
Fifty-ninth Street to the Bronx and 
Yonkers the load was double. It did not 
return to normal for several hours. 
Chief Engineer N. J. Kelly, in charge 
of the light and power division of the 
New York City Department of Water 
Supply, Gas and Electricity, was at light 
distribution headquarters at the Water- 
side Station, to supervise the street 
lighting. The lights were put on at 8:30 
and were to remain on till, 9:40. Mr. 
Kelly, however, ordered the street-lights 
off ten minutes earlier. Observers de- 
clared that the street lighting did not in- 
terfere with enjoyment of the spectacle. 


Many Photographers at Work.

Company ‘sent out a corps of photog-

Laboratory Is Set Up in’ School. 


The scientists at Easthampton had 
complete equipment for motion and still

Clouds Mar Observations — Only 
Partial Eclipse Seen There, 


Special to The New York Times. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. :24. — No 
concerted plans were made at Harvard 
to observe. the eclipse this morning, as 
far as the students were concerned, but 
it was estimated that nearly a thou- 
sand of them left town for places where 
the phenomena. could be seen in totality.

PARIS WEIGHS ARMS PLAN. 


Temps, However, Considers Senate 
Conference Proposal Premature. 


PARIS, Jan. 24.—The movement in the

TEST SPRAY MIXTURES. 


Chemical Changes Cause Trouble, 
Say Specialists. 


That chemical changes occur in cer- 
tain spray mixtures used by New York 
fruit growers with the result that the 
spray is rendered less effective and may 
‘even result in severe injury to foliage 
is the conclusion reached from a series 


of investigations made by Dr. R. W. 
Thatcher and Leon R. Streeter of the 
New York State Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station at Geneva. A report of 
their experiments is given in Station 
Bulletin 521, which is now available 
free of charge to any one interested in 
the subject. 

* The addition of acid lead arsenate, the 
most effective insecticidal form of lead 
arsenate, to the ordinary lime-sulphur 
solution used as a fungicide in ew 
York orchards results in a definite 
_» chemical change whereby the weight of 
~ the insoluble solid matter in: the spray 
mixture is nearly doubled, say these 





specialists. This solid matter materially |- ; 


reduces the efficiency of the spray, it 
is said, and is known to increase the 
danger of ce ry to follage when the 
aatay is applied in the orchard. 
Certain materi may be added to 
the spray mixture which prevent these 
changes without reducing the killing ef- 
‘ficiency of the combined lead arsenate 
and lime-sulphur spray. One of these 
is hydrated lime, but this increases the 
solid residue in the mixture and is there- 
fore not wholly satisfactory. Casein 
os or ving have been found quite sat- 
factory in preventing these undesir- 
* able reactions, and, in addition, the 
have a so-called ‘spreader’ effect, whic 
may inciease the efficiency of the spray 
under certain conditions,’’ according to 
‘the specialists. 

‘“*Among the casein preparations tested 
out,. skim-milk with added lime was 
found to have a deterrent effect on the 
undesirable chemical reactions, and this 
material seems to hold promise for gen- 
€ial use because of its low cost. Fur- 
ther orchard tests are to be made, how- 

“ever, before skim-milk can be recom- 

mended. - Tobacco dust added to lead 
arsenate and lime-sulphur sprays. for 
combating certain insect pests also pre- 
vented umdesirable reactions betwéen the 
arsenate and suiphur compounds.”’

There has 
lately, been . splayed in a number of 
stores Special paper cartons of fancy 
New York State apples.

But I 
can state on good authority that the 
Austrian visitors also discussed that 
vital topic in their conferences this week 
with. Premier Luther, Foreign Minister 
Stresemann and other German states- 
men. 

Messrs, Franck and Dinghofer, have 
just departed for Vienna greatly en- 
couraged by the restilts of their Berlin 
visit. Despite the difficulties in e 
way of the actual territorial annexation. 


of. Austria to Germany—the Council of 


the League of Nations can block the 

project by a single adverse vote—many 

Austrians still dream of such a union. 

The mission to Berlin again voiced this 

desire after a period of comparative si- 

lence and sought to reawaken Germany’s 
interest in the project. 

A majority in both countries favored 
an Austro-German Union after the Ger- 
man Revolution, and a plebiscite in 

* Austria in 1920 gave a large majority 
for it. Sentiment in Austria is still ac- 
tive, but the Germans have lost interest. 

The restoration of Austria’ by the 
League of Nations probably will be com- 
pleteti within the year, and the situation 
‘will then become acute for a small 
country without resources and already 
subject to fierce competition by eer 
industry. 

The Christian Socidlist Party se Aus- 
tria maintains a reserved attitude, but 
would not oppose annexation if it be- 
comes obvious that Austria cannot exist 
@s an independent State. The other 
two Austrian parties are unreservedly 
in favor of becoming part of the Ger- 
man Republic. 

German nationals have certain doubts,

The Revenue Bureau. Warns 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 24.—'The In- 
sternal Revenue Bureau. issued- a 
statement today. telling taxpayers not 
to pay more. than _they,.owe.. The 
warning was caused by the fact that 
the first income: tax returns: to ar- 
rive showed’ a widespread failure to 
deduct the. 25 per ‘cent.. deduction 
credited under the hew law to — 
income. - 

“Taxpayers should note cia 
facts,” the statement said. ‘‘All net 
income for the year 1924 up to $5,000 
is considered to.be earned net in- 
‘come for the purpose of this 25 per 
cent, deduction. For example,'a ‘tax: 
payer whose net income from salary 
was. $2,000 and who made a profit 
of $3,000 in a-real estate transaction, 
his total net income. amounting to 
$5,000, is entitled to consider the . 
whole amount as earned net income 
in computing the credit to which he 
is entitled. 

“In“no case is the earned net in- 
come for 1924 considered to be in ex- 
cess of $10,000. For example, a tax- 
Payer whose net income for 1924 from 
salary was $15,000, can consider only 
$10,000 as earned net income.in ap- 
plying the 25 per cent. ¢redit.’”’

VIENNA, Jan. 24.—The question of the 
house rents of Vienna is one of the most 
burning issues of the day and is likely 
to play havoc with Austrian politics in 
the near future, 

According to thé Rent law enacted 
after-the revolution and during the be- 
ginning of the inflation, the landlords 
have a right to charge what in gold 
value amounts to about one-twentieth of 
the pre-war rent. Thus people owning 
property have lost practically  nine- 
tenths of their holdings. Under the cir- 
cumstances, all maintenance of property 
is rendered possible. by; the allotment 
of all expenses among the tenants. 

The landlords for long have been 
clamoring for a revision. of the law, 


which, they chores, is Bad ptioestocy 
effect. The Chri t. Party, 
consisting in Vienna parry of the 
properties a _bourgenisie, favors re- 
vision of the Rent law and would have 
introduced an amendment long oo but 
for: the vehement opposition of 
cial Democrats, who represent the Po 
ant interest.

As a matter of fact, but for the nom- 
inal rents the majority of the Vienna 
population. would find it impossible to 
exist. Even as it is, the housing short- 
age has assumed great pooportans and 
is one of the gravest problems of Vienna 
life. The people in the poorer districts 
are huddled together, six, eight or more 
to a small room, often several families 
sharing one bedroom, and those are

Divoreed graries often are forced to 
continue living together for want of ac-

7In marenge advertisements, which are 
a popular feature in all Vienna news- 
papers, the chief attraction is ‘not a 
cash dowry, but a flat one’s own 
right, even if it is only one room and a

Make Living By Subletting. 


Examples of the tragic side of the 
housing shortage are plentiful. A fam- 
ily, including two generations, living to- 
gether recently received notice to quit an 
apartment. This was such a shock to 
the old father, who was ill, that he 
died. Another case was that of a wo- 
mah trying to throw herself and child 
under a street car aftet having been

On the whole, tenants are fairly well 
rotected, as the landlords have no right 
o turn them out and the right of evic- 
tion is vested solely in the seine Bu- 
reau of the municipality, which handles 
the situation rather pa ly the ten- 
ants’ favor. The people have the right 
to only a limited number of rooms and 
even the landlords in their own apart- 
ment geo are. entitled to only two

Mrs. Ferguson happened 
to be at the Executive Mansion directing 
the unpacking of her effects at the time. 
The news spread‘ like a prairie fire and 
this morning several newspapers re-: 
ferred to. the: former .Governor as ‘‘Act- 
ing’ Governor.”’ 

The result is that some of the best 
friends of the Fergusons are reported to 
be urging the male head of the family to 
be more careful in the future. 

With the exception of yesterday after- 
noon when she insisted on supervising 
the settling of her household effects, 
Mrs. Ferguson has been in her. office 
every day.

of her inaugural address she asked all 
her friends, particularly those associated 
wtih her inthe State Government, to 
help her in every way. thy could: 


Petitioners Besiege Governor 


The thing which most impresses those 
who talk with Mrs. Ferguson is her big 
heartedness. An illustration of this was 
her action in granting paroles, until the 
Pardon Board can act, to two unfortu- 
nate convicts, one the father of a family. 
of eight and the other a family of seven. 

The wives of these men along with the 
youngsters were waiting for Mrs. Fergu- 
son when she made her first appearance 
in the Executive Office on the day after 
her inauguration. One of her secretaries 
commenting yesterday on the appeals 
for clemency which are flooding the Ex- 
ecutive Office remarked that it seemed 
as if every man in the Texas State 
Prison is the father of at least six chil- 
dren and all of them under 10 years of 
age. 

The reception rooms outside the Ex- 
ecutive Office have been crowded every 
day since Mrs. Ferguson assumed office. 
Men, women and children wait ‘hours 
for a chance to wish the new ‘Governor 
good luck. or to make a plea for execu- 
tive ‘action in their own or some rela- 
tive’s or friend’s behalf.

$1,000,000 INCREASE ASKED 


Amount Paid In 1923 for Use of the 
Pennsyivania Station Was 
$1,812,000. 


The Transit Commission announced 
yesterday that it had adopted an order 
disapproving a proposed agreement be- 
tween the Pennsylvania Tunnel & Ter- 
minal Railroad Company and the Long 
Island Railroad Company providing for 
an increased rent to be paid by the Long 
Island for trackage rights and use of 
the Pennsylvania station. 

The. proposed agreement provided for 
an increase in the basic rental paid by 
the Long Island Railroad Company from 


$300,000 to. more than $1,300,000 a year. ' 
Adding to the basic rental the other ele- 
ments, such as a share of operating 
charges, =. expenses and taxes, the 
total pai rent by the Long Island 

Railroad in 1923 was $1,812,000. Under 
the proposed agreement ‘the same total 
would be about $2,839,000. 

The commission’s decision was, taken 
on the theory that the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company, which owns the 
Tunnel & Terminal Railroad Com- 
pany, acts its agent and pays no 
rent, should pay at least half the ex- 
pense of maintaining and carrying the 
station and terminal. Commissioner 
John F. O'Ryan in his opinion called at- 
tention to the fact that an increase in 
the Long Island Railroad’s rent might 
affect its application for permission to 
increase fares between stations within 
New York City, which is now pending.

Creditors’ Attorney. Acuikes 
‘Him of Obtaining Money 
_ Under False Pretenses. 


TO SEEK AN INDICTMENT 


is ® 
Petition in Bankruptcy Is Filed 
Against Turman by Three 
Creditors. 


Three creditors of Moe Turman joined 
yesterday in filing against him an in- 
voluntary’ petition in bankruptcy in the 
United States District Court in Brook- 
lyn, and tomorrow counsel for these and 
other creditors will begin action to se- 
care. additional indictments charging 
Turman . with obtaining . money under 
false pretense. 

Turman is expected to plead tomorrow 
in the Court of General Sessions on the 
charge of .fofgery, which brought about 
his arrest after he bad been borrowing 
for ten years on promises to pay huge 
returns for ioans. 

Morris J. .Junger, a lawyer of 1,457 
Broadway, counsel for twenty clients 
with claims aggregating $500,000, an- 
nounced that he would esk that sen- 
tence for the young man, who has con- 
fesséed, be delayed uhtil he had an op- 
portunity to. show the District Attorney 
evidence on which an indictment for 
obtaining “money under false. pretense 
may be obtained. 

‘‘We can show,”’ said Mr: Junger, ‘‘that 
Turman borrowed from many: people on 
the representation that he had actual ‘in- 
vestments awaiting ready cash, when as 
a’ matter. of fact, he never made any 
investments anywhere. This represents 
obtaining money under false pretense 
and he should be brought to trial also on 
these counts.”’

Statesmen and jurists have repeatedly 
dwelt upon the plague of too many laws 
in the United States. We ‘sometimes 
seem in danger of being smothered in our 
‘own legislation.

| afflicted with a kind of paralysis that 
prevented if from enacting any laws at 
all.

LABOR UNION REALITIES. 
Figures patiished: “hy. the National

friends’ and enemies: of organized labor. 
It appears that. four-fifths of all the 


- Wage earners in the United States are 


completely innocent.of trade-union af- 
filiation, radical er otherwise. By a 
careful comparison of membership fig- 
ures, obtaitied from the unions them- 


‘selves,.with the occupational statistics 


of the Census Bureau, Dr. LEO WOLMAN, 
the author of the report, shows that only 
20 per cent. of the working people of the 
country are unionists. The lL W. W., 
militant vanguard of the “ revolution,” 
is discovered to have a total membership 
of 41,000 out of a “working class” of 
26,000,000. Compared ‘with ,Great Brit- 
ain and Germany, for example, where 
40 per cent. of the wage ,/workers are 
members of labor unions, the American 


statistics are hopeful or pitiful accord- } 
_ing to the extreme from which they may 


be viewed. 

Those who subscribe to the-theory that 
labor and capital have nothing in com- 
mon, and. that poverty and unemploy- 
ment breed organized: resistance among 
the working people, will find it difficult 
to argue out of existence the direct rela- 
tion which Dr. WoLMAN shows between 


the curve of business prosperity and the 


curve of labor-union membership. Evi- 
dently good times mean strong unions, 
bad, times mean weak unions. ‘“ The 
periods of loss jn membership,” he says, 
©1904-1906, 1908-1909, 1913-1915, corre- 
“spond roughly with the periods of busi- 
“ness decline. ..Except, also, for the year 
“1923 and possibly 1922, the years of 
“business revival are generally those of 
“ gain in membership.” The figures also 
disclose an interesting correlation be- 
tween the growth and what might be 
called the “ worldliness ” of labor ‘unions. 
Broadly speaking, it has been the organ- 
izations which have stuck the closest -to 
the. practical daily concerns of their 
members that have shown the most con- 
sistently expanding power and prestige. 

The. American Federation of Labor 


‘has stood for worldliness in the ‘labor 


movement, and: it has been unions like 
the I. W..W., standing outside the Fed- 
eration, which have been ‘intent on the 
goal of another world. In 1897 nearly 


40 per cent. of the total membership of | 


American unions was claimed by organ- 
izations outside the Gompers fold; in

Figures of national wealth 
are at best éstimatés to which a broad 
interpretation. should be given. If to the 
money values for the présent wealth of 
Gréat Britain, France and other nations 
we apply the present ‘price indexes. so as 
‘to ‘obtain a real. comparison with 1912; 
the relative impovexishment of Perens is 
éstablished. ‘ 

The one argument that has no. force 
at all is the bne, still heard now and 
then, that while Europe has been impov- 


| erished by the war, America has been en- 


riched by the war.. Emphatically that is 
not the case. If we. take the: Census 
Burehu’s figures on ‘our national wealth 
in 1900 and 1912, we get an indicated 
increase from 88.5 billion dollars to 186.3 
billio- dollars. Since the price index for 
1912 was approximately one-third higher 
‘than for 1900, the figures for 1912 
Should be corrected downward, for thé 
purpose of comparison, to something like 
140.billion dollars. But even that would 
show an increase of more than 50 billion 
dollars during the twelve years after 
1900, or something like 55 per cent. , 

No such rate of increase is evidenced 
during. the years from 1912 to 1922. 
Professor WinrorD.I. Kinc, quoted in an 
article which appears in andther section 
of THE’ TiMEs today, declares that the 
Census Bureau figures @ndicate an in- 


crease of 14 per cent. in our national’ 


wealth between 1912 and 31922. Obyi- 
ously, then, America did not grow rich 
on the World ‘War. ~The wide discrep- 
ancy between our. real gains in the 
twelve years -after 1900 and. the ten 
years. after 1912 indicates, on the. con- 
trary, that America would: have been 
richer today if the latter period had not 
‘been troubled by four ahd a half years 
of war conditions in Europe and a year 
and a half of-our actual participation 
in war. Professor Kinc finds our mod- 
est. growth in wealth since 1912 under- 
standable if we recall that “during two 

“of these ten years a large part of the 

“ productive activities of the nation were 
“es devoted to the‘ production of materials 
“ destroyed in the war.” 

Reasons exist why a prosperous Amer- 
ica should give ear to the pleas of a 
relatively hard-up Europe. But Amer- 
ica as a ‘bloated war profiteer is not 


among those reasons. ‘ 








EXPLORING GASPE. 


Mountain clubs,, American and Cana- 
dian, have begun to take notice of the 
long-neglected wilderness of the Gaspé 
Peninsula. Since the July day in 1534 
when Carirek invaded the Baie des Cha- 
leurs this interior peninsula has known 
few changes. . The population fringing its 
coasts consists mainly of fishermen. The 
interior is still wild, heavily wooded in 
spite of the lumbermen, with few roads 
and -some trails, remote, inhospitable to 
strangers. - Guides are _ indispensable. 
Even JoHN Mason CLARKE, who has 


summered ‘at Percé, opposite Bonaven-- 


ture Island, and written, as a labor: of 
love, about the quaint coastal people, has 
had little to say of the interior. Three 
mountain ranges are marked on the 
rather crude maps, the Shickshocks, the 
‘Gaspé and ¢he Notre Dame, the last. of 
which eomes in from the west.

WHY, ARE POETS? 


When will the race of professors cease 
to “survey,” weigh, measure, tabulate, 
submit to “ curves,” the most sacred mys- 
teries of the human mind?’ Professor 
ScRIPTURE,of the University of Vienna 
has had the impudence to invent an ~ 
strument~ whereby “‘ the poet’s soul” is 
seen at work, At least he thinks so. 
+ We don’t pretend to understand his in- 
fernal mechanism. It “‘casts- on the 
“screen pictures of poetic eomplexes 
“ which look like jagged saws.” What 
does that mean? The lyre should be no 
comrade. of the saw. Does the poet 
laboriously saw ‘his soul? Plenty of 
modern verse may be considered saw- 
dust. Thousands of miles of it look like 
jig-saw work; but what has that got to 
do with the poet’s soul?. - 

At least the Scripture ‘keer is intel- 
ligible. It is 4 Freudian by-product. 
The poet sings or saws to relieve the 
disturbances in his unconscious. He must 
sing or suffer or die ‘or commit even 
worse crimes than most verses -are.’ 
ScrIPTURE tells us of an actress who 
mounted the.stage in ordér to drive away 
her nightmare. She succeeded. This is 
not very convincing; nightmares have 
by no ‘means been driven from . the 
‘boards; and the divine madness an- 
ciently ascribed to poets, the supposed 
relation of genius and insanity, are only 
particular forms of the general Scripture 
thesis.

Sir Henry Newso.t talks sense. He 
says that a poet works just as any other 
intellectual person works.

Once in a 
great while he turns out an. excellent 
piece -of work, which may survive. 
Among the countless horde of contem- 
‘porary makers, what hope*can there be 
of the smallest nook in the anthologies 
of one hundred. years hence? We throw 
no doubt on the authenticity of Tritons 
among this world of minnows. Still, we 
could wish that there was some accepted 
rating system so that we might venerate 
at least the Aaa and Aa classes. Yet 
the manufacture of-verses is now a great 
industry... “ Everybody’s doing it.”

Yesterday in the New Yorn financial 
markéts reminded “Wall Street of an

Cotton Supplies jast week cotton 
and quotations showed 
Cotton Fabrics. «a disposition to 
- slump in anticipa- 
tion of the issue of ginning figures 
up to Jan. 16. The guessing of what 
these would be was surprisingly close 
to what they actually were, which was 
18,308,087 bales. This is 3,864,000 
bales more than at the same time in 
1924 and shows that the latest crop 
estimate will be much. exceeded. The 
exports to date, while considerably in 
excess of those last year, appear to 
be lessening, and the consumption in 
domestic mills leaves much to -be de- 
sired. This latter is the weak point 
in the cotton situation, with nearly 
one-half of the cotton year gone. 
There are signs of a gradual improve= 
ment in the demand for cotton fabrics 
and to this, rather than to the volume 
of ‘present trading, is due the firm- 
ness in price that is shown. Sales of 
gray goods have not been especially 
notable, but a lot of orders keep com- 
ing- into the market for finished fab- 
rics, bleached, printed and dyed. The 
call for ginghams has beén quite nota- 
ble. _During the past week lines of 
printed and wash goods for Fall have 
been opened at prices showing little 
change from former quotations. More 
blanket Iines have also been offered 
at about a cent a yard reductions. 
Fairly good ordering has occurred on 
these goods. There has been a con- 
tinuance of the buying of various 
kinds of knit goods, especially of 
Spring and Fall underwear. Hosiery 
is also moving fairly well. The next 
three or four weeks are expected to 
show a more active demand for all 
kinds of cotton goods.

“We Cannot Ignore the Yellow Men and They Cannot Ignore Us’?

HIS book grows out of the fear that 
“in the. future- governance of the 
world, and the immediate future, the 
600,000,000 yellow-skinned men -who 


dwell in the Far East will have very” 


much more influence than they have had in 
the past." In the past the world was so big 
that two types of civilization would exist in- 
dependently of each other. Now the prog- 
ress of means of transportation and com- 
munication have brought them. close to- 
wether. Considered in terms of navigation, 
from clipper ships to airplanes, the Eastern 
Hemisphere today makes a spot on the map 
about the size of France and Germany. “We 
cannot ignore the yellow men and they can- 
not ignore us. On the contrary, we shall 
become more and more dependent on each 
other.” In fact, one or the other civilization 
may come to dominate the whole. : 
Hitherto the Asiatic civilization has not 
been agxressive enough to seize this position. 
Only one nation, Japan, has attained its due 


status in the world, and it has done so by ~ 


Westernizing itself. Some of its leaders at a 
critical time were wise enough to see the 
need for doing so. In the middle of the last 
century this was the only alternative to 
proximate subjugation—presumably like In- 
dia. China was blind to the need and the 
opportunity.. Fortunately so for the white 
man, for “if China were to adopt this policy 
{of Westernization} the consequences would 
probably be tragic to both East and West.’’ 
Should she do so now, the results may not 
be so bad, because there are signs that ‘‘the 
most advanced white men are beginning to 
realize that if they do. not curb the pug- 

phy which has been a West- 
ern ideal | the white races may destroy them- 
selves.’” — 

From beginning to end this idea runs 
through the book. The ruinous effects of 
war, the suicidal nature of it as between the 
peoples of the West are dweit upon as weak- 
ening possible resistance to an aroused East.

The line of support of his contentions fol- 
lowed by Mr. Stephen King-Hall, a young 
Englishman, a gold medalist of the United 
Service fnstitute, whe has been-a good while 
in China on office business and has, it is said, 
exceptional sources of information both as to 
that great country and its island neighbors, 
is rather historical than statistical.

The differences in the way the two em- 
pires took the lesson makes up the tale. of 
the last half century or more. It has been 
often told in whole or in part, but Mr, King- 
Hall brings out some less-notited aspects of 
it. In the case of Japan, the curious thing 
is the incompleteness of the Westernizing 
process, despite notions to the contrary. It 
is, first of all, mechanical, material in char- 
acter; it is in-many respects superficial. It 
was effected with marvelous speed to avert 
the peril of Eastern aggressiveness; but for 
that very’ reason it has not entered into the 
character of the people like. say.

In 
fact, Shinto is the foundation of the domes- 
tic policy of the empire. It is quite neces- 
sary to furnish a sort of national spirit to 
leaven the era of rapid-fire change in ways 
of life and rules of conduct. Thus far it 
operates successfully with the vast mass of 
the people, for the socialistic and radical 
elements now surging up, that we hear so 
much of, though often violent, have the 
opinions and the will of only small groups 
behind them; the students from abroad, or 
who have been won over by foreign reading, 
are almost the only adherents of ultra ideas:

But does 
it show any real change of purpose? Prob- 
ably not—merely a resurgence of tact and 
prudence—a waiting game. 

As for China, she is too much regarded as 
a realm that does not change. The fact is 
that though attacked on two sides, by the 
powers of the West and by Japan, her. “cul- 
ture is so passive’’ that for half a century 
the waves of innovation had no very per- 
ceptible effect upon her. But this condition 
was largely the fault of bad leadership. 
While a large group in Japan woke up early 
to the importance of meeting Westernism 
with Westernism, China either remained 
passive or was openly sag dia to reform. The

Meughem’ s Thinly Disguised- Autobiography on the 
Way to Becoming a Classic

URING the last decade, the 

vast, passive jury, in whose 

hands rests the fate of all 

writing aspiring to a berth 
among the classics, have been at- 
tending. in ever increasing num- 
bers to the - steady, unacclaimed 
arcing over the turmoil of William 
Somerset Maugham’s “Of Human 
Bondage.”’ Among New York's lit- 
erary guild the quite long book, no 
doubt, has been forgotten. Experi- 
ment has shown that when it is pos- 
sible for a moment to shunt the at- 
tention of -most of that eminent 
crew from the uproarious business of 
Jiterature to the name Maugham, 
the inevitable response is an exhi- 
bitionistic shout referring to a play 
that he did not write, or to another 
- novel about a tired English business 
man who retreated to life among the 
blue skies and corals with a leprosy 
ridden negress. 

But in the less spectacular realms 
of those who read books merely be- 
cause they like t6 read, or’ those 
whose culture shelters a vibrant at- 


beside “The Way of All Flesh,” and 
in the United States is on the way 
to ‘becoming an uncancnical sensa- 
tion. When the book was first pub- 
lished in the United States, it 
managed to live through three 
anaemic editions, despite the general 
critical preoccupation with other 
matters. Then four years went by 
and the publishers suddenly dis- 
covered that there was a quiet, un- 
heralded demand for more copies of 
“Of Human Bondage.’’ They 
issued another small edition. Two 
years later, without a single pat on 
the back from the  literators, the 
supply was again exhausted. The 
publishers prepared another edition. 
In 1923 the steady demand for the 
novel assumed such proportions that 
it was introduced into a special edi- 
tion of works that seem to be in 
permanent demand. In this last edi- 
tisn, which is a fixture of its pub- 
lishing house, it has gone through 
three printings. The universities 
just seem to have discovered the 
novel, libraries report an increasing 
call for it, second-hand book dealers 
aumber it among the old novels that 
still sell easily, and the price in Lon- 
don of a first edition of it has multi- 
plied itself by three in the past five 
years. In New York’s clubs and 
drawing rooms and at exoteric din- 
ner tables, one is a bit surprised to 
find so old a hook. talked of as if it 
had been written yesterday, sur- 
prised that any volume could have 
resisted for so long the gigantic flood 
rushing every second from the 
printing presses. The explanation, 
perhaps, is that ‘Of Human Bond- 
age’’ has become a classic. 


A short time after Heinemann in 
England and Doran in the United 
States simultaneously published. ‘‘Of 
Human Bondage” in 1915, the per- 
functory, unenergetic ripple that it 
had caused in the critical puddle 
had smoothed out. The book was al- 
lowed to go unpublicized on its quiet 
way down the trail to oblivion, while 
the critics turned to raddle them- 
selves in more spectacular rouge 
pots. In England the critics evi- 
dently had felt that something was 
expected of them, but most of them 
just did not seem to-be very much 
interested. They admitted generally 
that it was a realistic character 
study. Richard King in the Tatler. 
as was to be expected, dismissed it 
facetiously in a short comment*ry 
that.ended with the information that 
“*Of Human Bondage’’ is scarcely 
a story. The Westminster Gazette 
decorously passed on the word that 
it had ‘‘excellence’’; The Saturday 
Review admitted that it was “ar- 
resting’’; The Nation, in a flabby ar- 
ticle, pronounced it to be an experi- 
mental attempt to follow in the steps 


of Compton Mackenzie; and Punch 
inquired plaintively, ““Why have so 
many of our novelists taken to pro- 
ducing enormous volumes marked by 
a pre-Raphaélite fidelity to detail?” 
In the United States the case was

do 80.

When Mr. Maugham, after fashion- 


ing, went down among the critics 
and burst out in their midst with 
“The Moon and Sixpence,”’ — his 
fleshy, vivid gesture was not, per- 
haps, so much a normal literary de- 
velopment, as it was a comment on 
the middlemen who stood between 
him and promptly rewarded literary 
achievement. 
After coming face to face with the 
universal, simple beauty and verity 


mendous emotional, not merely sen- 
sual, upheaval. He has seen life, if 
not defined, at least epically epit- 
omized. ‘ 

That ‘Of Human Bondage’’ suf- 
fered tardy intellectual approval, 
may be due to the gaudy critical 


methods that began to come into} 


vogue about the time Mr. Maugham 
started writing. The chief impetus 
eigen these methods seems to be, 
has pointed out, an 
Satekd i the. Geet af the cette to 
rall attention to himself rather than 
to the work he is criticizing. A book 
received the spotlight if it were 
capable, of reflecting sensational and 
startling colors back upon him who 
directed the light. There are in 
Maugham’s novel no color 
areas nor purpureal periods that 
could be used to decorate the sort 
of spectacular critiques inspired, for 
instance, by the efforts of Messrs. 
Huxley, Hergesheimer and Firbank. 
But “Of Human Bondage" is built 
with pure, meagre-syllabled phrases 
that twist and cling thrillingly in 
their unsensational contexts. It is 
only when the simple; almost primi-

tive, words sum up into the whole 
absorbing performance that they 
partake of the nature of sensation. 
Without once relapsing into dullness, 
Maugham has consistently passed by 
the opportunity to indulge in poster 
effects, so that in the end he might 
attain te a vital sweep of living. 
effulgent, integral color. He has 
succeeded. Even in those 

wherein he depicts events and situa- 
tions than which there are tio more 
spectacular In man’s existence, he 
maintains his Homeric restraint to

In this case the 
climber was handicapped by a badly 
deformed foot. ‘‘The Way of All 
Filesh,”” it has been said, is one of 
the most terrible indictments of 
parenthood that man’s mind has 
ever produced. ‘‘Of Human Bond- 
age’ is not merely that._ 


The novel takes up the life of one 
Philip Carey when he is almost a 
baby in arms, living with his newly 
widowed mother in a middle-class 
section of London. In the first few 
pages the mother dies and leaves 
Philip, ‘sensitive and club-footed, in 
the hands of his uncle, the Rev. 
William Carey, and his childless 
wife. When the boy is about thirteen 
he is sent to King’s School at 
Tercanbury, from there he goes to 
Heidelberg. After that he tries ac- 
countancy in London, then art in 
Paris. The last half of the novel is 
built about his vivid, impecunious 
struggle to graduate from St. Luke's 
Hospital in London. Through this 
half of the story an implacable, pale 
green worm, named Mildred, crawis 
unhealthily: a truly remarkable 
character. 

The book has no plot in the sense 
that a short story has one, but it 
fills splendidly that function tra- 
ditionally ascribed to the novel of 
recording the development of a char- 
acter from the moment he becomes 
conscious to the moment when life 
has finished its major operations 
upon him. 

Mr. Maugham was born in Paris, 
where his father was a_ counselor 
at the English Embassy. When he 


was between the ages of 10 and,

at Canterbury. From King’s he 
went to the University of Heidelberg, 
and several years later the records 
of St. ‘Thomas’s Hospital in London 
record his graduation as a physician.

*‘Liza of Lambeth.”’ It was written 
some time before he had finished 
with his medical studies at St. 
Thomas's, induced, it is reported, by 
a@ sudden pressing and romantic need 
for money. He has since written 
thirteen books, numerous short sto- 
ries and twenty plays, one of which 
was written in German and produced 
in Berlin. 

“Well-read people often hove the 
habit of remarking that they get.a 
great deal more satisfaction out of — 
reading the biography of an actual 
man than out of reading the most 
skillfully written novel. There 
geems to be an authenticity about 
the biography that is lacking in the 
novel. One of the striking things 
about “‘Of Human Bondage’’ is that 
it does not jack this authenticity. 
But there is more evidence than even 
this to indicate that Mr. Maugham’s 
book may be his owm thinly dis-

~ France. He had been told 
that the spirit was of “the 
greatest camaraderie,” that 
there were companies of 
each nationality, with of- 
ficers of the same nation- 
ality, that the Legion ‘‘was 
now a clean and healthy 
place."’ He found, by his 
own account, that there 
was. not a word of truth ia 
any of this; that the whole 
environment was unspeakably foul, 
that 70 per cent. of the Legionnaires 
were Germans, and that idealism was 
the last thing to look for in’ its ranks.

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. . About Books, More or Less: Here Are Babies

REEK mythology is being 

heavily drawn upon for the 

uses of modern man by the 

contributors to Messrs. Dut- 

ton & Co.’s exciting little 
*““Today and Tomorrow” series. It 
began not much more than a year 
ago with J. B. S. Haldane’s *‘Daeda- 
lus; or, the Future of Science.” 
Quickly followed Bertrand Russell's 
“Icarus; or, the Future of Science,” 
which was in part a commentary on 
‘Mr. Haldane. Now comes Professor 
F. C. S. Schiller’s ‘“Fantalus; or, the 
Future of Man,” which is largely a 
commentary on both his predeces- 
sors. In more than the choice of 
titles and of text have the three mer 
gone back to the Greeks. They have 
borrowed the commendable Hellenic 
gift of brevity so completely lost to 
modern civilization. These. thin book- 
lets in cool blue linen are the mildest 
appearing 16mos that ever scuttled 
our human complacency with the 
picture of such vast horizons or such 
acute despairs. 

The background for all three is 
the tragedy of the World War. The 
concern of all three is what men 
must do to prevent the extinction of 
civilization. The specific problem 
which all three face is the relation 
of man to the machinery which he 
has devised and which he is no 
longer able to control. Once upon 
a time Science was the sufficient 
answer to questions about the future 
of man. Today Messrs. Schiller and 
Russell affirm bluntly, and Mr. Hal- 
dane ts inclined to believe with res- 
ervations, that Science is the chief 
peril that confronts us. Once upon 
a time Progress was the answer. 
Today Professor Schiller asserts that 
there has been no biologic ‘progress 
since men stopped being flexible in 
the Cro-Magnon age, anywhere from 
30,000 to 70,000 years ago. Apart 
from culture and training, we are, 
perhaps, slightly inferior to our an- 
cestors of the glacial epoch and 
“‘markedly inferior to the great races 
ef antiquity, like the Greeks in their 
heyday.’” Because of a cumulative 
culture made possible by the inven- 
tion of printing and thus the perpet- 
uation of race memory, -we have de~ 
- veloped a vast apparatus of technol- 
ogy and institutionalism which has 
completely got away from us. The 
Taind of man and, what is worse, the 
heart of man has not changed 
since the caveman; and that is what 
makes poison gas all the more dan- 
gerous. ‘‘Humanity,” says Profes- 
sor Schiller, ‘‘ig still Yahoo-manity. 
Alike in mentality and in morals, 
modern man is still substantially 
identica} with his paleolithic ances- 
tors. He is still the irrational, im- 
pulsive, emotional, foolish, destruc- 
tive, cruel, credulous creature he 
always was.”’ .

T is agreed, then, that there is 

ii only one way out: through the 

regeneration of man _ himself. 
There is no use in striving for an 
extertial Progress, for the develop- 
ment of the ideal machinery auto- 
matically safeguarded against per- 
‘version by the engineer. Yahoo- 
manity may be counted upon to 
break through all safety devices and 
turn the blessing into a curse, the 
airplane into an air-bomber, the 
anti-toxin into a war poison. We 
must have better men if humanity is 
to have a future. And our three 
writers more or less agree that the 
way to secure better men is through 
better babies. To that, I imagine, 
most people will assent. But when 
it comes to the reorganization of pre- 
vailing methods in the infant indus- 
try, many fewer people will agree 
with Professor Schiller, very few 
will agree with Mr. Russell and only 
a super-spirit here and there will 
soar with Mr. Haldane to the vision 
of his semi-synthetic, ‘‘ectogenetic’’ 
haby. 

It is my own belief that Mr. Hal- 
dane is spoofing when he looks for- 
ward through the millenia and sees 


men and women produced by chem-| 


ical stimulation out of an original 
germ derived from a~ highly gifted 
human organism. Mr: Haldane reads 
like a huge burlesque of the very 
moderate eugenics of Professor Schil- 
ler. And yet who shall say what the 
scientifi¢ imagination is capable of 
‘when it lets itself go? At any rate, 


the problem for Mr. Haldane is 
solved when virtually the same 
methods that enter into man’s inven- 
tion of machinery can be employed 
to develop a fine enough humanity 
to make good use of its machines. 
The real difficulty is that Mr. Hal- 
dane, with scientific detachment, is 
willing to wait a great many thou- 
sands of years for results. Man, as he 
sees it, has succeeded somehow in 
keeping alive for a quarter of a mil- 
lion years and will manage to hold 
on despite several more world wars. 
Given all the time he needs to work 
in, Mr. Haldane finds it compara- 
tively easy to be—comparatively—op- 
timistic, 


s 
ERTRAND RUSSELL is the 
worst pessimist of the three, 
despite the fact that he does 
not entertain quite the low opinion 
of mankind that Professor Schiller, 
helds. Mr. Russell's technique for 
creating better babies is much less 
drastic than Mr. Haldane’s, yet rad- 
ical enough. Instead of chemistry 
he would employ what I suppose 
might be called physiology. Instead 
of the test tube, he would make use 
of the glands. Mr. Russell foresees 
the easy possibility of creating the 
better race by injecting for the kind 
of baby we want; this glandular se- 
cretion, presumably, for a medium- 
sized philosophic baby; this secretion 
for a large-boned, ferocious soldier 
baby; this secretion for an artistic, 
or musical, or scientific baby. Theo- 
retically it should be possible to 
eliminate war from the world by 
steadily injecting for pacific, crea- 
tive babies and against imperialis™ 
destructive babies. 


pmist? Because he finds himself end- 
ing up with a vicious circle. The 
one quality that man needs to avert 
his self-destruction and develop the 
full possibilities of his heritage, ac- 
cording to Mr. Russell, is Kindliness. 
But with men what they are today, 
what assurance is there that the hy- 
podermic needie will be employed for 
the promotion of kindliness instead 
of the sort of thing that brought on 
the World War? Make M. Poincaré 
the Chief of Giandular Operations 
and he will proceed to inject for 
Ruhr babies. Lioyd George would 
inject for world-market babies. Mus- 
solini would inject for black-shirted 
babies. Zinovieff would inject for 
babies permanently instead of transi- 
tionally red. Mr. Russell shrinks 
from even the mild eugenic gospe 
because he foresees the rulers of 
State and society proclaiming all 
nonconformity, all criticism and 
opposition to be a form of degener- 
acy, and condemning its votaries to 
sterilization. Apparently the oniy 
way out under Mr. Russell's scheme 
iz by a sudden; successful uprising 
of the kindly hearted, seizure of the 
State, and i diate wholesale in- 
jection of the kindly virtues to in- 
sure permanent control for Kindli- 
ness. It would be an application of 
the Soviet method. ;

LMOST startlingly moderate is 
Professor Schiller’s solution. 
His is the eugenics as we fre- 
quently encounter it. He thinks that 
men are Yahoos because they are 
biologically degenerate; and that is 
due to the fact that the fit are fail- 
ing to reproduce and the unfit are 








Why then is Mr. Russell a pessi- 


swarming. This is familiar doctrine 





and does not call for detailed re- 
statement. The remedy is even more 
moderate. In reply to Mr. Haldane, 
who rejects baby production by ad- 
ministrative process because he dis- 
trusts the intelligence of administra- 
tors, and to Mr. Russell, who dis- 
trusts the hearts of administrators, 
Professor Schiller asserts that he 
wants no administrative interference 
whatever. It all comes down to a 
plea for the free dissemination of in- 
formation on birth eontrol. This in- 
formation is now being withheld only 
from those who need it most—the 
great mass of the unfit. .Obviously 
we are here pretty far away from 
Mr. Haldane’s laboratory baby, and 
I do not see that there is any valid 
answer to Professor Schiller’s argu- 
ment. His is the winning side, at 
any rate. Events are moving that 
way. As wages go up and working 
hours go ddwn, people are every- 
where finding access to the neces- 
sary birth-control information. 

But if Professor Schiller’s is the 
winning side, I do not necessarily 
mean that the premises with which 
he starts out are convincing. It was 
said, I think about Montesquieu, 
that because of his marvelous powers 
of deduction he could derfve the 
right conclusion from the wrong 
data. Professor Schiller is arguing 
for a policy that is bound to win out, 
but it ig not winning out for the 
reasons he adduces. All we know is 
that as a community rises in the 
scale of living it cuts down its birth 
rate, It may be parental selfishness, 
or the desire to secure greater op~ 
portunities for fewer children, or 
what not. The birth rate is going 
down. What I am not at all certain 
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about is (1) that a lower birth rate 
will give us a more peaceful world, 
or (2). that the present excessive 
multiplication of the “‘unfit'’ is re- 
sponsible for our present Yahoo- 
manity. Take just one little item: 
France, with a stationary popula- 
tion for half a-century, is, in. Pro- 
fessor Schiller’s opinion, at least 
equally responsible with profilic Ger- 
many and pullulating Russia for the 
recent ‘troubles of Europe. 
,° > 
is the thesis of the eugenists 
that the world's intelligence and 
leadership are almost wholly ré- 
‘truited from among the ‘“‘fit,”’ and 
when the fit refuse to reproduce 
they exhaust the future sources: of 
the. world’s thought, art and enter- 
prise. This is supposed to be dem- 
onstrated by calling the roll of the 
world’s great men and showing how 
few of them have come up from the 
lower levels. What is not done is to 
go back a‘very long time behind a 
great man to find the level which his 
ancestors occupied. Was Goethe de- 
scended from Homer, and Dickens 
from Dante, and Rodin from Apelies? 
The truth of the matter would seem 
tobe this: great men do not refuse 
to produce babies because that is the 
common failing of the ‘‘fit.”” But 
when a man becomes great he usu- 
ally loses interest in reproducing his 
kind. Your poets, artists, philoso- 
Phers and soldiers have small fam- 
ilies precisely ‘because they are ar- 
tists, poets, soldiers and philoso- 
phers; they have other things to- 
think about than begetting children. 
Babies distinctly interfere with their 
work as specialists. When a man is 
set apart for expert duty he claims 
special exemptions from common 
duty. Develop, in some way, a 
Ss in a longshoreman's 
family, and that Shakespeare will 
fail to leave a numerous progeny be- 
hind him, not because he is one of 
the fit—he is the son of a longshore- 
man—but because he is a Shake- 
speare and can’t have babies squall- 
ing in the house while he is writing 
**Hamiet.”’

HY do the eugenists concen- 
trate on only half of their 
task, and by far the less im- 
portant half? They begin by defin- 
ing the problem correctly enough. 
They mention the few and “‘fit’’ who 
refuse to multiply and the many and 
*“unfit*’ who multiply beyond all 
reason. But having done that, they 
forget the constructive side of their 
problem, the ‘‘fit’’ babies of which 
We need so many more, All their 
insistence is upon methods of per- 
suading the masses to have fewer 
unfit babies. Suppose, now, you 
succeed, and fewer ‘‘unfit’’ babies 
get born. You have not increased 
the absolute amount of fitness in the 
world. If I. may put it somewhat 
emphatically, the greater need is not 
to teach the principles of birth con- 
trol to the masses but to withdraw 
that information, or the facilities for 
its application, from the classes.

ATHLEEN NORRIS modest- 

ly gives her little book the 

subtitle, “an autobiograph- 

ical sketch.’’ The descrip- 
tion is altogether accurate, for 
what we have in “‘Noon"’ is a sketch, 
or outline of her life from child- 
hood to the present time, rather than 
a fully detailed picture. 

The narrative resembles in many 
ways a typical Kathleen Norris 
hovel. We have the large and happy 
family, the gay acceptance of pov- 
erty, the optimism and the “happy 
ending,”” with the attainment of 
wealth, ‘success and love. There is 
the same rosy glow cast over every- 
thing, the simple, somewhat senti- 
mental and unsophisticated point of 
view. It is an agreeable story of 
money and success coming after 
poverty, hard work and apparent 
failure. 

As most of her readers doubtless 
know, Kathleen Norris is a Cali- 
fornian, and she begins with a short 
account of her childhood in San 
Francisco, some forty years ago, in 
the days when “a bank clerk upon 
the medest salary of $3,000 a year 
could enjoy almost all the luxuries of 
life,” luxuries such as are possible 
today only for the rich. Her father 
was a clerk of this kind, owning a 
house with balconies and a garden, 
able not only to keep his wife and 
the five ‘‘first-born’’ children, of 
whom our author was one, quite 
comfortably, but even to employ two 
good -servants! Later, one of the 
first five died, and two more were 
born,.of whom the mother “used to 
speak lovingly as her second 
family.”” At the age of 12 the little 
Kathleen was quite competent to 
look after small children, since she 
had, as she explains, ‘‘taken care of 
babies all my life.’ 

Already the family had left the 
city and built a house in the Mill 
Valley, ‘‘a twin -pronged canyon 
running up against the flanks of

Mount Tamalpais, heavily and beau- 
tifully wooded,” where. they ted an 
existence which, as Mrs. Norris pic- 
tures it, can only be described as 
idyllic. The lovely mother who ruled 
tenderly over the household was, we 
are told, the original of the central 
figure in ‘‘Mother,” a tale wherein, 
its author declares, ‘‘I tried to cap- 
ture some of the loving strength and 
the firm sweetness that was my 
mother.’’ Yet hers was not so strong 
an influence as that of the sturdy, 
rosy, optimistic father, who loved 
life, idolized his family and was 
capable of a ‘‘brisk solving” of ntoral 
problems. His, it would seem, was 
not only a strong but also a lasting 
influence. He had no desire for 
riches, but had actually declined 
more. money, and on more than one 
occasion, being a believer in poverty 
and hard work; the result was that 
when he died, about a month after 
the sudden death of his wife, he left 
his children, the eldest of whom was 
20, the two youngest “hardly of 
school age,’’ to face the world on a 
capital of $3,000, out of which a 
goodly. portion had to go to pay 
large bills. 

So the brothers and sisters went 
through ‘‘terrible years,’’ though 
they never lost their optimism, and 
always believed that’ these ghard 
times ‘‘of hundreds of cares and re- 
sponsibilities’ heavier than such 
youth should ever know’’ were cer- 
tain soon to be over. It was during 
these years that. Kathleen Norris 
garnered many of the experiences 
later to be reflected in her novels: 
**In those years I was a bookkeeper, 
a saleswoman, a companion, a school 
teacher, a librarian, I superintended 
children's parties, read to invalids, 
sat with practicing little girls, cata- 
logued books, and did half-a-dozen 
other things by fits and starts.’’ But 
in spite of all these makeshift occu- 
Pations: “It »b gradually 
clearer that *I was to be a writer,’’ 
this ambition being encouraged by 
the sister, who if she chanced to 
meet one of the family in a hallway 
never passed by ‘‘without saying 
something like: ‘‘You’re wonderful,

I think. You don’t know how I 
love. you!’’ It was this sister who 


that one day they would}. 


see Kathleen's name on the cover of 
the ‘‘Atlantic,"’ and who never lost 
faith, not even when, after the 
earthquake, they each sent an earth- 
quake story to an Eastern magazine, 
and only Kathleen's failed of ac- 
ceptance. 

A period of newspaper work came 
next, but presently ‘‘a tall, dark 
young man’’ named Charlies Gilman 
Norris came on the scene, and every- 
thing changed. 

Mrs. Norris's account of the years 
in New York immediately following 
her marriage is perhaps the most 
interesting part of the. book, with a 
vivid delineation of the difference 
between then and now: For when 
Charies and Kathleen Norris came to 
New York their entire income con- 
sisted of the $25 a week he was 
earning on the American Maga- 
zine; yet they lived comfortably, 
if very simply. They had an apart- 
ment of two rooms, bath and kitchen 
in a brownstone house near Madison 
Avenue, in the Seventies, the rent 
of which was $30 a month—not a 
week, but a month! After this, it is 
easy to accept the fact that $7 « 
week sufficed for food and household 
expenses, including entertaining. 
Even though there were times when 
Mrs. Norris found it necessary to 
exercise a certain ‘‘innocent decep- 
tion,”’ which she amusingly explains 
for the benefit of other perplexed 
housewives, they never suffered any 
real discomfort, and they had a thor- 
oughly delightful time in the society 
to which Mr. Norris's connection 
with the American gave them the 
entry. 

It would be pleasant to hear more 
of this society than the mention of 
a few names, which is about all Mrs. 
Norris gives us, a society that in- 
cluded Peter Finley Dunne of ‘Mr. 
Dooley’’ fame and the always de- 
lightful and generous Ida M. Tar- 
bell, of whom one may readily be- 
lieve that she did indeed give Kath- 
leen Norris ‘‘wonderful inspiration

and suggestion.’” But though the 
social life was fascinating, our 
author had again begun.to work and 
she tells, for-the benefit of discour- 
aged writers, how her husband sent 
one of her early short stories to 
either twenty-eight or thirty-eight 
editors—she is uncertain of the exact 
number—only to have it rejected by 
each of the twenty-eight or thirty- 
eight, after which he began again 
with the first editor on the list, who 
accepted the tale. Not long after- 
ward came ‘‘Mother,’’ first published 
as a short story, then expanded into 
book length, expanded, moreover, 
under greater difficulties even than 
those of the time limit imposed by 
the publisher. For the lengthening 
was done in a Long Island boarding 
housé and Mrs. Norris’s baby was 
at the age when it must be taken 
care of all day and not be awakened 
at night on any account, and the 
only place where she could write was 
in the general sitting room, where 
there were a Victrola and a mechan-

THE SHALLOW END. By lan Hay.

HE dominating impression of 

» Ian Hay’s new book, ‘The 

Shallow End,” is its complete 
good nature. From the first 
page to the last there is not 

a mean or unpleasant or maliciously 
clever line; the whole of its abun- 
dant laughter is founded upon nat- 
urainess and humanity. But it is 
founded upon naturalness and hu- 
manity so unerringly that the reader 
recognizes himself to have been in 
real situations with real people, and 
to have laughed at nothing manu- 
factured or distorted for the 
occasion. 

“The Shallow End” is a collection 
of loosely written essays grouped 
about London. Mr. Hay explains 
his title by saying that 

Authors are all for getting be- 
low the surface nowadays. It is 
the current fashion to go in off 
the deep end. * * * In this small 
volume it is proposed to stick to 
the shallow end—if only because 
the shallow end is often so much 
deeper than we think. 

But the book does not reveal itself 
as “shallow,’’ at least in the derega- 
tory sense. If it has not the depth 
of rich and permanent books, it has 
& fullness of life and abundance of 
human comedy which are so often 
a part of them. And yet it is so 
funny and so good-humored that 
me hesitates to judge it critically. 
What Mr. Hay has done is to take 
London life—its crowds, its sports, 
its theatres, its cafés, its auction 
shops, its zoo, its clubs—and vividly 
and joyously present them to the 
reader. The only thing he does is to

offer such heightening as will make 
them more fully alive and comic. 
This he has done with exceptional 
skill. The field he has entered is 
not new to literature, but sketches 
of city life have suffered in the past 
from too much sobriety or sentiment 
or satire to be entirely successful. 
Some of the phases of London life 
treated in ‘*The Shallow End’’ are 
pretty old hat; but Ian Hay has 
saved them by his method. His 
impressions are set down without 
the slightest flavor of the detached 
observer; they are recorded as any 
participant might record them in- 








formally in his reminiscences. One 
somehow does not feel that the au- 
thor has visited places or talked to 
people with .the intention of using 
them for copy. To make Madame 
Tussaud’s or the London Zoo amus- 
ing after they have become so fa- 
miliar, means that they must ~ be 
seen with fresh and jovial eyes; and 
if Hay has known such places all his 
life, he manages, in “The Shallow 
End,” to conceal the fact. He can 
make one bubble with mirth over a 
golf foursome, and he can create as 
comical a picture of a London jazz 
palace as A: P. Herbert once did.

It is regrettable that his humor 
occasionally becomes cheap, or his 
last paragraph sentimental. 
book is too good to contain charac- 
ters named ‘Sir Turnham Dippy’ and 
‘Mr. Yesmilud.’ And ‘The Breth- 
ren,’ a memorable and unexpectedly 
serious incident, poiled at the 
very end by the incredibly cheap 
use of coincidence. At times, also, 
good-humor is awkwardly contorted 
into bonhomme. But such blemishes 
are counterbalanced by the humor- 
ous high points of the book, such as 
the dénouement of the young Eng- 
lishman’s visit to an American res- 
taurant. 

How much of his life Mr. Hay has 
spent in America the writer cannot 
say; but it is evident that American 
manners and the “American lan- 
guage"’ have interested him enthusi- 
astically. He falis, without any self- 
consciousness, into our -slang, he 
compares our theatres, our crowds, 
our sky-signs and a hundred others 
of our institutions with their Eng- 
lish counterparts, and his conclu- 
sions never convict him of insularity. 
But it is London that owns his 
heart. Never with flowery out- 
bursts, he yet shows it in a hundred 
little ways, and principally by writ-

tering and laughing and~ leaning 
over the writer's shoulder to read a 
few lines. However, the book was 
presently finished and Charles Nor- 
ris shed tears over it-and predicted 
that it would make its author 
“famous,’’ a prediction to whose ac- 
curacy she thus testifies: ‘‘And as 
far_as one book could that was what 
‘Mother’ did.”’ 

The years of*poverty were over 
then and before long Mrs. Norris 
was leading what she describes’ as . 
“the richest and happiest life in the 
world; I mean the life of American 
women in a small American town,"’ 
a life which she represents as being 
just one glad and virtuous day after 
another. Later came a return to 
California, where they settled on the 
ranch which is now their home. 

It is a pleasant narrative, with no 
disagreeable people and few inci- 
dents which did not come out hap- 
pily. Interspersed is a good deal of 
advice to young writers, much of it 
excellent, though- when she counsels 
the aspirant for literary honors to 
procure ‘‘a manager’’ such as her 
own husband has been for her— 
*“*You needn't marry him; he may, 
indeed, be a mother or a sister very 
effectually; but * * * school your- 
self to show this person your work, 
harden yourself to accept his sug- 
gestions humbly and with an open 
mind and be confident that in a year 
or two all the early difficulties will 
be swept away in his, or her, pride 
in the family writer’*—a good many 
will feel inclined to smile at the idea 
that such competent, self-sacrificing 
individuals are to be found in every 
family. But when Mrs. Norris be- 
gins to talk about those persons who 
will insist on telephoning to you dur- 
ing your work hours she instantiy 
commands the approval and sym- 
pathy of almost if not quite every 
one who has ever tried to make a 
living with a pen, or, rather, with its 
modern equivalent, the typewriter: 
A writer has no business with in- 
terruptions, and.until she learns to 
classify them under two simple heads . 
she can make small headway. The 
first classification, to which “Dis- 
turb me” may be added in capitals, 
would comprise the falling of any or 
all children into any or all wells 
* -* * and fire. -Ali the others go 
into the second group, ‘‘Do not dis- 
turb me.” ~ 

The philosophy of life, the belief in 
the blessings of poverty, in the “hap- 
py endings,’’ and in large families, 
with babies and babies and yet more 
babies, which we are accustomed to 
find in Kathleen Norris’s novels, is of 
course present here in her autobiog- 
raphy. which closes with her avowed 
intention to stop wriding fiction some 
day, and “disappear into some little 
American village, where there is a _ 
good crop of babies, and begin living 
the real stories again!”

There is 
still a huge mass of material to be 
reissued in pleasing form, for the 
Tudor translators were indefatigable 
in. preparing the masterpieces of 
foreign lands for a public that was 
apparently insatiable for such things. 
Already promised in this second 
series is a volume of Seneca’s Trag- 
edies, q Catiline’s Conspiracy and a 
Herodotus. And in hand, in four 
handsome volumes uniform in 
format with the -original Tudor 
Translations, is James Mabbe's 
translation of the Spanish picaresque 

novel, ‘‘The Rogue; or, The Life of 
Guzman de Alfarache,” by that 


~ Spanish writer who was a contem- | 


porary of Cervantes and who died 
in Mexico, Matheo Aleman. It is 
Fossible that modern readers know 
very little of ‘The Rogue,"’ for it 
has not appeared in adequate guise 
in years. Yet this work, which was 
translated in 1622, went into a 
fourth edition in 1656, while Shake- 
speare’s plays, the first folio of 
which appeared in 1623, did not 
reach a third folio until 1663. The 
supposition therefore is that Ale- 
man’s “The Rogue’’ was more pop- 
ular for some forty ae than 
Shakespeare. 

Now, ‘‘The Rogue” occupies a 
rather important place in the history 
of Spanish letters and it is easy to 
see why it should have been ex- 
tremely popular with Tudor audi- 
In the first place, it is the 
story of an a 
wandering rogue, It is compact 
with amusing situations and with 
wit. Like all the Tudor translators, 
James Mabbe added his own person- 
ality to the book, and in translating 
the language he also translated a 
deal of the spirit. Yet in all essen- 
tials Guzman de Alfarache, the 
rogue, is Spanish. He belongs to a 
well - defined movement in early 
Spanish letters, being a figure who 
has many biood-brothers in those 
picaresque romances that stand out 
30 amusingly against the more lofty 
chivalresque tales of the day. ‘The 
Rogue’’ is in two parts, the second 
part having been written some years 
after the first appeared and - only 
after a spurious sequel had been 
issued by one Mateo Lujan de Saya- 
vedra. Each fart is divided into 
three books and the first partis by 
far the best. Here Aleman set down

Guzman de Alfarache. Various inci- 
dents in the first book convince the 
rogue that he must either he a 
trickster or te be tricked himself, and 
along with this thread of worldly 
and pessimistic reasoning goes a 
bright series of satirizations of the 
various Spanish folk that the rogue 
meets in the inns that are the inter- 
rupting points of his shiftless trav- 
els. This satire is sometimes laid 
on with a heavy brush, and Mabbe 
has introduced some diverting Eng- 
lish twists to it, but it always car- 
ries home with good effect. The 
second book exhibits the rogue as a 

full-fledged trickster and describes 
the various swindles that he engi- 
neers in his native Spain. In the 
third book Guzman is in Italy, and 
here his trickeries fail him and he 
passes through many vicissitudes. 
The second part of ‘“‘The Rogue’’ is 
less interesting, for much of it is 
repetition and an obvious moralizing 
tone has been introduced by the 
author. It is discursive and not so 
well knit, although the prose, at 
least in Mabbe’s translation, is still 
supple and full of color and move- 
ment. 

In a work that is primarily plot- 
less and which is no more than a 
series of amusing incidents follow- 
ing rapidly one upon the other it 
is difficult to give more than a gen- 
eral sense.of the action. But it may 
be pointed out that there can be no 
doubt that Matheo Aleman put part 
of himself in this work. It is not

the rogue’s mouth. . From such 
revelations one deduces a pessimis- 
tically minded and shrewd-witted. 
individual who was essentially inde- 
pendent in an era when indepen- 
dence was hardly a source of mate- 
rial success. In those days flattery 
was one of the most potent weapons 
for securing advantages in a world 
that was full of parasites, ruthless 
nobles, liars and tricksters. Ale- 
man does not appear to have been 
unduly prone to such subterfuges, 
although there appears to he some 
reason for suspecting. that he mar- 
ried for money. It was not a happy 
marriage, however. 

A reading of the late James Fitz- 
maurice-Kelly’s introduction to ‘“The 
Rogue’’ brings out the fact that the 
details of Aleman'’s life are rather 
meagre. He was born at Seville in 
1547, the same year, by the way, 
that Cervantes was born, and in 1564 
he took a degree at the University of 
his native town and began the study 
of medicine, the profession of his 
father. In the Autumn of that year 
he borrowed a lot of money from a 
Genoese merchant and got himself 
into pawn with him. Eleven days 
later he borrowed still more money, 
and evidence seems to show that he 
married Dona Catalina de Espinoza, 
ward of the man from whom he 
made this second loan, in order to 
aacape the debtor’s prison. This

Aleman’s importance in Spanish 
letters rests on the fact that he is 
the first author of a picaresque 
romance whom we know by name. 
The first of the picaresque novels, 
“*Lazarillo de Tormes,’’ is an anony- 
mous work. No one knows the date 
of it and the nearest we can get to 
its inception is that the earliest edi- 
tions known are dated 1554. Be- 
tween this work and Aleman’s ‘‘The 
Rogue’*’ there are no picaresque 
novels in existence, and while it 
would be going too far to assert that 
“The Rogue’’ is the second Spanish 
Ppicaresque novel to be written it 
is certainly the only one that has 
come down to us and hids fair to 
remain so unless some wise archae- 
ologist digs one out of a forgotten 
nook in some old castle or monas- 
tery. The picaresque form is an 
amusing one and one that might well 
be resuscitated, with certain réno- 
vations, for modern experimentation. 
‘Perhaps the only English effort that 
comes completely under the defini- 
tion of the ue romance is 
Thomas Nashe’s “Jack. Wilton:’

Maria Maggiore; it closes on the day 
hefore Christmas, 1925. 

The Holy Door, in the mystic cere- 
mony of the opening, is a symbol 
signifying to humanity liberation 
from the misery of the world and 
admission into the City of God. The 
Holy Year, the Jubilee borrowed 
from the customs of the Jews and 
the early. Christians, is the.year of 
pardon proclaimed to the faithful 
throughout the world, *‘a solemn and 
severe cal) to those living in luxury 
and sin,’’ saith the preacher, ‘‘a 
charitable comfort to those living in 
resigned and obscure poverty.”’ 

The first Holy Year was proclaimed 
in 1300 by Boniface VIII. (Caetani), 
a nobleman of the same sturdy fam- 
ily as the present Italian Ambassa- 
dor to Washington, Don 
the Caetanis of past centuries were 
not so well mannered in the conduct 
of foreign relations as their modern 
representative, if one may judge 
from the old Pope’s embroilments 
with Philip the Fair and his untimely 
end. Two million pilgrims are said 
to have journeyed to Rome at Boni- 
face’s Jubilee call, and 200,000 to 
have been presént in the city at one 
time, among the most distinguished 
being Boccaccio, Charles Martel, 
King of Hungary; Dante, Giotto and 
Cimabue. So vast were the crowds 
that the roads leading to Rome were 
jammed and it seemed as if large 
armies were mov ing from all points 
on the Eternal City. Organization 
had been well planned, thanks par- 
ticularly to the efficiency of Cardi- 
nal Stefaneschi, who acted as food 
commissioner, and who, when eat- 
ables began to grow scarce, Hoover- 
ized supplies, ¢ ling all pilgrim: 
who were journeying on horseback 
to turn their mounts into pack ani- 
mals and bring on grain from outly- 
ing districts with them.- Inside the 
city traffic officers handled the 
erowds well and the Ponte San An- 
gelo was divided in two by a board 
fence, so that the hordes of pil- 
grims going to St. Peter's could not 
block those that were returning. 

*,* 





OT all succeeding Holy Years, 
however, were equally felici- 
tous. In 1450 under Nicholas 

¥V. the crowd on Ponte San Angelo 
fell into a panic, probably because 
the mule of Cardinal Barbo kicked, 
and 172 persons, four horses and a 
mule: perished in the crush. That 
same year there was an extraordi- 
nary inundation of the Tiber, such 
that the devout could visit the basil- 
ica of St. Paul's outside the walis 
only by boat and with grave peril of 
their lives. In 1475, uncer Sixtus 
V., the Tiber flooded the city itself 
and there was a pest. All this, and 
much other historical lore is given in 
two volumes published for the pres- 
ent pious occasion: Augusto Laici’s 
“The Holy Year and the ‘Jubilee 
Celebrations’’ (Gli anni santi e le 
basiliche giubilari. Roma: Francesco 
Ferrari, 1925); and Virginio Prinzi- 
valli's ‘“‘The Holy Years, 1300-1925 
(Gi anni santi. Roma, Gaetano 
Garzoni Provenzani). This last men- 
tioned book is a reprint of a work 
published in 1960, with additional 
sections describing the Holy Year of 
1.eo XIII., and prospecting that of 
Vius XI. 

Another useful little publication 
is an anonymous pamphiet printed 
in both Italian and English editions: 
“The Holy Year—-History, Program, 
Guide.’’ (Roma-New York: T. Aqui- 
no.) This guide gives prominence to 
its itinerary for pilgrims, and in of- 
fering information which it believes 
useful it lays particular emphasis 
upon the Pope’s regulations govern- 
ing fermale attire: - ‘

As they arrived at 
each they assembled in the portico 
and fell into line, the men first 
and then the women. The Roman 
Brotherhoods took charge of the- 
_Holy Doors throughout the year, 
mounting guard alternately to 
keep order and to assist the pil- 
grims.

According to the order in which 
the pilgrims wished to make their 
visits on the first day, they met in 
one or the other of the four basili- 
cas, generally in Peter’s, in 
the morning; confessed and com- 
municated,, while the Bishops or 
the chief priests who led the 
groups prepared them with fervent 
sermons to accomplish the pilgrim- 
age in due sanctity of spirit. This 
continual meeting of people from 
many nations, speaking different 
languages, but all united in the 
same faith about the tomb of the 
Prince of the Apostles, was the 
greatest event in the capital of 
Catholicism.

EITHER publishers nor book- 
sellers look very favorably 
Bo a rule upon collections of 
*.° short stories, for there is 
one handicap from which they inev- 
itably suffer" A book, unless-it is a 
work of reference, is something to 
be read straight on, and no appetite 
is equal to several stories at one sit- 
ting. Still, when the name of a 


popular author can be attached to}. 


them, such volumes find a decent 
market. Arnold Bennett’s *‘Elsie and 
the Child’ has had a good sale, and 
there will doubtless be buyers and 
readers for‘the four stories of Jo- 
seph Conrad's to appear, with an in- 
troduction by R. B. Cunninghame 
Graham, on Jan. 23 under the title 
of “Tales of Hearsay’’. (to be 
published in the United States by 
Doubleday,- Page & Co.), as well 
4s for Galsworthy’s ‘‘Young and 
Old,"’ also announced for an early 
date. Michael Arien will give us 
early in the year a volume -of 
short stories dealing with the last 
adventures of ‘‘These Charming 
Peopie.’’ It is te be called ‘‘May ja 
Fair,’’ and he describes. it himself 
as ‘‘a tapestry of sincere, if un- 
skilled,, workmanship attempting to 
show certain aspects of life in these 
islands during the oo of his Maj- 
esty King George V. 

The contribution made by British 
writers to this department of fiction 
has been severely handled by The 
Glasgow Herald in an article com- 
paring ‘‘Short Stories of Today’’ 
with ‘Stories From the Dial’’ great- 
ly to the disadvantage of the for- 
mer. This critic declares that, while 
the American stories impress the 
reader as being complete little trag- 
edies or comedies with an immense 
grasp of reality in them the English 
stories in most cases border on mere 
invention. Why is it, he asks, that 
English short-story writers nearly 
always deal with either uninteresting 
respectability or impossible detective 
schemes? He suggests thet if they 
were to’go down into the slums and 
study the tragically eccentric people 
there they might equal or excel those 
who write about the non-bourgeois 
life of Vienna, M or Chi 





The editor of the British Weekly. 
who recently received 2,000 manu- 
scripts in the competition for a fifty- 
guinea prize offered for the best 
short story suitable for use in his 
own columns, notes that the chief 
faults of the manuscripts submitted 
were conventionality and diffuseness. 
“The short story,’" he sensibly re- 
marks, ‘‘is the last thing likely to 
be. well written in a hurry.’”’ 


HE familiar handy-volume ‘‘li- 
-braries’’ in which various pub- 
lishers issue sélections from _ 

famous writers, usually with prefa- 
tory essays, seem to enjoy an un- 
diminished popularity. Not only are 
such well-established series as Dent’s 
**Everyman”’ continuing to demand 
more shelf room—it has now reached 
its 7624 volume and is supple. 
mented in the same publisher's cata- 
logue by the ‘‘Wayfarers’’ with 124 
items and the ‘Kings’ -Treasuries’’ 
with 115—but new ventures of this 
kind are constantly being started. 
Fisher Unwin has begun the issue of 
*‘Cabinet’’ , in whose first 
list Mark Rutherford and Joseph 
Conrad are especially well _repre- 
sented. Herbert Jenkins now an- 
nounces a ‘‘Fireside’’ Library, in- 
tended ‘‘to administer to varying 
moods and to stand the supreme test 
of all book friends—the easy-chair 
and the blazing fire.’* “It will be un- 
der the general editorship of Dr. Ar- 
thur Compton-Rickett, and its in- 
itial volumes will be ‘“‘Songs From 
the Elizabethans,’’ edited by J. C.

M. Donnay Has Been Marvelously Active 


Paris. 
URING the past few montags 
M. Maurice Donnay has 
been marvelously active and 
successful. In rapid succes- 
sion he has published a book 
and had two plays produced, all of 
which have come out with fly- 
ing colors. First let me speak of 
the book. It is called ‘‘Sous le 
sourire d’Elisabeth” (While Elisa- 
beth Smiles); but it is not a novel 
38s, you might believe. Properly 
speaking, M. Maurice Donnay has 
never written povels, but only 
some series: of dialogues in the 
style of La Vie Parisienne, like 
the ‘Dialogues des Courtisanes” 
(Dialogues of Courtezans, adapted 
from the Greek of Lucien de 
Samosate), “Chéres Madames"” 
(Dear Ladies). and ‘‘Education de 
Prince’ (‘‘Princely Education,” of 
which he later made a comedy). 

“Sous le Sourire d’Elisabeth’’ is 
of a much more serious type of 
literature. I must first point out 
that in the great hall of the institut, 
under the dome, there is a bust 
of Madame Elisabeth of France, 
sister of Louis XVI:, and who was 
also guillotined during the Reign of 
Terror; the bust was put there by 
M. de Montyon, the founder of the 
prizes for merit. This is why M. 
Maurice Donnay chose this graceful 
title for a collection of the lectures 
he delivered before the French 
Academy, of which he has been a 
member since 1907. We can safely 
call them monologues, for the 
average length of these academic 
speeches is a full hour, and no one 
is permitted to interrupt. Quite 
different from the Chamber of 
Deputies! 

This sort of eloquence is generally 
considered somewhat stern, and 
more in keeping with the solemn 
figures of Descartes, Bossuet, Féne- 
lon, Sully and the Duc d’Aumale, 
who also adorn the public assembly 
hall of the Palais-Muzarin. And, 





indeed, the subjects assigned to the 
most- witty of orators often force 
them to assume a certain degree of 
gravity. In 1907, when M. Maurice 
Donnay succeeded Albert Sorel, au- 
thor of ‘‘L’Europe et la Revolution 
Francaise” (Europe and the French 
Revolution), he had to pronounce a 
eulogy of this unquestionably emi- 
nent, but only slightly Parisian 
and Boulevardist historian. Later 
M. Maurice Donnay had to make a 
speech on the prizes for merit—a 
very attractive, moving, and somé- 
times sublime subject, but one that 
lacks frivolity. Again, .as ‘the di- 
rector of the Academy, he had 
to receive three new academicians: 
Alfred Capus, M. Louis Barthou and 
M. Pierre de Nolhac. 
*.* 

HE last named is a scholar who 
has written learned studies of 
Petrarch and Ronsard, and who 

succeeded the philosopher . Emile 
Boutrous. M. Louis Barthou is a 
political man, and took the place 
of the essayist Henry Roujon, for- 
mer director of the Beaux Arts. 
None of these gave much opportun- 
ity for  frolicsomeness. Alfred 
Capus, a dramatist who also was 
produced in the Variétés, and who 
is emphatically Parisian, is more 
closely related to.M. Maurice Don- 
nay; but he was given the chair of 
the famous: mathematician, Henri 
Poincaré! Since the new member’s 
predecessor must also be spoken of, 
our brilliant orator was always con- 
fronted with a difficult task. As far 
as this particular case is concerned, 
however, I may observe that both 
Capus and Donnay were fairly com- 
petent to speak of Henri Poincaré; 
for both of them studied mathema- 
tics in their youth, as students of 
the Ecole des Mines and the Ecole 
Centrale, before they progressed to 
the more recreational types of 
literature. ; 

But a clever man can always give 
a lively and witty twist to ‘the most 





serious themes. As an example I 
shall quote the exordium of M. 
Maurice Donnay’s speech at his re- 
ception. As you know, he made his 
début about 1890 or 1891, in the 
Chat-Noir (Black Cat). The Chat- 
Noir was a literary cabaret of. Mont- 
martre where people recited fantas- 
tic poems and songs, and even pro- 
duced Chinese silhouette plays. M 
Maurice Donnay’s reputation was 
established by a very daring ‘‘Re- 
view,”” entitled ‘‘Ailleurs” (In Some 
Other Place). 

The manager of the Chat-Noir, the 
“Gentleman Inn Keeper,’’ Rodolphe 
Salis, ‘‘Lord of Chatnoirville-en- 
Vexin,” was an ex-dauber who had 
retained his liking for studio farces. 
It struck his fancy to dress up the 
waiters who served the drinks in his 
restaurant like academicians, with 
green coats, swords and bugles. As 
you can imagine, this levity dis- 
pleased some worthies; it was even 
used as ground for an objection to 
the election of M. Maurice Donnay, 
who was sidered partly resp 
ble for it, as well as for all the co- 
vert thrusts that appeared in the 
magazine managed by Salis. 

*,* 

HE people on the ‘‘Holy Hill'’—- 

a worshipful expression that also 

originated with Rodolphe Salis— 
asked themselves rather . curiously 
whether. M. Maurice Donnay would 
deny his old comrades in order to 
gain the favor of the Academy. And 
these are the opening lines of his 
eagerly awaited reception speech: 
‘“Twenty years ago, in a Montmartre 
cabaret of some renown, the humble 
eup-bearers who quenched the 
thirst of the poets were clad in the 
palm green coat that I wear today, 
and in which I have come to thank 
you for:the great honor you have 
shown me in receiving me in your 
midst. You may believe me when 
1 say that never have I felt more

to a number of distinguished poets. 
Robert Bridges answered: *‘The sub- 
ject is too vast to write about. Be- 
tween the poet's complete subcon- 
scious dream and the scholar'’s de- 
liberate composition there are all 
possible degrees. And no doubt the 
common, or commonest, way of writ- 
ing poetry is based on misunder- 
standing of the best modéls.”” Alfred 
Noyes said he had never known a 
book on prosody that showed. the 
faintest glimmer of a notion of the 
poet's own method of work. ‘‘To 
attempt an answer,’’ replied Sieg- 
fried Sassoon, ‘‘would be like pulling 
a rose. to pieces to find where the 
odor comes from.

Lyonesse’ or “In the Time of the 
Breaking of Nations’ or any of. his 
lyrical poems.’’

They never thought about. the verse 
form; it came to them ready-made 
with the verse content.

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THE 9TH OF NOVEMBER. By Bern- 
hard Kellermann.

MONG the rusty trophies with 
which the Place de la Con- 
corde was piled during the 
last months of 1918 there 

was a good deal to excite terror 
and the _ retrospective sentiment 
of catastrophe averted. -But there 
was one captured war machine 
for which the flippant and war- 
hardened Parisian could find only de- 
rision. This was the tank—German 
model. Seen side by side with its 
deadly brother, the allied ‘‘whippet,’’ 
which turned the trick and won the 
war, it bore all the earmarks of an 
attempt to go one better which really 
went one worse. It was square, it 
was unwieldy and its uncompromis- 
ing bulk presented every facility for 
a direct hit and no facility at all for 
easy handling. Like the brontosaur 
or dinosaur, on whose lines it ap- 
peared to have been modeled, it was 
a palpable experiment—a ‘‘kolossal’’ 
mistake. : 

Sometimes the typical German 
novel, with its ambitious and tower- 
ing scale, and its need of an immense 
amount of room in which-to turn, 
seems to be -blood- brother to. the 
German tank. Bernhard Keller- 
mann’s war romance ‘‘The Sth of 
November” is a fair case in point. 
To begin with, there is irony in the 
fact that the Engish version reaches 
us at the very moment a new Cabi- 
net in Berlin, of monarchical texture, 
is being accused of a return to the 
principles of Kaiserdom. In the face 
of such a coincidence it is inevitable 
that some readers will see in this 
record of suffering and revolt a futile 
and stillborn gesture. Nevertheless, 
as mere testimony to how a compli- 
cated civic structure can go to pieces 
when undue strain is put upon it, 
“The 9th of November’’ was well 
worth while writing. The conviction 
hardens as one country after another 
abandons its post-war experiments 
and settles back into old administra- 
tive ruts, that what we are facing 
in the near future is a series of anti- 
‘climatic years, during which a gen- 
eration that war has chastened and 
devitalized will just have to set its 
teeth and ‘“‘carry on,’* hoping for 
something better when a more vigor- 
ous one arrives at maturity. How 
terrible this chastening process was 
in Germany, Keliermann tells us in 
his striking novel, for which its pub- 
lishers claim that it is ‘‘the first fic- 
tional account of civilian life in war- 
time Germany.” 

It is, indeed, amazing how little is 
known of- war conditions in Berlin 
during the years 
and the blockade cut it off from the 
outer world. After the armistice the

R. HUXLEY has disappoint- 
ed us. His progress. from

able to rise above his source and that 
his work, for all its sparkling charm, 
should have made no more progress 
toward fruition than has his genera- 
tion. 

‘*Those Barren Leaves’’ is clever, 
extremely clever, with the metallic 
brilliance that we have learned to 
associate with this author. But-we 
fancy that he is more than a little 
weary of these cul-de-sac adjectives; 
“brilliant’’ and ‘‘clever” -admit no 
thoroughfare; they are pigeon holes; 
and Mr. Huxley will have to retrace 
a considerable distance before he 
emerges from his maze. Sterile, 
static, devoid of action and crammed 
with desultory, irresponsible ideas, 
‘*These Barren Leaves’’ is almost a 
description of itself; even as the 
autumnal glory of the falling leaf 
owes its chief beauty to dissolution, 
so we find here an iridescence akin 
to decay. The narrative staggers 
elaborately aiong, beautiful in its 
articulations, but invertebrate in its 
effect, without arriving anywhere. 
much like a drunken man circling 
a lamp-post. Here and there we 
find a flashing phrase that lights up 
the surrounding verbiage. with an 
effect of heat-lightning and which is 
about as serviceable as heat-light- 
ning as a guide unto our feet. Now 
and again .we find a trace of that 
prececions._ smartness has 
damned the work of most of his con- 
temporaries, and occasionally we

HAKE:PEARE'S often quoted| 


dictum that “Some are born 


upon ’em’’ has never been bet-/ 


ter illustrated than in the dual case of 
Samuel Johnson and James Boswell. 
Not only was the eighteenth century 
lexicographer born to greatness, as 
We must suppose, but by the assidu- 
ity of his laboring in the field: of 
letters he achieved such a reputation 
for greatness in the eyes of his gen- 
eration as is seldom, it is safe to say, 
accorded by contemporaries. And 
this or during Jobnson’s lifetime 
spread to the Scotch barrister. who 
was so intimately his companion, 
and after his death, by reason of the 
faithfulness of the Boswellian biog- 
raphy, the reflection has endured. 
Boswell’s single independent contri- 
bution te literature, ‘‘An Account of 
Corsica: the Journal of a Tour to 
That Island, and Memoirs of Pascal 
Paoli,’* published in 1768, is all but 
unknown. ‘‘The Journal of a Tour 
to the Hebrides with Samuel John- 
son, LL. D.,’’ lke the ‘‘Life,’’ is 
read not for any interest in Boswell 
byt for the picture of his companion. 
Boswell’s greatness has been thrust 
‘upon him. 

Nevertheless, since it has always 
been obvious that no.one could write 
a b‘ography which in many ways 
stands incomparable and at the same 
time be entirely devoid of judgment, 
wit or literary acumen, there has 
existed a latent curiosity to know 
more about Boswell than is revealed 
in the ‘‘Life’’ or the ‘‘Journal’’ of 
the tour among the Hebrides. From 
time to time, by way of satisfying 
this curiosity, such letters of Bos- 
well’s as have been unearthed have 
been published, but hitherto no such 
collectién has been in any way com- 
plete. Boswell’s most important cor- 
respondent—most important, that is. 
from the fact that to him Boswell 
revealed more of himself than when 
writing to any one else—was Wil- 
liam Johnson Temple, later the Rev. 
William Temple. As a consequence 
of Temple’s having followed Bos- 
well’s request to ‘‘put my letters in 
a book, neatly,’’ the correspondence 
was preserved. In 1857 the letters 
were published by Richard Beniley, 
under the editorship of one Francis. 
But published in part only, for the 
editor omitted dates, canceled pas- 
sages difficult to dccipher and ex- 
purgated with a Puritan’s zeal- 
Other editors have, perforce, had to 
depend upon the Bentley edition. 
Eventually the Temple manuscripts 
‘came into the possession of J. Pier- 
pont Morgan. Chauncey Brewster 
Tinker, Sterling Professor of Eng- 
lish Literature in Yale University. 
received permission to copy all the 
letters. And under his able editing 
these letters now form the major 
part of ‘‘The Letters of James Bos- 
well’’ which Prcfessor Tinker pub- 
lishes in two volumes. 

The Tinker collection runs to an 
epistolary total of 332 documents. 
with nearly half a hundred more, of 
a purely business nature, addei in 
an appendix. Needless to say, Pro- 
fessor Tinker has arranged all of the 
letters chronologically—they are di- 
rected to fully threescore and ten 
different persons—and has been at 
pains to decipher those which Fran- 
cis threw aside because of illegibility. 
Also, and not of least iniportance, 
the Yale scholar has restored the ex- 
purgated passages. In his letters to 
Temple, especially the earlier ones. 
Boswell revealed himself even more 
fully and more frankly than did 
Cepys in his diary; so that with this 
revelation now restored it is possible 
to gain some adequate idea of the 
real James Boswell. And he will be 
found to have been an extraordi- 
aarily human sort of chap. If he 
sowed what may seem to have been 
an unnecessarily ample crop of wild 
oats, it must be concluded either 
that wild oats were more in fashior 
in Boswell’s day or else that Bos- 
well added to his other indiscretions 


a most indiscreet pen. But if the 
recreant James made Temple his 
confidant in respect to thos: amours 
over which Francis threw the veil of 
censorship, he made him no less his 
confidant regarding his more: re- 
spectable attachments, and these let- 
ters furnish amusing reading. To 
torture Macbeth’s line, one had no 
idea the young man had so much 
comedy in him, albeit one is forced 
to conclude the swain himself was 
not aware of the comedy. Temple’s 
enjoyment of the epistles of .this 
period must have been vast, and 
very probably accounts for his hav- 
ing preserved the - correspondence 
prior to the date (much later) when 
he received the admonition as to the 
neat inclusion in a book. But before 
taking up the Boswell of Professor 
Tinker’s collection of the letters it 
may be well briefly to recall the few 
salient facts and dates of Boswell’s 
life. 

James Boswell was born at Edin- 
burgh in 1740. He died in London 
in 1795. His father was a Judge of 
the Scottish Court of Sessions, and 
James himself was admitted to the 
Scottish bar in 1766. Twenty years 
later he was admitted to the Eng- 
lish bar, taking up his residence in 
London three years thereafter. Bos- 
well was appointed to the Recorder- 
ship of Carlisle in 1788. Many of 
the letters, very naturally, have to 
do with his relations, first, to the 
Scottish bar and, later, with the 
English bar. Included in the col- 
lection are letters to William Pitt 
and Edmund Burke. One of the last 
letters of his life is a congratulatory 
note to Warren Hastings on the oc- 
casion of the latter’s acquittal. This 
was: written April 24, 1795, when 
Boswell was even then dying, but it 
is of the same unfailing courtesy 
which is so much the dominant note 
of all the correspondence of the pe- 
riod. Writes Boswell: 

‘Mr. Boswell presents his re- 
spectfull compliments to Mr. Hast- 
ings. He has ever since Tuesday 
se’night been close confined to bed 
with a severe an? alarming fever, 
which has deprived him of being 
present at Mr. Has‘ings’s honor- 
able acquital, and of offering him 
in person his sincere and warm 
congratulations which he ‘ thus 
conveys. The moment that he is 
able to go-abroad, he will fly to 
Mr. Hastings and expand his soul 
in the purest satisfaction. 

It should be added that the flam- 





boyancy of this final phrase is not 
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typical of Boswell, and this, together 
with the fact that the letter is un- 
signed, leads one to believe that 
Boswell gave a general idea to some 
one at the beside, and that this per- 
son actually composed the letter. 
But the point made as to urbanity 
and courtesy is not dulled thereby. 
But to return to earlier matters. 
When Boswell was 24 years of age 
he made an extensive tour of the 
Continent, and in Utrecht met the 
damse] Isabella de Zuylen, the very 
sprightly and well-educated daugh- 
ter of a nobleman. Boswell and the 
fair Isabella corresponded spasmod- 
ically after James’s return to Edin- 


burgh, and when eventually he]: 


failed in his long suit to win the 
Scotch maiden Catherine Blair (con- 
cerning whom he finally and most 
ungallantly writes to Temple in 
1768, ‘‘I am exceedingly ag ad 
having escaped the insensible 
Biair’’), he turns to reo Bh of 
matrimony with his Dutch acquaint- 
ance. But, while “‘at the same time 
admiring her and hoping she was 
altered for the better,’"’ he enter- 
tained ‘‘fears for her levity and in- 
fidel . notions,” and with Scotch 
bluntness had written her to that ef- 
fect (this is again to Temple), 
whereupon he received such a letter 
in: reply he was glad to escape her 
fury! . From which one concludes 
that Boswell considered sauce for the 
goose by no means sauce for the 
gander. Or was it merely a canny 
Scotch trick to draw the lady out? 
-Another bit of Scotch canniness, 
which for its humor must not be 
passed over, was in connection with 
his devotion to Miss Blair: It was 
rumored that Mistrees Catherine hac 
become betrothed to Sir Alexander 
Gilmour, and Boswell—this was 


previous to his ungallant line to 


Temple—wrote to the young lady a 
congratulatory letter which he re- 
qu7sted Sir Alexander to frank! In 
this case, perhaps, the humor was 
intentional; it is impossible to say. 
The next object of Boswell’s in- 
tentions, ‘‘la belle Irlandoise,’’ since 
identified as Mary Ann Montgom- 
ery of Dublin, was ‘‘a young lady 
just 16, formed like a Grecian 
nymph, with the’ sweetest counte- 
nance, full of sensibility and accom- 
lished.”” . What was more (we 
guess), her father had an estate of 
£1,000 a year and ‘‘above £10,000 
ready money."' But, as those who 
are familiar with the biography 
know, James married his cousin, 





Margaret Montgomerie, ) 
with whom he appears to have lived 
happily until her death twenty years 
later. There were five children of 
the marriage, four of whom survived 
the mother. 

Strange to say, there is no men- 
tion in any of the letters in the col- 
lection of Boswell’s first meeting 
with Dr. (then plain Samuel) John- 
son, although as early as July, 1763, 
James, in a letter to Sir David Dal- 
rymple, is on ‘‘very good footing’’ 
with the learned man. 


I am [he writes] now upon u« 
very good footing with Mr. John- 
son. His conversation is instruc- 
tive and entertaining. He has a 
most extensive fund of knowledge, 
a very clear expression and much 
strong humor: I am often with 
him. Some nights ago we supt 
by ourselves at the Mitre Tavern, 
and sat over a sober bottle till b«- 
tween 1 and 2 in‘ the morning. 
* * * When I am in his company 
I am rationally happy. I am at- 
tentive and eager to learn, and I 
would hope that I may receive ad- 
vantage from such society. 

And_he concludes with most be- 
coming modesty, ‘‘You will smile to 
think of the association of so enor- 
mous a genius with one so slender.”’ 

The letters give a very excellent 
picture of the progress of Boswell’s 
association with Dr. Johnson, but 
the writer does not in any one of 
them state when and under what 
circumstances the idea came to him 
to write the “‘Life."" In the later 
letters there is much concerning the 
development of the great biography, 
its printing and proofreading and, 
from Boswell’s point of view mos. 
important of all, the sale of the book. 
In 1791 James was greatly harassed 
for money. Since the death of his 
wife, two years before, Boswell had 
found the expense of bringing up 
four children greatly increased by 
the breaking up of the home. In a 
letter to Edmond Malone (the editor 
of Shakespeare), written in the early 
part of 1791, Boswell, who had gone 
shares with Malone on a lottery 
ticket, had visions of both of them 
suddenly being made wealthy. But 
the partners drew a blank.

It will have been seen from the 
few excerpts which space has al-. 
lowed that, after all, James Boswell 
was not, as one is inclined to think, 
a mere recorder of conversations 
with a man immeasurably greater 


‘than himself. He appears as a very 


live, and occasionaly lively, human 
being, and one is forced to conclude 
that Johnson liked him for his hu- 
man qualities, and that in these is 
to be found the reason for the long 
and for the world, important friend- 
ship. The letters will not impress 
the reader as possessing any unusual 
merits of style. James's pen never 
quite loses its Scotch burr-r-r. And‘ 
this lack of literary feature is the 
more remarkable in an age when 
felicity in prose composition was so 
generally an object of striving. Bos- 
well stands revealed as very much. a 
mixture of the practical man of law 
and of business who also has artistic 
yearnings, and, as is sure to be the 
case, in whatever period, either side 
of his nature is constantly exercising 
a inhibitory influence over the 
other. 
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URELY the “lovesome spots” 
of the-earth must be growing 
in number. At any rate, more 
protagonists are coming up to 

. voice their claims upon man’s 
attention and tell of the benefits 
they can give. These four hand-

So it would seem that, 
if Americans harken with accepting 
ear to all these pleas, our American 
gardens may become, along with our 
population, a melting pot product, a 
garden pot-pourri commingled of 
many ancestral trees. 

There is, however, no sign of the 
melting pot process in ‘‘A Garden 
Book for Autumn and Winter,’’ by 
Charlies D. Lay, who is a Fellow of 
the American Society of Landscape 
Architects. But it is lively with his 
own personal convictions about what 
makes a garden artistic and lovely. 
and these are often distinctive and 
individual, although they reveal the 
training and viewpoint of the artist 
who is a landscape architect. The 
blight of conventionality is never up- 
on them, and they seem always the 
result of an ardent love of beauty 
and an equally eager desire to ex- 
press beauty in the daily environ- 
ments of life. The reader should not 
take too seriously that part of the 
title which seems to assign the book 
definitely to the last half of the 
year. Most of the time, it is true, 
the author does bear in mind that 
he is supposed to be writing about 
Fall and Winter in the garden and 
he has many inspiring, suggestive 
and practical pages about bringing 
out all the beauties and delights pos- 
sible.in those seasons and about pre-

Spring and Summer. But he never

pleasure in the garden as a thing of 
beauty and the artistic problem each 
one presents if it is to be made an 
integral, harmonious part of its 
owner’s home, surroundings and life. 
He finds that many varied appeals 
emanate from the beautiful garden; 
but its beauty, he thinks, depends 
more on its design than on the de- 
tails of its execution, and the de- 
termining factors of this, as he ex- 
plains at some length, are chiefly 
Pharfhony, rhythm and balance. 


If the garden [he says] is to be 
an expression of the owner’s or of 
the designer's personality, it is to 
be hoped that one or the other has 
something to express, even if it 
be nothing more than a passion 
for blue, a love for scarlet or a 
distaste for aniline red purples in 
phloxes. That the personality 
should be so strong as to be indif- 
ferent to anything except its pas- 
sionate craving for organized vi- 
tality in the design is scracely to 
. be hoped, yet it is in this rather 

than in trappings of autumnal woe 
or ‘bridal wreaths of Spring that 
beauty is to be found. The garden 
which depends upon such funda- 
mental qualities for success 
the advantage over the merely de- 
lightful collection of flowers that 
it is almost’as good to look at in 
Winter as in the Summer, and, in- 
deed, gives us greater variety. Its 
range of delightful color runs 
through the year with infinite 
changes. .No season is so good for 
a valuation of the garden’s ar- 
tistic qualities as Winter when it 
is free from many of the sensuous 
delights of color, fragrance and 
soft airs. 


From this quotation one gets an 
inkling of how individualistic is Mr. 
Lay’s viewpoint as to what is or is 
not a successful garden. The same 
distinctive quality, the same freedom 
from conventional ideas, runs all 
through the book. Over and over 
again, for instance, he mentions dis- 
approvingly one or another phase of 
the use of foreign plants in prefer- 
ence to native flowers, shubs and 
trees. ‘“We are beginning,*’ he com- 
ments in a chapter on “Autumn Col- 
or’* *‘to learn that our native plants 
grow better and look better in our 
landscape than any others, and we 
are fortunate in having a country 
rich in deciduous flowering shrubs 
and trees. . Still we plant too few 
natives, but use instead exotic 
shrubs and Japanese evergreens 
which are poorly adapted to our 
climate. Who knows the sumac in 
its many varieties and its entranc- 
ing beauties at different seasons?” 
Throughout Mr. lLay’s volume 
runs an intellectual interest not 


trigued by the general subject of 
garden theory, garden practice, gar- 
den beauty will find it richly re- 
warding, as also will any one who 
is preparing to make a new garden 
or to remodel an old one. For it 
carries a full cargo of concrete, 
practical advice, counsel and sug- 
gestion for the planting of trees and 
shrubs in gardens, grounds and 
parks, for the garden use of shrubs, 
vines and various kinds of ground 
cover besides grass, for~the pilan- 
ning of different kinds of gardens, 
for Autumn work in the garden, for 
Autumn flowers, for preparation for 
Winter and Spring. And there is 
a chapter on the enjoyment to be 
got out of woods and thickets in 
Winter and another on ‘‘The Spirit 
of the Landscape” that will charm 
all nature lovers, although both have 
much practical advice scattered 
through their pages. The many il- 
lustrations - include plans, designs, 
sketches and photographs. 

The new and revised edition of 
Louise Shelton’s large volume, 
‘*Beautiful Gardens in America,’’ 
contains almost two hundred new 
illustrations and some additions to 
the text. First published ten years 
ago, its appearance now in this en- 
larged and more handsome form 
signalizés a-considerable advance in 
garden love and garden culture in 
the United States. Improvements 
in photography also have enabled 
the author to make the pictures 
which form the most important part 
of her volume more interesting and 
beautiful. The work is planned on 
a basis of local divisions so that 
more than a score of different States 
in almost as many chapters have 
their gardens pictured separately. 
There are initial chapters on ‘‘The 
Garden and Its Meaning’’—in which 
the author hopes that some day we 
shall evolve a type of garden pe- 
cullarly American embodying the 
poetic and artistic sense of the 
country—and on ‘“‘Climate in Amer- 
ica,"’ wherein she gives a _ brief 
résumé of climatic conditions as they 
affect gardens in the several sec- 
tions of the country.

Then he takes up all the practical 
sides of garden making—situation, 
Ss, soil, impl , Cultiva- 
tion, the "functions of the ‘different 
parts of plants, propagation and 
other matters. But the main part 
of the big volume is devoted to prac- 
tical advice on the making and cul- 
tivating of different kinds of gar- 
dens, flower, fruit, glasshouse, veg- 
etable. In each of these sections 
much space is given to lists of plants 
which are described with consider- 
abie detail as to scientific features 
and methods of cultivation. The vol- 
ume is profusely illustrated, having 
twenty-four page plates in color 
from paintings and several hundred 
cuts in the text.

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“Shelley’s Lost Satire” and 
the Case for Charles Lamb 


“This (or else my eyesight fails), 
W hy this is one of Lamb’s own ‘Tales.”!

N his pursuit of a “‘lost’’ satire 

on the Prince Regent, which 

may have been written by Shel- 

ley in 1811, Professor Walter 

E. Peck rediscovered an anony- 
mous poem, originally printed in 
Leigh Hunt's The Examiner, March 
15, 1812, which fitted admirably 
into the probabilities of the case. 
This was ‘‘The Triumph, of. the 
Whale,’’ and although internal evi- 
dence that it was Shelley’s was con- 
spicuously lacking, it seemed to one 
determined to retrieve the missing 
verses that this might be the poem. 
A full accourt of it is contained in 
Professor Peck's article in THs New 
YorK Times Book Review for Jan. 
11, 1925, in which, although he ad- 
duced no testimony to support his 
theory, he invited the confirming 
opinions of other students of Shel- 
ley. It is possible, fortunately, im- 
mediately to deprive this attribution 
of its borrowed breath, and to dis- 
pose of another literary ghost. The 
poem is by Charles Lamb, not by 
Shelley. 

These lines, beginning 

Io! Paean! Io! sing 
To the finny people’s King. 
and ending in Elia's best punning 
manner, 
This (or else my eyesight fails), 
This should be the Prince of Whales. 
were published in The Examiner a 
week ear'ier than Hunt's famous 
article on the Regent, which led to 
his prosecution and imprisonment. 
There is, we suppose, a certain li- 
cense permitted in verse, or per- 
haps the poem was deemed un- 
worthy of notice; at any rate, Lamb 
escaped chastisement, although he 
feit that the publication of his poem 
had contributed in a measure to his 
friend's punishment. Still, to have 





imprisoned all the contemners—both

lay and literary—of thé Prince at 
that time would have been to over- 
populate the jails with half Lon- 
don’s citizenry. ° 

It was no secret among the friends 
of Lamb that he was the author = 

these couplets. In the “Diary” of 
Crabb Robinson, March 16, 1812, for 
instance, one finds: 

Charles Lamb -was in his best 
humor—very good humored—but 
at the same time solid. I never 
heard him talk to greater advan- 
tage. He wrote last week in The 
Examiner some capital lines, “The 
Triumph ‘of the Whale,’’ and this 
occasioned the conversation to 
take more of a political turn than 
usual with Lamb. * * * He said, 
pleasantly ‘enough: -‘‘No one can 
accuse me of not writing a libel. 
Everything is a libel, as the law 
is now declared, and our security 
lis only in their shame.” 

Some time later, when the Prince 
Regent had become King George 
IV., there was issued a little volume, 
“The Poetical Recreations of The 
Champion,’’ by John Thelwall, who 
had owned and edited that paper in 
1818-1820. ‘‘The Triumph of the 
Whale” reappears here (although it 
had not been published in The 
Champion), this time a positively 
reckless fling at authority on the 
part of both author and publisher. 
This poem, together with other un- 
mistakable contributions by Lamb, is 
signed “R. et R."’, initials of ob- 
secure origin. Amorg the poems 
thus signed was “The Three 
Graves,’’ one of Lamb's best known 
poems, which he later sent to The 
Lendon Magazine (1825). 

But while no doubt, of course, can 
now reasonably exist of Lamb's au- 
thorship of this piece, proof which 
must convince the most obstinate 
is readily at hand. The original 
manuscript of ‘“‘The Triumph of the 
Whale’’ in the indubitable handwrit- 
ing of Lamb exists. It is in the 





private collection of Dr. A. 3. 
Rosenbach, bibliophile, scholar and 
most noted of booksellers. One 
turns rather instinctively to him for 
original and source material, recall- 
ing his amazing collection of literary 
rarities. To him, too, is the credit 
due for the initia) discovery of the

f is quite plausible that in many 

cases of so-called literary dis- 
coveries the wish is father to 
the thought. One is so desirous 
of turning up even the briefest 
and most humble scrap by cne’s be- 
loved: author that no _ possibility, 
however wild, is left unexamined. 

When the will to find is redoubled by 

the zeal of the disciple any margin 

of doubt is apt to be speedily 


traversed. So much may be written| 


without casting undue suspicion 
upon the authenticity of Lamb's au- 
thorship of the little “‘Book of the 
Ranks and Dignities of British So- 
ciety,’’ which has recently been put 
forward as the long lost Charles 
Lamb book about which there has 
been so much speculation in Lamb 
circles. Clement Shorter, who con- 
tributes an explanatory note to the 
reprint, is careful not to commit 
himself to a direct opinion as to the 
authorship of this book. He goes so 
far as to intimate that Charlies Lamb 
might very well have written this 
book, a distance to which E. V. 
Lucas, an authoritative Lamb biog- 
repher, will not go. Indeed, there 
seem to be but twe positions which 
may be taken by those Lamb dis- 
ciples who read this book—either it 
is possible that he might have writ- 
ten it or the assumption is based on 
no more than a bit of levity in one 
of Lamb’s letters. No one can go 
so far as to assert that he did 
write it. : 
The -reason for imagining that 
Charles Lamb once wrote a small 
anonymous book explaining the vari- 
ous degrees of English nobility for 
children (a book which has névér 
turned up and which has been ne 
-more than an assumption) is based 
upon a few problematical phrases 
which Elia wrote to his friend, 
Thomas Manning, then in China. 
.The letter, an extremely long and

Knowing what we do of Lamb, 
there is, of course, no. necessity 
to look for a fact at all; the cir- 
cumstances that he had seen such 
a volume in a shop, or even an 
advertisement of it, would be suf- 
ficient incentive to play with the 
theme in his tetter, as he does. 
But it is, of céurse, not impossible 
-that between the preparation of 
the plates, which are dated 1805, 

the year of publication, 1809, 
,Mmore than one author was invited 
to write the text (or write it as 
the publishers would like), and 
Lamb, known by his work for 
children for Mrs. Godwin’s firm, 
may have been among them. To 
have been thus invited would 
a be ground enough, in 
b’s case, sending nonsense to 
China, for the ‘‘matter-of-lie’’ re- 
mark, leading to the jokes that 
follow it. A whole book of Charles 
Lambh, containing only drudged in- 
formation, dedicated to a princess 
and marked by a total lack of 
every characteristic of his mind or 
sympathy -for his young readers, 
is too unlikely an event for me to 
accept, 
| So there one is. - The book which 
has aroused this comment is a small, 
colorless affair which'came to light 
in.a book catalogue of the Lanca- 
shire bookseller, Harold Halewood; 
for October, 1924. Mr. Shorter has 
established the fact that this par- 
ticular volume was first issued in 
1805 and again in 1809. While he 
is careful to note that the work may 
not be by Charles Lamb, he is also 
precise enough to intimate that. Mr. 
Lucas’s objections, as ‘objections, 
may be met. Lamb was inclined to

projects, he points out, and he did 
so in a jocular vein, one letter men- 
tioning ‘‘The Adventures of Ulys- 
ses” and ‘Specimens of Modern 
English Poets,’’ going on its way to 
Cifina but two letters before the one 
about the legendary Titles of Honour 
volume. The lack-of-style objection 
may be met with the observation 
that many anonymous hack pieces 
by well known authors have been 
flung together without any literary 
regard. “I have read many ‘pot- 
boilers,’ ’’ remarks Mr. Shorter, “‘by 
the authors of really good books 
which I should have thought it in- 
credible that they could have writ- 
ten if their names had not been 
printed on the title pages.” 

Perhaps, outside of the poxssibili- 
ties of Lamb’s authorship, the one 
interesting thing about “The Book 
of the Ranks and Dignities of British 
Society’’ is its quaintness. It is as 
dry as dust, nevertheless. Eight 
colored plates and seventeen in mon- 
ochrome (they, too, were undoubt- 
edly colored in the original editions) 
illustrate this’ little volume. They 
depict various dignitaries of the 
British kingdom in State robes. The 
letterpress, -which starts with the 
King and comes down to a Scotch 
Highlander, describes the status, 
garments and ceremonials of the 
various titles and judicial figures ‘in 
the England of Lamb's day. It is 
all painfully lucid and obviously 
compiled for the information of 
juveniles. One turns to the page 
about ‘“‘A General” and discovers: 
“The General of an army is the chief 
commanding officer, whose business 
is to regulate the march and en- 
campment of the army, to choose 
the most advantageous ground in 
the day of battle, tv dispose the 
army, post the artillery and send his 
orders wherever there may be oc- 
casion by his aides de camp. At a 
siege he is to cause the place to be 
invested, to regulate the approaches 
and attacks, to visit the works and 
to send out detachments for securing 





the conyoy and for foraging.” 
Which is. correct if not brilliant. 








pages, quarto, 52 lines, not 54) is. 
of course, unsigned, but as it has 
been authenticated by experts there 
is absolutely no question of iis gen- 
uineness. Lamb signed his name 
when occasion demanded; obviously 
in this piece of implied invective cir- 
cumstances clearly demanded anon- 
ymity. The volume in which it is 
bound contains, as well, the manu- 
script of the famous ‘Epitaph on a. 
Lady Living,’’ which ts signed by 
Lamb, and two autograph letters, 
both signed, together with some al- 
lied material. 

“{Lamb]" was not a politician,”’ 
writes E. V. Lucas (Works, 1903, 
Volume V, page 330), “but he had 
strong — almost passionate — preju- 
dices against certain statesmen and 
higher persons, which impelled him 
now and then to sarcastic verse.” 
(And page 332, ibid) ‘‘Lamb’s prin- 
cipal political epigrams were drawn 
from him by ‘his intense contempt 
for the character of George IV., then 
Prince of Wales.” In this edition 
of the ‘‘Works,” a mode! of excel- 
lence to all editors, ‘“The Triumph of 
the - Whale” is printed in full (page 
103, Volume V.). To this work we 
must acknowledge our indebtedness 
for mueh of the information pro- 
duced here. Even a casual compari- 
son of this poem with some of its 
companions in verse will present un- 
doubted evidence that Lamb was its 
author. Shelley could not possibly 
have written. this trifling (and 
sometimes indelicate) piece of satire 
that is as fully emancipated from 
poetic quality as~it is from serious 
thought. That fonr-line fragment 
that Grove quoted y, as 
given in Professor Peck’s article, is 
an approximation to excellent poetry, 
and it is certainly nearer to the 
Shelleyan manner than is the jin- 
gling *“Triumph."’ Having that before 
him, one may be reasonably led to 
wonder how Professor Peck could 
have -been induced to believe that 
“The Triumph of the Whale” was 
Sheliey’s. 

But literary attributions appear in 
cycles, for in the edition of Byron 
brought out by Galignani in 1828 
this very poem was assigned to his 
Lordship. There seems to be nd 
way to prevent these things; unless 
the gods grant omniscence to liter- 
ary workers they must occasionally 
nod. Then, too, a literary specialist 
is only too often subject to his own 
narrowed perspective; he cannot, or 
will not, permit those figures that. 
move outside the limits of*his vision 
to obtrude themselves into his con- 
centrated field. That may be the 
strength of specialization, but it is 
also its weakness, for it invites pen-

HILE Mr. White offers 

appreciative . descriptions 

of a variety of Winter 

sports, his owh special 

fondness is for camping in 
a tent on snow-covered mountains. 
One who has managed to gather 2 
somewhat wide range of pleasures, 
though foregoing this particular in- 
dulgence, may be led by his enthu- 
siasm to a suspicion of having com- 
mitted a grievous oversight. Winter 
camping is a comparatively neglected 
sport. Yet there is much toé be said 
in its behalf. Why venture into 
woods infested with flies, mosquitos, 
ants and snakes when a few months 
later one may have the place ali to 
one’s self save for a few foxes, rab- 
bits and other welcome furry ani- 
mals? To him for whom isolation is 
one of the requisites of a good vaca- 
tion, Winter should appeal more 
than Summer. 

Cold is, on the whole, no worse 
than heat. A snowstorm, if you 
know your way around, is consider- 
ably less uncomfortable than a heavy 
rain. A deep snow remodels the 
landscape, erecting a surface of its 
own, smoothing out the rough spots 
and making travel easier than in 
Summer. There is less danger of 
getting lost in Winter, since leafless 
trees render landmarks more read- 
ily visible. You can carry any sort 
of food without fear of its spoiling. 
Winter isa more healthful season out 
of doors; Arctic explorers testify to 
having been immune to colds while 
away from civilization and its ex- 
cessively heated buildings. As fo 
beauty, a Winter scene, with its sim- 
ple colors and unobscured contours, 
is incomparable. $ 

The most formidable hazards are 
snow-blindness, which can be frus- 
trated by smoked glasses, and frost- 
bite, which, if promptly treated, is 
not serious. These discomforts, by 
no means unavoidable, do not com- 
pare with those presented by Sum- 
mer insects alone, Mr. White has 
found. ‘ 

The right time is when the tem- 
perature is about zero. Then the 
snow doesn’t melt and stick to the 
ciothing, and snowshoes do not get 
clogged and sag. If there has been 
a alight thaw, followed by freezing 
and a thick snowcrust, so much the 
hetter. You put on a moderate 
amount of carefully chosen woolen 
garments, carrying on your back 
tent, axe, saw, map, compass,’ fish- 
ing kit, camera, gun, blankets, 
poncho and food for a week or ten 
days. Deep in the mountains, in a 
spot sheltered from the prevailing 
wind, you erect a camp upon several 
feet of snow, cut a tree for fuel and 
settle down for a period of superior 
sport. The very air you breathe is 
a stimulant, while the temperature 
is a spur to the activity that often 
must be forced in Summer. The 
amount of exercise one may undergo 
with enjoyment, and the extremes 
of cold and dampness one may with- 
stand without discomfort while keep- 
ing in motion, are equally surprising. 
If the other thrills do not suffice, 
there are the mountaintops, covered 
with ice. 

Starting on an Autumn camping 
trip recently, the more improvident 
members of the party chafed a man 
who had brought along a book on 
woodcraft to read on the train. Why 
set off for a lark in the woods thus 
burdened? Before twenty-four hours 
had brought*their round of chores 
the meticulous, practically minded 
gentleman came to be held in high 
regard. Even leas in Winter can 
one afford to go camping in a deb- 
onair mood. There is no sport in it 
unless precautions are taken to in- 
sure safety and some approximation 
to comfort. Improper clothing or 
equipment may do more than take 
away the fun. Not the least value of 
Mr. White’s book is his discussion 
of the indispensable preliminary de- 
tails, which those even moderately 
familiar with the trials of camping 
will find more interesting than his 
paean to Winter. 

Clothing should be sufficiently 





light not to be burdensome .and to 
allow free movement, and ft shoulda 
be pervious to air. Double garments, 
because of the air insulation be- 
tween, are warmer than a single 
covering of the same thickness, Cot- 
ton and rubber, being relatively air- 
tight, should be avoided; they do not 
offer sufficient vent to bodily mois- 
ture. Wools and furs, containing 
animal oils and being somewhat 
porous, make the ideal Winter cloth- 
ing. There should be worn two 
suits of fairly light woolen under- 
wear, trousers with laced legs, a 
woolen shirt or two, a light sweater 
or knit jacket, surmounted with a 
mackinaw or leather coat. Doble 
woolen hose are recommended (one 
pair being larger than the other); 
those who cannot wear wool next the 
feet ‘should wear silk inside the 
wool. When wearing snowshoes, 
moccasins, oil-tanned for damp 
weather, are best. For ski or skates, 
leather shoes with stiff soles are de- 
sirable, though the leather-topped 
hunting shoe goes well with the ski 
and insures comfort in walking. 
Shoes must always be a size or two 
larger than normal. This, like the 
other clothing rules, applies to both 
sexes. 

Snowshoes, an Indian invention 
even now seldom made perfectly by 
the white man, should at any rate 
be hand made. Since a broken snow- 
shoe in the mountains offers a seri- 
ous handicap, selection should be 
made with great care. The bows 
must be flawless, the filler un- 
stretchable. The grain should fol- 
low the bend of the ash wood ana 
there should be no knots. For thick 
woods or rough land a short and 
broad snowshoe is wanted, while in 
open country a long, narrow one is 
preferable. For a tramping shoe a 
width of 13- inches and a length of 
44 inches are recommended. Tie 
them on with lamfwicks, which 
stretch less than most rawhide. 

Ski, used in this country mainly 
for sport, were originally made for 
facilitating travel over Scandinavian

White does. Walking on snowshoes 
is readily learned. Skiing is more 
difficult, but with some practice one 
can climb as well as slide. 

For camping, a wali tent, thatched 
wor warmth, with an outside ridge- 
pole and a framework of poles per- 
pendicular to it, or an Indian tepee, 
wilt do. A cylindrical stove serves 
for both heating and cooking some- 
what better than the open fire. A 
bed of boughs provides ample insula- 
tion against the chilly air. Sleeping 
bags are good, but too heavy for 
carrying; extra blankets will suffice 
if heating food is eaten. A full- 
sized axe is needed. Frozen eggs, 
dried fruits and cornmeal are valu- 
able foods. Meat can be acquired in 
the woods. 





Equipped with skates, one may 
superintend a large number of these 
automatic devices, Long Island and 
Maryland fox hunters would scorn 
to trail a fox with gun and hound.

The Flume in the 
White Mountains, for example, pre- 
sents the spectacle of icicles sixty 
feet long. Climbing on skis, though 
sometimes done, is not recommended. 
An Easterner, visiting a North- 
western college town a few years 
ago, was amused to watch gray- 
haired professors spend long eve- 
nings frantically sweeping the ice 
with brooms in front of a gliding 
iron object resembling a teakettle. 
Mr. White supplies the information 
that it weighs sixty pounds. They 
were playing the old Scottish game 
of ‘‘curling,”’ and the kettle-like mis- 
siles were ‘‘curling irons.’’ The game

Curling, like English bowls, ap- 
peals especially to the elderly, 
though it supplies plenty of exercise. 
The iron is hurled along the ice to- 
ward the centre of a circle, as boys 
“lag’’ for a line with marbles or 
coins. The huriler’s teammates 
speed it along by sweeping the ice 
ahead of it, the displacement of air 
caused by the broom adding amaz- 
ingly to the iron’s momentum. If 
the iron crosses a fixed line oppo- 
nents may likewise hasten its prog- 
ress beyond the goal. Proximity to 
the central point of the circle de- 
termines the score, as in quoits. 

More than three-fourths of the 
population of the United States live 
in regions where Winter sports are 
practicable, and apparently interest 
in skiing, hockey, and 
increased in_ recent 
years.

ANDOWNERS, merchants, cap- 
italists, professors, civil and 
military generals, bankers, 
lawyers, statesmen have, since 
the Bolshevist revolution of 

1917, either fled or been proscribed 
by Russia. The system of educa- 
tion has been uprooted and changed; 
high school and university curric- 
ulums have been completely recast. 
Religion was ‘‘abolished” and later 
recognized once more, but in 
changed, modified form. The theatre 
has been taken out of private hands 
and has been made an institution of 
the Soviet State. Science and labor- 
atories are at the disposition of the 
Government. How has literature 
faredduring the seven years 
Bolshevist rule? 

A book taking the literary pulse of 
the new Russia has just appeared 
in Moscow. - It is entitled *‘Litera- 
ture and Revolution,’’ and its author 
is none other than Russia’s recently 
belabored. War Minister, Leon Trot- 
sky. Like everything that Trotsky 
has written, the book is brilljant, 
forceful and subject to controversy. 
Some of the views expressed in it 
are open to _ contradiction. Its 
merit, however, lies in the fact that 
it is the 
essentials ut literary men and 
works in Russia since the revolu- 
— even if they are given: frankly 

and aggressively from a Bolshevist 
perspective. 

Poets and_other writers have 
often been compared with seers and 
prophets. The generation of writers 
that preceded the Bolshevist revolu- 


Trotsky, had an astonishingly de- 
It failed 
completely to encompass the forces 
that were at work in the country. 
It misjudged the revolution or, per- 
haps more correctly failed- to rec- 

it. For generations prior to 
1917, M. Trotsky points out, Russian 
writers sentimentalized over the 
peasant. They painted the freedom 
“that was to be his, the culture that 


was to lift him out of his sloth and 
moment the 


ignorance. Yet the 
revolution came, with its ‘‘heavy- 


nailed peasant boots,’’ the contem- |’ 
porary generation of ‘writers almost | 


in its entirety shrank back from it,

and discernment left it. It joined 
with the intellectual classes in the 
boycott on the Soviet revolution, and 
when the revolution was victorious 
and had crushed the old régime 
under foot, the generation of writers 
that joined with this régime suffered 
a like fate. ; 

When, after the November over- 
turn, the Bolshevist revolution pro- 
ceeded to impress its authority upon 
the country, says M. Trotsky, 
**Russia’s literary firmament’’ split 
into several uneven parts. The 
greatest number of Russia’s writers, 
having sided against the revolution, 
Proceeded to the inevitable conclu- 
sion—voluntary exile. They fled to 


Poland, to the other border States, 
where, Trotsky asserts, they became 
the White

forces fighting the revolution. Leo- 
nid Andreyev, who died in Finland, 
was a notable figure among this 
group of émigré writers. Other 
‘leading writers cited. by Trotsky as 
having left Russia in the wake 
of the Bolshevist revolution are 
Amfiteatrov,- Bunin.. Balmont, Ku- 
prin, Protopopov. Noné of the 
émigré writers, M. Trotsky asserts, 
has produced any work of signifi- 
cance since leaving Russia, despite 
the thousands of Russian books that 
have appeared in Berlin, Prague and 
elsewhere. 

A ‘smaller group of writers re- 
mained in. Russia. Some of them 
grew silent altogether, from caution 
or because the revolution had re- 
moved the ground from under their 
feet. Others continued to live and 





to create “outside the revolution.” 
They lived in the past, taking their 
settings and characters from the 
period that preceded 1917, or else 
transporting themselves on the wings 
of romanticism and mysticism to cre- 
ative planes that had no connection 
with real life. 

While the literary careers of these 
writers have not been as barren of 
achievement since 1917 as have the 
careers of the émigrés, M. Trotsky 
finds that their work: has suffered 
from this aloofness from the life 
and events about them. It has lost 
its sharpness and sureness. He cites 
the works of Sologub, Rozanov, 
Belenson, Kuzmin, Gollerbach and 
otifers as suffering from paleness 
and indefiniteness. Zamiatin, one of 
the yqunger impressionist writers, 
has, suffered even more by his de- 
tachment from the realities about 
him, to M. Trotsky.

is still in the pre- 
paratory stage. Thess writers have 
no finished work to show. Their 
writings consist of studies, sketches, 
attempts. They are of the future. 
The iIiterature. of the. past sev 
years in Russia, of the revolutionary 
years, is a transition literature. The 
writers in the group are neither Com- 


them. They are absorbed, stirred, 
shaken by the events in their native 
land, and they go on writing about 
these events and about life with an 
eye to artistie truth rather than to 
political exigencies. 

The writers in this transition 
group are termed by Trotsky “‘road 
companions of. the revolution.’" It 
is they who are painting the Russian 
revolution for future generations. 

Trotsky names as the leading fig- 
ures in this group Boris Pilnyak. 
Nikolai Kliuyev, Vsevolod Ivanov,

Don Marquis Composes an American Passion 
Play, W ith Slight Variations From the Gospel 


THE DARK HOURS, By Don Mar- 
. 155 pp. New York: Double- 
day, Page & Co, $1.75. 

By JOHN W. CRAWFORD 
ON MARQUIS has synthe- 
sized from the four Gosrelg 
the drama of the last earthly 
hours of Jesus. The dia- 

logue, scenes, characters and events 
of the play follow the Scriptural 
vecord, as a comparison with the 
accounts of the four disciples 
will show. The author has chosen 
to respect the Anglo-Saxon senti- 
ment against the representation of 
Jesus in the theatre. Although 
Christ is never seen. his voice and 
his words are recorded by the little 
groups ot watchers in the various 
scenes, and by them transmitted to 
the presumptive larger audience. 
The effect, oddly enough, is to 
heighten the passion of the Saviour. 
It is communicated to even the more 
casual observers, to Peter and John, 
and, with supreme vividness and 
poignance, to the betrayer, Judas 
Iscariot. 

The character of Judas is, indeed, 
almost the sole departure which Mr. 
MarquiS permits himself, as it is, 
indeed, almost the sole opportunity 
for a play of the imagination over 
that grim scene. In medieval 
ecclesiastical plays, and in the peas- 
ant ritual of Oberammergau, Judas 
becomes a dark and sinister figure 
to hate with undivided loathing. Mr. 
Marquis has given a subtle and sym- 
pathetic version of that traitorous 
réle. Caiaphas and Annas, the lead- 

_ers of the Sanhedrin; Pilate, the 
Roman Governor; Mary Magdalene 
and the apostles John and Peter are 
elaborated, at least in their dia- 
logue, yet they remain within the 
vivid tradition of the Scriptures. 
Judas marks the real contribution 
which Mr. Marquis offers; Judas be- 
comes more than the instrument of 


a divine retribution, more than an 
all too human anti-Christ, more even 
than the quietiess catalytic agent 
which crystallized an impending 
destiny by a treacherous kiss in the 
Garden of Gethsemane. 

Judas, in the courtyard of the 
Chief Priest Caiaphas, is a figure of 
pathos; ‘‘I have guessed thy rea- 
sons and why thou makest use of 
me,”’ he absently replies to Caia- 
phas, yet it is to the distant Jesus, 
ever present in his thoughts, to 
whom he seems to speak. 7 
plains, in the words that Peter apol- 
ogizes for his own betrayal, that his 
humanity has been stripped from 
him: without a compensating shred 
of divinity to take its place. ‘‘He 
has .betrayed me,’’ Judas pleads to 
the uncomprehending, unmoved 
High Priest, as if persuading that 
other, ‘“‘He has persecuted me with 
his knowledge of my dreams and 
speculations; he has taken from me 
my power to be myself. When he 
spoke his words he carried a mean- 
ing to my ears that others have 
not guessed.’’ 

The magnetic power of Jesus is 
conveyed in a sort of telepathic re- 
sponsiveness between him and Judas. 
‘“‘We were born. to be each the 
other's bane,’”’ Judas declares. ‘‘He 
knows my agony * * * he has known 
it from the first * * * even now 
he has felt and seen."*" In the 
Garden of Gethsemane, Mr. Marquis 
makes this bond visible. and graphic 
in a daring but beautiful flight of 
fireflies between the praying Jesus 
and the fearful, helpless, hostile, 
yearning Judas. ‘‘We see each 
other through the gloom and 
through the thick night our glances 
leap and touch,” Judas mutters, and 
the flickering fireflies body forth 
the bond between them.

CHARLES LAMB. A Play in five 
acts. By Alice Brown. New York:

N the pages of literature there 
are many unique, curious and 
eccentric personages, but in this 
host of great and lowly nobody 

has so completely captured popular 
imagination as Charlies Lamb. He 
the favorite Uncle of litera- 
Like so many favorite uncles, 
has been rather shamefully 
used by his admirers, so much so 
that the real, living. suffering, 
jesting Charles Lamb has been al- 
most lost and a whimsical myth es- 
tablished in the place of his vital 
self. Traditions and school books 
have made him the St. Charies of 
Thackeray's jest. Of late years his 
sole right to the word whimsical has 
been endangered by a fellow-artist 
named Barrie, but the mythical 
Lamb has lost no conviction. And 
now Miss Alice Brown has made him 
the hero of a five-act play. 

In a preface of ten pages Miss 
Brown eets down her method of ap- 
proach to her subject. Her material 
was plentiful, too plentiful, and rich 
—and the difficulties were many. 
The life of Lamb ran the gamut of 
dramatic emotion. His character 
was highly complex; also his life 
was bound up with people of consid- 
arable literary interest. How make 
so much fit the exigency of a play? 
Obviously,, she wrote to. see it 
played; she even looks ahead and 
considers that if the actor were dis- 
tinguished enough he might pack 
the house, yet plays are exacting 
things. She pleads for ‘‘a certain 
breadth of artistic license’’; that she 
may be allowed “to play hob with 
time and place."* She also introduce» 
a love interest that she carries 
through tw the end, to the time of 
Lamb's retirement from India House. 
Her fancy transfigures the Ann Sim- 
mons of Lamb’s youth to Alice Win- 
terton. From the youthful dream of 
Lamb she makes blossom a lasting 
romance. Her plea for this interest-

ing variance from the actual facts is 
the demand for a clarifying unity. 
Out of it does emerge a kindly, suf- 
fering man, a figure of pathos, a 


conventional, unfortunate man, 
which seems to be far from the es- 
sential tharacteristics of Lamb. 

Yet it is difficult to take Miss 
Brown to task, for she has aimost 
disarmed criticism in her foreworda 
She cites the difficulties and asks, 
“What would you?’ only to continue 
ingratiatingly that ‘‘this is a play 
(so-called!) my masters, this pref- 
ace is sufficient apologia if you mer- 
cifully conclude to find it so. * * * 
It is not meant to chronicle the 
weather that beat upon Charles Lamb 
and his beloved Mary; but the stout- 
ness of heart with which they met it.”” 
Unquestionably, it is moving in its 
homely way. Its homespun emotion 
would have been bettered with a 
tempering of Lamb's mind. The 
play appears to be spiritually akin 
to the ‘‘Way Down East” genre of 
drama, and, after all, Charles Lamb 
was something of a man of the.world 
and his friends were among the most 
important people of his day. 

Lamb has been maligned by his 
multitude of imitators as perhaps no 
other writer of import. He has be- 
come a honeyed legend; he has been 
fashioned the gentle Elia, the whim- 
sical, droll, tender writer, until he 
seems to be the Cinderella of liter- 
ature, the wistful who inherit the 
earth, with a bit of sugar to defeat 
all bitterness. Gamaliel Bradford 
observed that “no actual figure in 
literature or history comes nearer to 
embodying that most exquisite type 
of Shakespeare's imaginative crea- 
tion, the court fool or clown,’’ than 
did Charles Lamb. He is the perfect 
clown of literature, a man so tor- 
tured by the reality of life that he 
must turn upon it with mad wag- 
gery and laughter. Lamb could not, 
would not, be serious, but shaped life 
into gay jests and flashing mockery. 
His, wit was sharp, struck home 
acutely. yet it was tempered, for it 
was not the acidulous, vicious wit of 





Voltaire. His frankness, abrupt and 


direct, distressed his friends and hor- 
rified his visitors, for his commen- 
tary was often rude, even to stran- 
gers, because his prejudices toward 
pedants, the literary blue-stockings, 
serious-minded philanthropists and 
solemn preachers was pronounced, 
all of which is rather different from 
the quaint peace-making réle of the 
play. 

In a letter he wrote: “My. life 
has been somewhat diversified, * * * 
The six weeks that finished last year 
* * * your humbie servant spent 
very agreeably in a madhouse at 
Hoxton. I looked back upon it at 
times with a gloomy kind of envy, 
for, while it lasted, I had many 
hours of pure happiness. Dream not, 
Coleridge, of having tasted all the 
grandeur and -wildness of fancy till 
you have gone mad.’’ The steely 
liveliness of spirit that could endure 
such fierce travail and report it in 
such bantering manner could not 
have been other than a great clown 
at heart, for the magic casements 
of his fancy opened stoutly upon the 
most sensitive facets of life, seen 
with a wide-eyed reality. His mind 


“had that timbre of resilience to with- 


stand years of foreboding terror. 
Like a true artist, he makes copy of 
his own despair and rounds it with 
a jest. He realized and refined upon 


his own life until he had to seek es- 


cape, and to this need for escape we 
are indebted for some of the finest 
literary criticism in English. 

To thoroughly understand Lamb 
you must consider his achievements. 
He did not b pr pied with 
the social ideas—religious, moral, 
political—that so stimulated Cole- 
ridge, Wordsworth and Shelley, in- 
volving the unrest of their age. He 
practiced the perfection of prose; he 
was a fine critic of painting; he 
raised a whole group of _Elizabethans 
from oblivion; he practically redisy 
covered Webster; he reproduced the 
charm of the old English worthies, 
of Burton, Sir Thomas Browne and 
the fascinating poets of the seven- 
teenth century. He was one of the 








last practitioners of those old world 
sentiments of hope and awe that 
were the religion of our former men 
of letters. And he said that ‘‘noth- 
ing puzzles me more than time or 
space; yet nothing puzzles me less, 
for I never think about them.’’ 
Such are some of the contributions 
of an obscure clerk of the East India 
House, though his genius for friend- 
ship was no small trifle, particularly 
when we remember that Hazlitt re- 
marked that his talk was like a snap 
dragon. Yet the domestic back- 
ground of his life was almost one of 
sombre, Elizabethan terror. Some 
of this is suggested in the play. 

Yet out of such circumstances and 
humble birth came into being one of 
Shakespeare's most human commen- 
tators, of whom Peter wrote that in 
‘‘reading, commenting on Shake- 
speare he is like a man who walks 
alone, under a grand stormy sky and 
among unwonted tricks of light, 
when powerful spirits might seem to 
be abroad upon the air, and the grim 
humor of Hogarth, as he analyzes 
it, rises into a kind of spectral gro- 
tesque, while he, too, knows the se- 
cret of fine, significant touches like 
theirs.’". Such association cannot 
but leave Lamb a figure of distinc- 
tion. The spirit of such a man can- 
not be expressed in any domestic 
drama. It bursts the confinement of 
such a marked limitation. To probe 
the complex spirit of Lamb. needs a 
master of the melodrama of tortured 
souls. . 

This play recalls the remark of 
that discriminating elderly lady who 
after seeing ‘‘Hamlet’* for the first 
time remarked that the play was full 
of familiar quotations. So it seems 
with this play; in some scenes the 
characters appear to speak quota- 
tions at one and another. This at- 
tempt to characterize Coleridge and 
Hazlitt thus in the first act is rather 
unhappy. Lamb has returned from 
Hoxton. His love, Alice Winterton, 
who drove him_to such despair that 
he went to Hoxton, is already there

Son of God. The first is omitted 
altogether and is replaced by ac- 
counts of miracles; some, as in the 
case of the Gadarene swine, as 
crimes against property, others as 
violations of the strict: code of the 
Pharisees, breaking the Sabbath, and 
soon. Mr. Marquis rightly stresses 
the charge of blasphemy in the sec- 
ond of the biblical indictments. 

The hearing before Pontius Pilate 
is again indirectly conveyed. The 
political triangle of Herod, Pilate 
and Caiaphas is tersely and tellingly 
exploited. One item of that situa- 
tion, however, may seem to have_ 
been glossed over; it is ‘clearly 
stated in the Gospels that Barabbas 
was an insurrectionist leader who 
had committed murder. Mr. Mar- 
quis permits him to be dismissed as 
a mere killer and an opportunity for 
a significant contrast in rebillion ic 
lost. The Jerusalem mob may be 
presumed to have actively preferred 
the release of a glamourous outlaw 
and enemy of Roman, priestly and 
civil authority in the Jewish com- 
munity, to the passive rebel] that 
was Jesus. 

Mr. Marquis never loses an oppor- 
tunity of throwing the spotlight on 
a major aspect of the biblical ac- 
counts: the cumulative evidence of 
the irresistible persuasiveness of the 
Divine personality. Judas, the un- 
friendly captain of the temple 
guards, the wife of Pilate, the 
Roman soldiers at the foot of the 
cross, -all bear organic testimony. 
All feel the power of his love and 
the cleansing purge of his anguish. 

Judas igs given a speech which is 
perhaps the keynote of the author's 
tribute. ‘‘Nay, I cannot tell thee! 
Unless thou, too, hadst fallen under 
the spell-of him thou couldst not 
understand. When he first * * * 
when he first * * * looked at mé 
* * * and I looked at him * * * 
there was a moment * * * I do no 
know how to tell you * * * but 
the world was different * * * some- 
how * * * different * * * and I 
* * * { -was. different from 
myself. * * *’’ 

Mr. Marquis, in a footnote, dis- 
claims_any attempt at an original 
interpretation of the story or of the 
hero’s personality. It is a presenta- 
tion, pure and simple, of a movingly 
dramatic material in reverent play- 
form. The despair of Judas and 
the release of Barabbas seem to have 
been given less than full value. The 
reader may have a notion of Judas 
in that courtyard, impatiently -wait- 
ing for legions of angels, a miracle 
to confound the entire opposition, 
or even a conviction, not of the 
prisoner’s guilt but of his mission. 
And there was a priceless opening 
for thrilling and illuminating dia- 
lectic between Pilate and Caiaphas 
over Barabbas and Jesus, before the 
Roman hall of justice. Mr. Marquis 
has seen his problem in a differeni 
light and has wrought sincerely and 
well. More cannot be asked of any

GRUB STREET STORIES 
THE-GRUB STREET NIGHTS EN- 
TERTAINMENTS. By J.C. Squire. 
pp. New ‘York: George H. 
Compuny. $2.50. 
E editor of The London Mer- 
cury has given evidence agair 
of his versatility. Much has 
been said first and last concerning 
the powers and capacities of Mr. 
Squire and his sometime phantom 
self, Solomon Eagle. Mr. Squire the 
editor, the poet and the essayist are 
established phases. And as a paro- 
dist, a temperate instrument of 
modern satire, a clean, honest blade 
of swift epigrammatic dissection, he 
is one of those rare souls who bridge 
the gap between monitorship and the 
estate of journeymen with a wise 
friendliness that-is able, supple and 
lacking condescension. Therefore 
gratification rather than surprise 
seems a more likely and gracious 
reception for the addition of a new 
réle. Mr. Squire appears now as a 
writer of fiction with a collection of 
nine short stories chronicling life in 
“Grub Street." All have appeared 
before in The London Mercury or 
other English periodicals. 
In one-of these stories a meek

R. 8., in introducing to the 

public the record of the latest 

experimental attempt to dem- 

onstrate human survival. And 

his admonition must be kept in mind 

if this chronicle of seances is to be 

treated with the consideration its 
sincerity warrants. 

The book itself is a monument to 
both the courage and patience of 
the Rev. Charles Drayton Thomas, 
its compiler. Patience to sit through 
hundreds of such tests as those de- 
scribed is hardly less remarkable 
than the courage of an ordained 
clergyman in attempting to prove 
survival after death by such a 
purely experimental method. Even 
the most pronounced skeptic may go 
that far in giving credit to Mr. 
Thomas. 

Aside from the monumental labor 
of verifying the results of the tests 
and classifying them, there is yet 
another value brought out in his 
work for which Mr. Thomas should 
receive all due appreciation. This 
is the assurance that his data pos- 
sess great interest and are genuine, 
regardless of their bearing on the 
problem of life after death. Of the 
authenticity of his data, factually, 
there can be little doubt. To accept 
the implications of his experiments, 
as Mr. Thomas and Sir William 
Barrett do, is another matter. 

Two sets of fests are treated by 
Mr. Thomas in the present work, ex- 
tending over a period of years. In 
the first class are the so-called book 
tests, in the second class tests deal- 
ing with newspapers. In the first 
series, the medium (Mrs. Osborne 
Leonard) received through her con- 
trolling spirit, according to Mr. 
Thomas, information as to the loca- 
tion of books in his library: shelf, 
position, order. Mrs, Leonard, 
moreover, reported in answer to 
questions that on such a page in 
such a book the answer to the ques- 
tion or matter applicable to the ques- 
tion would be found, or some state- 
ment which could be recognized as 
representative of the person with 
whose spirit communication had been 
established through the medium and 
her conrol. Numerically, the pro- 
portion of these tests which satisfy 
Mr. Thomas is very high: roughly, 





80 per cent. Against this impressive 


Average he might have placed the re- 
sults of experiments similar in na- 


ture but conducted without a me- 


dium in an effort to determine the 
success’ attendant on mere chance. 
This result, as we remember it, was 
a bare 15 per cent. success. The 
comparison is truly impressive. 

A second series of tests conducted 
by Mr. Thomas with Mrs. Leonard as 
medium dealt with the next day’s 
issues London newspapers. 
Names, words, places were suggest- 
ed by Mrs. Leonard as well as the 
Position on the page where they 
‘would be found. The nature of the 
connotations led Mr. Thomas to be- 
lieve that he had been in communi- 
cation with the spirit of his father. 
(In the book tests 110 of 200 refer- 
ences were to religious works his 
clerical father would know.) The 
figures for one series of the experi- 
ment show 37 successful, 15 incon- 
clusive and 8 failures. Some of the 
items, at least, it was revealed on 
inquiry, could not have been in type 
at the time of the seance. 

Mr. Thomas rejects chance and 
coincidence’ as explanations, very 
properly, in that.the percentage of 
success in the references cited by the 
medium is so consistently high. To 
obviate any charge of collusion re- 
course was had on occasion to a book 
wrapped and sealed by a friend, so 
that Mr. Thomas as sitter could not 
know even the title. And again he 
was satisfied. He dismisses, perhaps 
a little too cavalierly, the possibility 
of telepathy. Most of the more thor- 
oughgoing critics who have passed 
‘on the results set forward by psychic 
research are inclined to emphasize 
telepathic possibilities as explanation 
for a great deal more than the sur- 
vivalists will admit. 

Some of Mr. Thomas's illustrations, 
moreover, are not altogether hap- 
pily chosen. The medium's ‘“‘Dore’’ 
may satisfy him sufficiently to ac- 
cept it as an incomplete ‘‘Dorothy’’ 
or ‘‘a sense of progression’’ mean 
**Middlemarch.’’ But his more crit- 
ical readers are likely to feel that he 
has been rather charitable in scor- 
ing percentages of success for sup- 
positious spirit communications. 

The earnestness of Mr. Thomas de- 
mands seriousness and consideration 
on the part of his readers. But the 
verification of trivial and often semi- 
incoherent references in papers and 
books is a doubtful force in proselyt- 
ing for the doctrine of human sur- 
vival. Even as the sons of men 
yearn for an answer to that world- 
old question, ‘‘If a.man die shall he 
live again?’’—so do they also rest 
unsatisfied with any but the most 
authentic and ponderable evidence; 
evidence which is unequivocal and 
indisputable. And this Mr. Thomas 
can hardly be said to produce.

We of the United States 
do not know any too much about 
these near neighbors of ours, and 
whatever helps to increase the ex- 
tent of our knowledge is and should 
be exceptionally welcome. 

This slender volume, translated by 
W. H. Blake from the French of 
Adjutor Rivard, has none of the 
fiction element which did so much 
to assist ‘‘Maria Chapdelaine” along 
the road to popularity. It is neither 

‘a story nor a series of stories, but 
a number of sketches of life in one 
of the “concessions’’ of the Province 


— of Quebec, as it was some years ago, 


and seen for the most part through 
the eyes.of a child. .It isa thing-of 
memories, to which one is inclined 
to suspect that distance has lent 
something of its proverbial enchant- 
ment, so that the hard facts are 
softened by the rosy glow time has 
cast over them. 

Yet after a succession of the mod- 
ern novels, 80. many of which pre- 
sent life on the farm as one long, 
soul-deadening misery, it is a rather 
refreshing change to come across a 
book which portrays it as a mixture 
of satisfying activity .and simple, 
wholesome pleasure. The author 
sings a veritable hymn of praise to 
*‘Mother Earth,” and in the sketch 
entitled “The Deserted House’’ pro- 
nounces his condemnation of those 
who voluntarily leave the fields their 
fathers tilled and go to dwell in the 
cities. 


Have those who so depart full 
consciousness that in doing it they 
meanly quit the post of honor, are 
recreant to high duty?. Do they 
lightly imagine that they are leav- 
ing behind only four walls and a 
roof? In truth what they aban- 
don and forswear is no less than 
their native land! * * * Wheth- 
er on hillside or in hollow, here 
lies the parish in which their an- 
cestors’ quiet lives slipped by, the 
chureh where they bent the knee, 
the earth that guards their bones, 
the farm which -throve by dint of 
their harsh incessant toil, the pre- 
cious store of household traditions, 
the wholesome fireside ways, wor- 
ship of the past and reverence for 
its memories; nay, it may be, the 
very speech of their fathers and 
the faith itself that _ sustained 
them. - 

it is am unusual doctrine to find 
expressed in a book published in 
the year of 1924! In contrast with 
these recreants the author shows us 
old Anseime and his wife, Catherine, 
who had worked for years on their 
farm,’ and when old age began to 
steal upon theni felt that they were 
entitled to take their ease. But they 
discovered. that they could not do ‘it 


because of the habit of ‘‘work’’ 
which had fastened itself upon them. 

The period of which the author 
writes belongs to the ‘“‘good old 
days"’ when ‘‘water-candles” pro- 
vided the only light to read or sew 
by throughout the long Winter eve- 
nings, when the “far-traveling’’ 
beggars “‘did errands and carried 
messages” surely if not swiftly, 
when discontent would seem to have 
been unknown and only. the idle 
and shiftless were really poor. First 
he shows us the outside of ‘‘Our 
House,"’ all “shining white,’’ its 
windows. ‘‘smiling with flowers’’; 
then takes us into the ‘‘Best Room,’’ 
where shut windows and closed 
doors “‘preserve * * * g savor 
of ancient things”; for one crosses 
the threshold of the Best Room only 
on momentous occasions, 
a visitor, to make merry at the 
birth of a son, to pray beside the 
dead.’’-- For everyday use-there- is 
the big, comfortable kitchen, where 
the great double-decked stove stands 
in the middle of the floor, and is the 
eentre about which all the family 
and friends gather on cold Winter 
nights, ‘‘as trusty a custodian of 
old tradition as ever was the 
hearth,”’ and less given to the en- 
couragement of mere idle dreaming. 
“In front of your stove door a man 
must think; his mind runs to things 
of weightier consequence; * * * 
the stove is serious-minded and full 
of wisdom.”’ 

There are twenty-one of these 
sketches, forming a composite pic- 
ture of a bucolic life without mean- 
ness or greed—contented, prosperous, 
cheerful and simple, pious, endowed 
with the dignity which comes from 
independence and self-respect. They 
are generous-hearted, helpful to one 
another, strong and serene under 
misfortune, these French-Canadaian 
peasants of Adjutor Rivard’s book. 
There is an an idyllic charm to the 
volume, one which, so the publish- 
ers tell us, has been ‘‘crowned’’ by 
the French Academy; it holds the 
scent of clover, of new-mown hay 
and sweet-smeiling country air. One 
or two quaint customs, e that of 
‘The Auction for the’ Dead,’’ to 
which each farmer brought some- 
thing of the best of his produce to 
be auctioned off for the benefit of 
the ‘‘souls in purgatory,” enhance 
the archaic flavor of the book, some 





of which must necessarily have been 
lost in transtation. The original, ac- 
cording to W. H. Blake, the trans- 
lator, is full of “words and phrases 
of the old dialect (or dialects), 
smacking of the soil,”’ and entirely 
without any English equivalents. 
‘“‘Judge Rivard has made it a labor 
of love to seek out and embody in 
his graceful prose those forceful old 
words which ring so musically and 
‘mean just what they say,’ ’’ thus 
giving his book a value of which it 
is unavoidably deprived by transla-

“page at Tokio of passports for “pic- 

ture brides,’’ is put in contrast with 
it. The new immigration law and the 
refusal to establish a quota basis, 
which would let in only 200 Japa- 
nese a year; the wrath, based on 
misunderstanding, which inverted 
unhappily the intent of the Hani- 
hara remonstrance, the final enact- 
ment of the exclusion clauses and 
the ‘‘wave of indignation’’ in Tokio 
and the Japanese fixed hostility wind 
up the story in a way to make Amer- 
ica wholly in the wrong and provoc- 
atively culpable.

the Communist aim is a stranger 
to them, and yet they and their 
works, individually and as a group, 
are unthinkable without the revo- 
lution. They are not the artists 
who are a product of the proie- 
tarian revolution but they have 
been traveling companions of the 
revolution, and as they traveled 
with it they painted it. 

Before giving an estimate of the 
work of each of these writers indi- 
vidually Trotsky gives his idea of 
the character of the ‘‘pre-revolu- 
tionary past,”’ with which they had 
No connection and therefore had no 
traditions from which to break, no 
crisis to face.

There was 
a literature of the senses, of the 
f'esh, a realism or naturalism after 
the fashion of -Artzibashev’s San'n, 
and there was a literature of roman- 
tic religious mysticism, a literature 
of the clouds and pale moonlight, ex- 
pressing .emotions prettily but in- 
anely. 

Both of these tendencies, according 
to Trotsky, were in reality express- 
ing one ant the same thing—indif- 
ferentism, the indifferentism of the 
intellectual classes, who had seen 
Minister Stolypin disselve- two 


mas because these Dumas were try-. 


ing to wrest a very small measure of 
freedom from the Government. They 
had despaired of revolution, of re- 
form, or humanity. This hopeless 
indifferentism tried to release itself 
during a period of ten years with 
debauchery and mysticism in litera- 
ture no less than in life. The Bol- 
shevist revolution,according to M. 
Trotsky, not only ended this in- 
between period of indifferentism, it 
ad something infinitely more far- 
reaching. It broke into a million 
fragments the very axis about which 
Russian literature and modern Rus- 
sian culture had been revolving for 
a hundred years. The landed nobil- 
ity and military aristocracy of Rus- 
sia was this axis, and the Bolshevist 
revolution wiped the two off the 
map. 

Whatever sparks of life [Trotsky 
says} the revolution has found in 
the field of literature or culture 
called for a new orientation. With 
the exit of the aristocratic classes 
the axis about which art and lit- 
erature must henceforth revolve 
had become the Russian people— 
-minus the bourgeoisie: 


Trotsky finds that the group of 
writers which he has classed as the 


| traveling companions of the revo- 


lution quickly divined this, The 
whole literary activity of this group, 
he declares, revolves in the. first 


-instance about the great mass of 


peasantry in the villages. The citi- 
fied peasant comes next, and then, 
in so far as he can be detached and 
separated fromi the peasant class, 
the proletarian, the factory worker. 


. There was no critical mind to guide 


them into just this classification. 
The eventS of the revolution ano 
their own intuition pointed the way 
for them. The old axis was broken 
and they found the new axis—the 
‘‘Russian people minus the bour- 
geoisie.’’ 

Not only, says Trotsky, have these 
writers been ‘‘under the banner of 
the revolution’’ in choosing the 
peasant as the new literary axis of 
Russia; the spirit and tenor of their 
writing is akin to the revolution by 
its healthfuiness. Their- work is 
healthy—none of the indifferentism 
of the preceding generation, none of 
its mysticism. Instead, there is a 
clear viewing of life with a complete 
aversion for skepticism, pessimism 
and spiritual prostration. They are 
realists, Mr. Trotsky says, active, 
tull of faith in others and in their 
own creative strength and suf- 
ficiency. 

Describing the individual literary 
traits of the members of the transi- 
tion group of writers, Trotsky dwells 
at greater length upon the two prin- 


cipal figures in the group, the poet 
Kliuyev and the prose writer Pil- 
niak. Both of these, Trotsky says, 
have not the slightest histori¢ per- 
spective about the revolution. They. 
are ignorant of its politics, but they- 
love its spirit. Kliuyev sings about 
the revolution in many of his lyric 
poems as of something that has 
penetrated into the flesh and blood 
of the Russian peasantry. The rev- 
olution~has freed the peasant, it has 
given him land, it has improved his 
lot. It is a pedsant affair, there- 
fore, to Kliuyev. He sings and de- 
scribes it with the same tenderness 
with which he describes a peasant 
wedding, or with the same humor 
with which he would describe a 
crowd of tipsy peasants returning 
home, singing merrily after a day at 


lution is not unlike that of Kliuyev, 
except that his field is bigger. He 
sees the revolution not only in its 
relation to the peasantry, but to the 
whole country, to all classes of pop- 
ulation. Life in Russia,-the simplest 
manifestations of it, have become 
curiously mixed with revolution,

To Marietta Shagnian, the only 
woman in the group, Trotsky is 
sympathetic. Marietta Shagnian is 
what is termed a sympathizer with 
the Bolshevist régime. She sympa. 
thizes with it, however, more be- 
cause of certain humanitarian-Chris- 
tion viewpoints she holds and not be- 
cause of her belief, or even interest, 
in Marxism. Trotsky forgives her 
that. He is sympathetic toward her 
work because it is good work. She 
is. young and has written only one 


‘major work, a novel entitled ‘‘Her 


Faith.’" But what she has written 
shows tatent. r 

In his sweeping dismissal of most 
of the writers and works of the dec- 
ade preceding the revolution Trotsky 
makes one striking exception. It is 
the late Alexander Block. He car- 
ries Block over into the new régime 
and adds him to the list of those| 
authors who make up the transition, 
period. He dées this not only be- 
cause of Block’s poem ‘‘Twelve” but 
because of his genuine attempt to 
understand the revolution, to come 
to terms with it, as it were, and to 
continue his artistic activities, 

Block [says Trotsky] belonged 
to the pre-revolutionary. period, 


One chapter in Trotsky’s book, 
which comes very near being a good- 
sized book in itself, is entitled: ‘“The 
West and We,’ and discusses West- 
ern European literature and culture 
from various angles.

HE work of the Bibliographical 
Society of America has_ re- 
céived a much-needed impetus 
by the receipt of $7,500 from 

the Carnegie Foundation. This sum 


a fund with which it is hoped to 
bring. to completion a few of the 
more important b‘bliographical works 
produced in America. Primary among 
these is Sabin's‘‘Dictionary of Books 
Relating to America.’’ ‘‘Not record- 
ed in Sabin’’ has no longer the 
Power it once had of interesting. the 
collector in any book so classified by 
its suggestion of great rarity, for an 
incalculable number. of discoveries 
have been made since the first ap- 
pearance of the ‘‘Dictionary’’ in 
1868. And, too, there are numerous 
corrections as well that require in- 
clusion in a new edition. This stu- 
pendous compilation: has not yet 
been reduced to the status of a 
worn-out servant, nor will it be for 
some time, for, lacking as it is in 
some respects, it is still the work 
most often referred to by ‘‘Ameri- 
canists.’’ There is, as well, the state- 
ly and classic Church Catalogue of 
Americana—certainiy one of the 
most perfect manifestations of the 
science of bibliography—and the less

Mrs. Willebrandt, In Charge of the Legal End of Prohibition, Believes the Law Must 
Be Enforced Without Fear or Political Favor, to Protect the Nation’s Honor

N all the drama of the struggle over 

prohibition, a woman is playing a lead- 

ing réle. In a crucial post—the legal 

end of prohibition enforcement—e~job 

which by every measurement is a man’s 

job, a woman is in charge. She is Mrs. 

Mabel Walker Willebrandt, Assistant United 
State Attorney General. _ 

A few days ago Mrs. Willebrandt faced a 


erisis. Im her efforts te put her convic- 


tions into practice she had exerted pressure 
upon Federal prosecutors in certain dis- 
tricts where prohibition enforcement was be- 
lieved to be.lax. In turn she found herself 
under the pressure of local politicians. The 
politicians lost and a housecleaning followed. 

But the real fight 46 still ahead. The 
criminal element engaged in the illicit liquor 

* traffic is powerful and heavily entrenched. 
it will take the concentrated energy of Mrs. 
Willebrandt and the legal machinery at her 
disposal to bring the bootleg army to terms. 
She has no illusions on the score, but she 
believes it can be done. Moreover, she 
believes it must be done, if the prestige of 
the United States as a country of law and 
order is to -be preserved. So she approaches 
her task not from the woman’s point of 
view but from that of the lawyer. 

Here is the law, she says, and there | is 
the prestige and dignity of the nation. 
Whether you approve or disapprove of the 
policy of prohibition has nothing whatever 
to do with the case. Change the law if 
you will, but enforce it while it remains 
on the statute books. It is a simple propo- 
sition she expounds. ; 

. I am a lawyer.”’ 

This was Mrs. Willebrandt’s reply to a 
question about the movements in which 
she has interest. 

“Of course I am interested in education,

because for a long time I was a teacher, 
and that is something which never gets 
entirely out of the blood. But in this posi- 
tion I am a lawyer and nothing more.”’ 

It is as a jJawyer, therefore, and not as 
a reformer or even an abstract prohibi- 
tionist, that she insists on discussing her 


work efficiently. Her work is probably the. 


most pertinent of all that has to do with 
national prohibition. 

Last year there were handled under Mrs. 
Willebrandt’s supervision more than 45,000 
criminal cases brought in the Federal courts 
on account of national prohibition. It is 
she who has most to do with preparing the

It has to do with 
taxes, other than customs, and with pure 
food, protection of game, the twenty-eight- 
hour law affecting the. transportation of 
cattle, the supervision of prisons and other 
things. 

But she regards all of it dispassionately. 
She found, for example, that the Federal 
Government had no prison for its women 
convicts, who are entrusted to State insti- 
tutions that are not always suitable.” She 
also found that there was no Federal in- 
stitution for adult first offenders who xv ight 
be reformed.

It became more and more difficult 
to understand. A ride of, say, 306 
miles. Sleeping in a field -sdme- 
where—or a barn. Scanty food. And 
a long ride back, bruised and broke. 
all for the privilege of trying to 
ride a vicious horse, to get thrown 
likely as not, and receive the rail- 
lery of their companions for a re- 
ward. 

It was on the afternoon that the 
grinning nineteen-year-old borrowed 
a@ pair of spurs and measured his 
stirrup leathers that I began to find 
my answer. I was riding across the 
Pendleton field with a celebrated 
motion-picture star.. His own life 
was like one of the many western. 
scenarios he had acted. He was in 
Pendleton ‘on location.’’ Not many 
years before he had béen one of 
those grinning boys waiting for a 
chance to ride or be thrown.

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BERNARD SHAW WELCOMES A STRANGER

a og ~LONDON, 

-EORGE BERNARD SHAW in 

the second year of “St. Joan” 

is not in the least satanic to 

look at. On the contrary, he 

presents the agreeable like- 

ness of a mild and benignant elderly 

gentleman, with beautifully kept 

white hair and beard, and altogether 

the very pink of neatness. If he were 

not so natty he might almost seem 

patriarchal. In his blue eyes is a 

light which glitters and shines but 

does not warm. His tweeds are of 

admirable cut, his feet are small and 

- tastidiously shod. kis collar matches 

his shirt, his necktie ‘harmonizes 

with the tweeds, ard as he sits in a 

comfortable chintz covered chair in 

front of the fire, he rubs his long 

hands. and chuckles every now and 
then as he talks. 

As to the talk, it flows on about 
the things that interest him. It can- 
not be diverted to the things that do 
not interest him—however much 
they interest his irterlocutors. 

That is the way the most cele- 
brated knocker-about of heads in 
the world, the devil’s advocate of 
the English - speaking dominions, 
seems when you meet him in his 
pleasant rooms in 10 Adelphi Ter- 
race. The particular room where 
he sat- has windows that look over 
the Embankment Gardens toward 
London's twin of our Cleopatra’s 
Needle (which was actually hit by an 
airplane bomb during the German 
air raids) and the Thames’ shipping. 
There are little silver and ivory ele- 
phants over the mantelpiece and 
rather queer pictures. There are 
signed photographs of other great 
men, including Sir James Barrie, 
whose lodgings arc just across the 
street; there are many books, quite 
a lot of knickknacks, a piano of se- 
vere cottage architecture. But there 
is, nothing in the least Shavian as 
the world would count it Shavian— 
nothing except Rodin’s bust of Shaw 
himself. Or perhaps it is Epstein’s. 
The fire burns checrily and the sun 
tries to’ struggle through the rem- 
nants of the fog into the windows 
toward the river: 


Outwitted 2 Cold 


Mr. Shaw remarks that he’s had 
a cold which ought to have kept him 
indoors. On the contrary, he has 
gone out into the fog to address a 
meeting on the outrageous. conduct 
of the Government in coercing the 
Egyptians—and the fog has cured 
hig cold. He rubs his hands with 
satisfaction at having outwitted the 
cold in this unorthodox manner, As 
for the proceeding of the Govern- 
ment in regard to the Egyptians, he 
wonders what the Americans think 
of that. -For his part, the British 
ultimatum addressed to the Egyp- 
tians finds in bis mind no adequate 
parallel except that of the Austrians 
to Serbia after Serajevo. 

Mr. Shaw bag a great deal to say 
upon that matter: of the Egyptians 
consequent upon the assassination of 


Sir Lee Stack. What he pounces |}. 


upon and will not let go of is the 
illogicality of holding a Government 
responsible for a murder committed 
by one of its citizens. On that prin- 
ciple (he says) the American Gov- 
ernment might be held responsible 
for the murder of Abraham Lincoln— 
or the British Government for that 
' of Sir. Henry Wilson. 

The Egyptian matter had already 
ceased to be news, but Mr. Shaw 
was as eager about it as ever. The 
subject has by now receded still fur- 
ther into the distance, which robs 
events of the first fine flavor of 
interest. It served, nevertheless, as 
Shaw pursted it and worried it with 
the persistence of a terrier engaged 
with a. particularly choice rat—it 
served to exhibit the manner of the 
man, and his keen delight in a de- 
bate, even in the reminiscent aspect 
of-2 debate in which he had been 
able to confound the enemy with 
brute logic, whatever else had hap- 
pened: Mr. Shaw went over the 
then recent encounter between him- 
ael® and The Morning Post—especial- 


ly his-own part of the exchange—at 
considerable length. And he enjoyed 
every word of the recital, and rubbed 
his hands with glee. 

It was—if you choose—the master 
of fence rejoicing unashamed in the 
fine temper of his blade and his own 
neatness and dispatch’ in parry and 
thrust. Cecil Chesterton once said a 
thing’ about Shaw, who had exer- 
cised his tongue the Fabi 
for years before he became a play- 
wright, or even a celebrity.. Chester- 








ton, who had himself been a Fabian, 


said that Shaw was the best debater 
he had ever heard. He added that 
Shaw’s instinct of the dramatic was 
so sure that he could make a debate 
—a mere exchange of words—more 
dramatic than other men could make 
a duel with swords to the death or 
the murder of a beautiful bad lady 
by a jealous, virtuous lover. 
Touching upon that aspect, Shaw 
himself remarked when it came to the 
discussion of “St. Joan’’ that it was 
no trouble at all to write a play. 
Either you had the trick in you or 
you hadn't. If you had, all you 
need do was to take the material and 
go to 4t. It would arrange itself, It 
naturally became a play. As for the 
play of “St. Joan of Arc,’ it would 
have been written Jong ago if people 
had only_been content to take history 
and the persons of that particular 





hit of history-as they found them. 


, 


There they were—and they were as 
dramatic as they were real—as real 
as they were dramatic. 

But hefore Mr. Bernard Shaw had 
undertaken to put the Maid of 
Orleans on the stage the people 
would have none of the real Joan 
and none of the real history in which 
she was set. The result had heen 
(here perhaps emerged a gleam of 
the old Satan) the—well, the sort of 
thing Julia Marlowe once played. 
Incidentally (said Shaw) there were 
still people who would have none of 








reality. And it wasn't only about a 
cherished legend such as Joan’s. 
There was Great Catherine of 
Russia—whose ‘pretentions to liber- 
ality and culture he had punctured, 
while he had exhibited her as a very 
clever, managing, able and amorous 
woman—not without a certain tiger- 
ish charm and a bitter humor. He 
had lately ‘teen reproached with 
having maligned Catherine. To that 
charge he declined to plead guilty. 

He got upon politicians—by rever- 
sion again to the matter of Egypt— 
which happened at the moment to 
be the King Charlies head in his 
cosmos, There was ‘‘my friend Mac- 
Donald,’’ for instance. who had set 
a regrettable example to the weaker 
brethren in the faith in the affair 
of the gift motor car. 

Though Shaw held MacDonald

in the case, the argument of bad 
Precedent wag a perfectly fair one.

A London publisher, with the aid of 
his own cherished ‘‘set’”’ (with which 
he was quite able to get Pittsburgh. 
jand-even Springfield, Mass.), heard 
Mr. Shaw read ‘‘O’Flaherty V. C.” 
He was not only entranced with the 
Shavian diction and delivery—which 
is really admirable—but by the ex- 
tremely agreeable manner in which 
Mr. Shaw sang ‘‘Tipperary.”” He 
said it was a pity Mr. Shaw did not 
sing all the song instead of only one 
ine of it. Previously he had known 
the author of ‘‘The Perfect Wag- 
nerite” only as a musical critic; now 
he was quite prepared to accept him 
even as a musical critic. 

All this was called to Mr. Shaw's 
attention. But again he refused to 
be tangled in a ibject of such 
vast extent. In short, he would not 
talk either about himself as a radic 
artist or about the radio as an in- 
strument for the dissemination of 
Dlays. He did say, however, that it 
was a waste of his time and a mis-- 
application of his energy to write 
anything but plays. There were sub- 
jects now and then upon which, for 
the subject’s sake, he felt bound to 
speak, or was tempted beyond hix 
power of resistance to write. But as 
a@ mere matter of business, that sort 
of thing was, for him, bad business. - 
Playwriting was very much more 
profitable. Very asmilingly and 
urbanely, Mr. Shgw presented him- 
self as a business man—not as an 
apostie or even as a devil’s adyo- 
cate—or disciple. 

The Visitor Dismissed 

He rose and stood with his back 
to the fire. He was very sorry that 
he must catch a train for the coun- 
try.

Per- 
haps both of them will continue to 
work, at least for a time, and ‘both 
will lend a hand at preparing the 
evening meals and washing the 
dishes in the bathtub: In this bright 
light the despised culinary appendix 
is revealed as a friend rather than 
a destroyer of the Manhattan family. 
It serves at least as a point of de- 
parture for the suburbs or for 
cheaper rentals at the end of hour-. 
long rides, where an actual kitchen 
is within the range of reason, and 
where there is air 
and sunlight for 
the children. 

It is hard to be- 
lieve the Pilay-

place for every- 
thing and every- 
thing in its place,” 
the kitchenette 
inspires to superla- 
tive neatness and 
thrift those long 
addicted to sloth- 
ful ways. Grills 
for toasting and 
broiling, plugs for 
coffee pot and stew pan, an invisi- 
ble but adequate oven for baking 
those biscuits long attributed to 
mother, endear this maligned but en- 
ticing compartment to most renters. 

As a first aid to leve’s young 
dream the kitchenette has its uses, 
you'll admit. It is small, but large 
enough for a meal for two. From 
its compact recesses there may even 
emerge food enough for four. John 
and Mary can have a couple to din- 
ner if they choose, bless their hearts, 
and afterward they may put a record 
on the victrola and stage a foursome 
dance. The modern ddfices can be\ 
staged anywhere, within any space, 
at any time, even in a parior-bed- 
room suite. Who could ask for a 
merrier evening? What have the 
Astorbilts got on John and Mary? 

Owen. Meredith was right enough 
when he said that civilized man 
could not live without cooks, but 
civilized man can live without a 
cook in the home. The dear familiar 
picture of baby clinging to mother's 
skirt at the kitchen stove is due for 
a- fade-out, and we are getting a 
close-up of the white-collar restau- 
rant or of two rooms and with with a 
concealed culinary hole in the wall.

Yankee Skippers Who Face the Winter Gales Under Sail Belong to a Stern- and 
Courageous Breed of Native Seamen That Is Fast Dying Out 


A Hard Winter on the Coast—a Dismasted Schooner Picked Up Off Cape Cod. 


staggering under more sail than she 
can bear. He knows that in another 
hour the task of getting it off her— 
already hard enough in all conscience 
—will be an impossibility. 

But somewhere under his lee are 
the wolves, that nest of dour, rocky 
islets that guard .the entrance to 
Fundy, and he knows that, to drift 
down upon them will mean the loss 
of ship, cargo and crew, not to men- 
tion his own life. He must win past 
and gain open sea before he dares to 
shorten sail. And at about this time 
along comes a blast of greater fury 
and the Almighty starts doing it for 
him by the simple and effective 
method of blowing the stout canvas 
out of its bolt ropes and clean away 
across the snow-swept seas a-lee. 

Of course, I do not know that this 
is precisely what happened in the 
case” reported above, but it was 
something of the sort, without doubt, 
for otherwise the ‘‘old man” would 
have taken sail off her in time. I 
‘Nave sailed with his breed Summeér 
ind Winter, and know that when 
hey lose their sails it ig because 
‘hey have been obliged to carry on 
in order to save the ship; or else 
that a sudden freeze has jammed ali 
the blocks with ice so that the hal- 
yards will not run. 

Occasionally a crew simply lies 
down and refuses to face tte work. 
Half drowned and more than half 
frozen, with hands numb and bleed- 
ing from hauling ch stiffened ropes 
that cut to the bone—one can hardly 
blame them! But the fact that their 
own. lives are at stake generally 
serves asa stimulus to duty. 

With the.master it is different. 
When he undertakes a Winter voy- 
age to Nova Scotia he knows what 
he is getting into. The crew may 
hang back and watch ‘‘God A’mighty 
scoff her fores’!,” but for the master 
to do that means a breach of trust. 
He needs those sails to take the ship 
home, and the responsibility of get- 
ting there rests upon him alone.

Larger Than the Clippers 


Nowadays it is the fashion to be- 
moan the sailing ship's extinction. 
What people ashore do not seem to 
know is that vessels like the one 
that put into Yarmouth with her 
sails blown away are actually larger 
than most of our proud clippers oi 
seventy years ago. Also, there are 
probably more of them today unde: 
the American flag than there were 
sailing ships of equivalent tonnage 
in 1850. To be sure, the modern 
vessels are schooner-rigged and car- 
ry crews that would not have made 
a single watch for a California clip- 
per; but they are large seagoing ves- 
sels for all that. A modern four- 
master will carry upward of 1,400 
tons of cargo, and the five and six 
masters 2,500 to 38,000 tons, while 
only a few of the largest clippers 
ever built could load so much. Sail 
has not been swept from the “seas. 
If its death knell is to be sounded it 
will-be to the tune of the oil en- 
gine’s chug and not the steam 
whistle’s blare.

The Bank of Silver. . 

As a fact we are not inclined to 
take that green-ink stamp very seri- 
ously: We do not realize that we 
have arranged a titanic rendezvous. 
Are we not inclined, most of us, to 
suppose that the neighborhood bank 
where we keep our funds, fat or 
slender, is the beginning and end of 
the transaction?’ Wé have given an 
order to pay the fandlérd n certain 
sum, and that is the end of it. It is 
indegd the end of it as far as we are 
voncerned; but that check becomes 
a fragment of the happenings, like a 
fan at a baseball game, or a snow- 
flake in a storm. 

The New York Clearing House is 
at 77 Cedar Street. There you will 
find a dignified structure, with wide 
windows, a mere dwarf among the 
skyscraper office buildirigs around it, 
where there is enacted, almost- un- 
noticed, a daily transaction of ex- 
traordinary efficiency and magzui- 
tude. Not long ago the clearings 
passed by fifty millions any previous 
record. The volume went, in fact, to 
$1,655,000,000. It was a figure 


within a fifth of a billion of all the! 


paper currency then in circulation, 
not merely in New York City but in 
all the United States. 
city in the world, so it was said with 
some pride in Wall Street, had the 
banks on a single day received such 
a total of checks. In London, on 
seven occasions last year, the figure 
ran to the equivalent of a billion 
dollars, but never into the neigh- 
borhood of this record; and London 
is New York’s closest competitor. 

Let us see what has become of 
your rental check, Just before that 
gong sounded, scores of bank mes- 
sengers had entered the Cedar Street 
structure. They entered in pairs, 
and each .couple carried, one at 
either end, a container shaped some- 
what like a suitcase, a wide suit- 
case, open. at the top.

Clearing House, all the checks given 
in town are cleared here; for non- 
member banks send their checks to 
the New York Federal Reserve 
Bunk, or effect their exchanges 
through some other member of the 
house, or clear through a collection 
agency which the house itself main- 
tains for institutions below Fifty- 
ninth Street—an arbitrary line. 

So your check, which your land- 
lord sent by messenger or mail—or 
took in person—to the Bank of Sil- 
ver, is in one of these containers. It 
is the duty of the Bank of Silver to 
collect that money for your landlord; 








Clearing House. So the Federal Re- 
serve act was amended during the 
World War to simplify the process. 

On one side of the long double 
desks ranged in the upper chamber 
of the Clearing House—each desk 
divided into compartments — stand 
the delivery clerks for the banks, 
‘and on the other, the settling clerks. 
The delivery clerks are a small army 
of manoeuvre. They carry to the 
desk occupied by No. 8 (for the 
members are known by numbers, 
not by titles) the checks their banks 
hold against it. In turn the clerks

How the Balance is Made 


When the messengers arrive with 
their paper burdens they present to 
the Clearing House officials a state- 
ment of the total checks they have 
brought. To each bank its total is 
credited. If an error has been made, 
it is certain to appear, and a fine 
will be duly imposed. Against this 
is charged the amount each bank 
owes all the others, which may be 
more or less than the credit. Which- 
ever it may be, it is satisfied through 
Federal Reserve balances. That is 
the present custom; but until 1917 
the settlement was made-in cash; 
and although the cash involved 
amounted to only 5 or 10 per .cent. 
of the clearings, it Was awkward to 
send such sums by messengers from 
bank to bank, or from a bank to the 








desks the checks for which they 
myst have an accounting. The set- 
tling clerks keep books. .

made good the difference of nine 
millions as an every-day matter of 
course, although the nine millions 
might just as readily have been in 
its favor; but it did not deliver nine 
millions in currency; the balance 
against it was settled by means of 
its credit with the Federal Reserve. 
Thus there took place in seven 
minutes a transaction that might 
have required a day or two had each 
bank settled its account with the 
others through messengers. And in 
the process money, as most of us 
think of it, became an almost myth- 
ical thing.- Not a Federal Reserve 
note, not a greenback, not a silver 
dollar changed hands. 


Universal Use of Checks. 


We do more than nine-tenths of 
our business, as a fact, without the 
use..of till money. ‘We pay with 
checks and drafts, and we do it to a 
greater extent than any other coun- 
try, even greater than Engiand,

where banking and the Clearing 
House system are older than “ours. 
France, for instance, uses currency 
at a great rate, although the Gov- 
ernment is making an effort to re- 
move technical obstacles to the use 
of orders to pay instead of bank 
notes. The total bank deposits are 
but two-thirds of the money in cir- 
culation, and cial % but 
little more than half; whereas even 
in England bank deposits are five 
times as great as the - currency, 
specie and commercial advances 
taken together. France wants to re- 
duce the volume of her bank notes, 
and has seen that business goes 
along more smoothly and rapidly 
when “deposit currency,” as the 
economists call it, is employed. 

And we are just learning that the 
movement of deposit currency is a 
fairly accurate barometer of the 
state of business. When banks have 
a heavy turnover it means that the 
markets are active. It is not merely 
in the volume of funds transferred 
but in the number .of checks drawn 
that the observer can feel the coun- 
try’s pulse. So the recent huge vol- 
ume of clearings in New York was a 
fresh indication. of prosperity. 

But bank clearings have their dis- 
advantages, because they are issued 
only periodically for the whole coun- 
try; and then they do not represent 
with entire accuracy the turnover 
of bank business. Within a single 
institution some of the clearing is 
done when checks are drawn by one 
depositor in favor of another depos- 
itor there. Such paper does not go 
to the Clearing House, and a single 
bank in this city has accounted in 
one day for as much as ten millions 
in this way. 

So the Federal Reserve System has 
begun getting weekly reports from 
banks in 141 cities as to their turn- 
over; and Carl Snyder, statistician 
of the New York bank, thinks it the 
most accurate barometer of what is 
happening in commerce and indus- 
try the country has yet found.

dollars; those which have a capital- 
ization of five millions or less pay 
an admission fee of $5,000, and those 
having more pay $7,500.

In 
the meantime, not later than 1 
o’clock, every member bank from 
which a balance is due has met it 
through the Federal Reserve Bank. 
It can meet this balance with gold 
coin if it wishes, or with gold notes, 
or legal tender notes, or Clearing 
House certificates; but as a fact it 
prefers to do the thing through an 
adjustment of its balance. At 1 
o'clock, then, or soon thereafter, 
Mr. Gilpin adjusts the amounts due 
to the creditor banks. 

Meanwhile, at 77 Cedar Street, a 
busy corps of clerks will meet every 
weekday morning, excepting on 
holidays, to exchange a_ million 
checks, more or less, debiting cer- 
tain banks and crediting others, with 
perhaps an error, once in a great 
while, of 30 cents or so. The wheels 
of this huge machine whir with a 
slight puzzihng for perhaps seven 
minutes, perhaps as long as ten, and 
the thing is done.

**From £75,000,000 to £500,000,000 
is staked each year in Great Britain 
with professional bookmakers on 
horse races, football matches, dog 
races, prizéfights, golf tournaments 
and other contests.” That is the 
estimate given in the report of the 
Select Committee of the House of 
Commons appointed to consider the 
imposition of a tax on betting. 

In New York City-‘‘about $3,000,- 
000 is wagered every day the ponies 
start.” That ig the quoted estimate 
In. cal- 
culating the annual amount wag- 
ered, keep in mind the fact if the 
horses are not running at) Jamaica 
or Belmont -Park, or Empire City, 
or Saratoga, they are starting at 
Pimlico, Havre de Grace, Bowie, 
Latonia,. Churchill Downs, New 
Orleans, Tijuana, Havana or 
Juarez. The New York handbook 
man plays them all and his public is 
with him fifty-two weeks of the 
year. Also keep in mind that bets 
are placed in virtually every city 
where telegraphic returns of race 
meetings are received, cigar store 
keepers, newsdealers, barber shops, 
elevator operators and starters in of- 
fice - buildings, waiters in restau- 
rants, acting as bookmakers or 
agents. 

Some- -550,C00,600 francs were 
wagered at Paris race tracks the 
first six months of last year. That 
sum is not an estimate; it is given 
by the official pari-mutuel reports. 
The sum of 329,000,000 lire repre- 
sented the Italian Government’s 
profit from the national lotteries for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1923, 
and 13,238,000 francs, the profits of 
the Monte Carlo gambling tables for 
the 1922-23 season. 

The Prince of Wales loses 92,000 
francs in a single night's baccarat 
play at Deauville; Osborne Wood, 
of “General Leonard Wood, 
picks up more than $800,000 in Wall 
Street, and, according to report, 
drops most of it at a gambling club 
in Paris.

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ECONOMY BAFFLED AT THE WHITE HOUSE 


‘The President Wants 
to Save But Tradi- 
tions Intervene

WASHINGTON. 
CONOMY, more rigid than 
ever before, reigns in the 


White House and faces a hard 
time of it against precedent, 
tradition and required expenditure. 


There is no doubt that President | 


Coolidge is greatly in earnest, not 
only because of his natural saving 
habit, but also on account of his 
strong desire to set an example of 
personal economy as a public official. 
When can the President save and 
where do the obstacles come in? 

In addition to his salary, President 
Coolidge receives an annual allow- 
ance of $25,000 for travel and official 
entertaining. A few weeks ago he 
traveled between Washington and 
Chicago on regular trains instead of 
on the customary Presidential special 
and saved $1,500. At a State dinner 
vecently all dishes on the menu were 
prepared in the White House kitchen 
by servants on the Government pay- 
toll and not, as has benerally been 
the ease, by an outside caterer. 
Perhaps Mr. Coolidge will not travel 
again any long distance by regular 
trains while he is President,.but the 
vhances are that he will not spend 
more than $10,000 of his annual 
allowance, which. leaves $15,000 to 
he returned to the Treasury. 


Budget for Coming Year 


In other matters, however, an 
.conomy régime in the White House 
runs up against obstacles. One bar- 
rier is accepted custom; another is 
tixed appropriations; a third is 
mounting costs. 

in spite of the Coolidge desire for 
simplicity, the White House budget 
for the next fiseal year is larger than 
ever. The appropriation for main- 
tenance, for example, is expected to 
he $110,000; for the current year it 
is $96,600. The new budget for 
police to guard the White House 
and its grounds is $83,000; the for- 
mer item was $55,540. Besides these 
appropriations and the $25,000 travel 
allowance, Congress probably will 
authorize $92,000 for the payroll of 
the Executive offices and $35,000 for 
contingent expenses. 

In round numbers $350,000 is to be 
spent in maintaining the group that 
revolves around the person who lives 
in the house at 1,600 Pennsylvania 
Avenue, all of which is exclusive of 
the President’s $75,000 salary. 

In all, there are sixty-two persons 

—secretaries, office workers, police- 
men, chauffeurs, gardeners and

No statement had come from the 
White House, but the chances are 
the President will not travel again 
on a regular train.

The fact is that it is at Mr. Cool- 
idge’s expense and therefore not a 
matter of public ‘concern. 
The official dinners -given at the 
White House — diplomatic dinners 
Cabinet dinners, dinners ‘to the Ju- 
diciary, and so on—are paid for ou’ 
of what is left of the traveling fun 
appropriation. They are a thing 
quite apart from the White Hous 
routine. Heretofore it has been. th« 
custom to call in a caterer and havc 
him supply these dinners and the 
service that goes with thefn.

Yet it is modest, withal, 
when it is remembered that this is 
the home of the head of the world’s 
richest nation and that here is har- 
bored the Executive. office of the 
‘™man who directs that nation’s af- 
fairs. 

It is likely that Mr. Coolidge will 
find it impossible to reduce the ex- 
penses of the group that revolves 
immediately about him. The present 
budget before Congress raises them 
about $35,000. He is likely to find 
that his -predecessors, being, like 
him, unaccustomed to large estab- 
lishments, have trimmed off all that 
is superfluous—or that Congress has 
done it for them, He is likely to 
find at the White House that, con- 
trary to general belief, the United 
States Government is operated on a 
basis of severe economy. 


Another Bar to Economy 


There is another bar to further 
economy, particularly in the White 
House itself, which is likely to check 
a conscientious New Englander who 
takes his responsibilities seriously.

Witheut a note or a 
moment's hesitation he martials 
elements of the situation as he sees 
it. Being. an Abmassador he cannot.

Houghton’s conclusions.

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WORLD AWAITS TUT-ANKH-AMEN’S SECRETS | 


HE world is soon to know 

what. besid the sleeping 

Tut-ankh-Amen, lies behind 

the heavy doors of that dis- 
tant Luxor death chamber—doors 
closed so dramatically last Feb- 
ruary after a tantalizing glimpse 
of golden splendor. What Is there? 
One archaeologist has suggested that 
King Tut may be found there lit- 
erally ‘‘canned’’ in gold. But who 
knows? 

Since the shovel of Howard Carter, 
digging in the sand along the River 
Nile, uncovered, some two years 
ago, the monogram of a new Pha- 
raoh many conjectures have been 
made as to what lay behind the royal 
seal. To date, two hundred thou- 
sand tons of débris. and sand ~have 
been. removed, disclosing painted 
chests and onyx vases, a faded nose- 
gay and a child's glove. The holy of 
holies, the sarcophagus itself, was 
reached, openeg, and closed again, 
leaving the secret of that three- 
thousand-year-old hiding place still 
intact. Within the sarcophagus was 
a nine-foot gold-embossed box. This 
box is to be opened. when Howard 
Carter, authorized by the Egyptian 
Government, once more lifts the lid 
of the sarcophagus. The world may 
soon know what it has never known 
before—just -how a king of Egypt 
was attired for his ‘‘long journey."’ 


Ruled a Rich Country 


Tut-ankh-Amen was a young king 
when he died; not more than 18, the 
historians say. He reigned when 
Egypt was rich, so it is not unrea- 
sonable to expect, from what is al- 
ready known of the adornment of 
the old Nile rulers, that Tut-ankh- 
Amen will wear the jeweled rings, 
golden crown, necklace, bracelets 
and other ornaments of the magnifi- 
cent Eighteenth Dynasty, a dynasty 
that supplied Egypt with much of 
her best art. Temple embellishment 
was then at its height; so was the 
embellishment of the person. The 
dandies of Thebes drew on the art 
of cunning Eastern craftsmen for 
their ornamentation and the orna- 
mentation of their palaces. 

Much of this ornamentation was 
buried with them when they died. 
Indeed, from what the world has 
seen of archaeological treasure, it 
would appear that the ancient Egyp- 
tians had a practical turn of mind. 
When a comrade died, they buried 
him along with his household gods in 
the same tomb. The things near and 
dear to him in life were, according 
to their reasoning, no less near and 
dear to him in death. His bow and

tomb has been barren of writing. No 
record such as was contained in 
papyri found in -other tombs has 
been thus far discovered. It is 
thought by some archaeologists that 
the coffin may reveal such papers. 
“It is unreasonable to suppose that 
Tut-ankh-Amen was 9 feet tall,” 
said an archaeologist. “One theory 
ia.that there are several boxes inside 
the outer one. What these boxes 
may contain no one can any more 
than surmise.” 

If papyri should be found in these 
-| boxes there is little doubt.they will 

disclose many facts hitherto un- 
known about the reign of Tut-ankh- 
Amen, as well as the reign of his 
father-in-law, the picturesque and 
erratic Akhnaton. Should they prove 
as fruitful as the Hekanakht letters 
unearthed not far from this site a 
few years ago by H. £. Winlock of 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
they would add a valuable link in the 
historic chain being forged by emi- 
nent scholars of Egyptology. The 
landowner Hekanakht chatted most 
informally in letters to members of 
his family about his slaves, crops 
and debts. In fact, many intimate 
passages -in the letters lead the 
reader to believe that the old Egyp- 
tians suffered few inhibitions. 
Ia the case of Tut-ankh-Amen, his 
age would preclude a long period of 
history making. That is, if he is 
proved to be as young as he is now 
thought to be. The modern science 
of X-ray will be used to determine. 
if possible, his exact age, when the 
outer trappings of royalty have been 
removed. 
This year Mr. Carter will again be 
assisted by members of the staff of 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art. 
Ina bulletin just issued by the Mu- 
seum’s Department of Egyptology. 
Albert M. Lythgoe, Curator, says: 
“In assisting Howard Carter in 
the tomb of Tut-ankh-Amen, Ar- 
thur C. Mace was again largely oc- 
cupied, as in the previous years, in 
the study of the evidence presented 
by the material and in its preserva- 
tion, while Harry Burton again car- 
ried out the photographic record of 
the successive stages in the work in 
the tomb, and of -the individual 
objects.

IFTY years ago, on &@ sunny 
afternoon in June, 1875, a 
group of young art students 
met in the old Academy of De- 
sign on Twenty-third Street. They 
had come. in answer to a notice 
posted on the bulletin board the day 
before hinting at interesting dis- 
closures. The bulletin, signed by 
four artists, called for recruits -to 
join a new organization. ne meet- 
ing was a heated one because the 
name suggested for the new society 
was not approved by the majority. 
There were other differences of opin- 
ion to be adjusted. However, before 
‘the conference closed the matter 
was amicably settled and the Art 
Students’ League of New York came 
into existence. Last week the 
league opened its golden jubilee cele- 
bration with a series of ‘entertain- 
ments and exhibitions to be contin- 
ued through the month. 

The road traveled by those daring 
spirits of 1875 was a stormy one for 
several years. They were regarded 
as outlaws by staid Academy mem- 
bers, who vowed the revolutionists 
would never get back to the chaste 
atmosphere of the Academy without 
ample apology. This did not disturb 
the revolutionists, who were bent on 
running their own show. Old heads 
might be wiser, but young heads 
were full of dreams and constructive 
plans. 


When Money Was Scarce 


The ‘‘outlaws’’. rented a studio on 
the top floor of a piano warehouse at 
the southwest corner of Sixteenth 
Street and Fifth Avenue. It was a 
gallery about thirty feet square with 
a skylight (and thereby hangs a 
tale) running the length of it. The 
room was divided by a flinisy par- 
tition, for half the floor was all the 
wielders of brush and crayon could‘ 
afford at first. Money was scarce. 
Here they arranged their classes to 
suit themselves. .They invited the 
instructors they liked—a custom pre- 
vailing in the handsome builting on 
West Fifty-seventh Street, where 
student government is still admin- 
istered. 

Girl students scrubbed floors and 
boy students painted them in the 
first room rented by students for 
students. ‘‘We had no money to 
‘have them scrubbed, so of course we 
had to do it,’ said a woman mem- 
ber of that early class. ‘“‘Most of us 
were trying to earn enough money 
to get an art education. We had to 
count the pennies. Thomas, the 
janitor, was our best friend, for 
there wasn't anything Thomas 

ldn’t and Idn’t do to help us. 
Fat, good-natured and red-cheeked, 
Thomas was a ray of sunshine 
through dark days.*’

able to rent the whole top floor of 
the warehouse. But rainy days were 
trying. The roof was in bad condi- 
tion. The skylight leaked. 

“Our only help from the agent was 
pafis,”’ said a painter who got an 
early soaking. ‘‘During one severe 
storm the dropping water so annoyed 
the sketch class that Joe emptied 
the pails into large cracks in the 
floor. The water ran down on the 
pianos stored below. The skylight 
was repaired immediately.’’ 

Before his murals gave him an 
international reputation Edwin A. 
Abbey used to sketch in the room 
with the leaking skylight. He was 
illustrating for Scribner’s and Har-. 
per's in those days, and, according 
to a fellow-student, ‘‘worked ex- 
tremely hard for small prices.’’ The

ferred to in a letter the artist wrote 
to his friend Will H. Low, the 
painter. This letter appears in the 
excellent book on Abbey’s life, which 
is familiar to all art lovers. 

“The truth is Jimmy Kelly was 
active about that time,’’ writes Ab- 
bey, ‘‘in getting UR, be!

Jimmy Kelly was found last week 
in his home out High Bridge way, 
where, he says, ‘‘there is a view and 
air to breathe."” He was sitting in 
Abbey’s chair, which was sent to 
him after the artist’s death by Mrs. 
Abbey. And there in one corner 
was an early drawing by Abbey of a 
blond giri.in a pink dress. 

“Students like it,’’ said James 
Kelly, the sculptor, rubbing his hand 
affectionately along the smooth 
frame, ‘*because it shows so plainly 
the strok2s of the crayon."’ 

He was, he admitted, the ‘‘Jim- 
my”’ referred to in the letter. In 
early days he and Abbey had had a 
studio together at 35 Union Square. 
And he spoke of his friends Edwin 
Abbey, Winslow Homer, Theodore 
Robinson and ‘other men fa:nous of 
Tater days, and of Joe. 

“Oh, everybody loved Joe. He 
was one of the students always 
about in those days. A gay, golden- 
haired boy. He painted some him- 
self and often posed for the rest of 
us. I remember seeing Thayer's 
portrait of him in the Metropolitan, 
but it was a much older Joe than 
I knew. He was a great hero wor- 
shiper—Joe—and Ellen Terry was 
one of his heroines. She speaks of 
him in her memoirs. Joe was just 
Joe, that’s all. 
him."’ 

The old artist lost himself in the 
memory of those carefree days.

a deep impression on early students. 
A¢écording to James Kelly, Abbey 
always looked when he came to the 
studio as if he were ready for a 
reception. He wore a cutaway coat 
and his white collar and his. cuffs 
were invariably clean. So were-his 
hands. 

**No matter how busy he was there 
was never a spot on him,’’ added 
the sculptor. And then he spoke of 
Winslow Homer, who had a habit 
of opening his studio door just a 
crack when any one rapped and: of 
peering sternly through an inch 
aperture at the intruder. 

“Yes, those first league days were 
pleasant ones,’’ said Mr. Kelly. 
**We were like a big family. .Every- 
body knew everybody else then. 
New York wasn't as big as it is now. 
We used to have our little parties. 
No, they weren't like the parties 
today, nothing stronger than coffee. 
The giris used to bring the cake. 
That was lopg before the Fakirs and 
other social clubs started.’’ 

Photographs of the cake-making 
girls show them with generous coils 
of hair and small waists, large 
sleeves and fiat hats perched high 
on their heads. 


When Success Came 


The new school prospered and 
moved to larger quarters on Four- 
teenth Street just off Fifth Avenue, 
where; sajd a student, ‘we put in 
our own skylight, a vast improve- 
ment over the old leaky one.”’ 
Classes were growing larger now. 
There were more than a_ hundred 
members and some three hundred 
artists used fo come to the various 
classes. For the league then, as 
now, opened its doors to the student 
who wanted a few lessons. There 
was no need of sponsors, examina- 
tions or what not in order to take 
advantage of its offerings. Those 
offerings included the best teachers 
of the day. William P. Chase, fresh 
from Paris triumphs and on the eve 
of greater ones here, came back to 
New York with a long and beautiful 
cape, which greatly delighted the 
feminine members of the class.. “‘He 
tossed it over his shoulder so grace- 
fully,”’ said one of them, “‘when he 
came in to make a criticism.” 
Chase, like several of the other early 
instructors, married a student 
leaguer. 





Though never known as ;. matri- 
monial bureau, the league witnessed 
considerable pairing off among stu- 
dents and teachers. Kényon Cox 
married Louise King; Maria Oakey, 
who achieved the Academy with dis- 
tinction, married Thomas W. Dew- 
ing; Ella Condie,-the painter, mar- 
ried Charlies R. Lamb, theo ,»maker 
of stained glass windows. Jennie 
Brownscombe, Lilian Taylor, daugh- 
ter of Bayard Taylor; - Elizabeth, 
Cheever, Susan Ketchum and Wil- 
helmina Hawley were included 
among the talented group_when the 
league was getting into its. stride. 
And one cannot omit-the handsome 
Miss Hubbard, who was a ‘‘constant 
target for students to aim ut when 
they were supposed to be working 
from the model on the stand.*’ 


Then Came Another Move 


“Helen Hubbard was always a 
drawing card,’’ said an old timer, 
“when it came her turn to pose." 

Then, in 1886, came another move 
to Twenty-third Street and a few 
years later the league went to its 
present home at 215 West Fifty- 
seventh Street. The experiment in 
democracy had worked. Here quar- 
ters were spacious compared to the 
old, cramped ones. There were many 
studios, a cafeteria and other luxu- 
ries. And there was Carrie. Carrie 
was a humanitarian as weil as a 
good cook. Her philosophy was as 
full of truisms as her soup was full 
of vegetables. By turns she chided 
and ‘‘mothered"’ her children, for 
Carrie was a woman of strong will. 
She expected her advice to be fol- 
lowed, not disregarded, when she 
gave it sparingly to her favorites. 

“Oh, Carrie was a great old match- 
maaker,"’. said a member who had 
escaped Carrie's ‘matching’ pro- 
clivities. ‘“There was nothing around 
here that escaped Carrie's watchful 
eye. She was always quick to spot 
any new match abrewing and noth- 
ing detighted her more than to feel 
she had a finger in it. I don’t know 
how many she actually made, but 
I should say she gave innumerable 
ones a pretty lusty shove.’’ 

Also, there was Chris, the janitor, 
who became a judge of pictures and 
gathered a notable collection from 
his many friends among instructors 
and students. There was the model,

sculptors probably than any other 
man who ever posed; the Penettis, 
father and son; “‘Pa’* Mason, . with 
his beard and sea captain poses; 
The Misses Stein of life-class fame. 

The Board of Control composed of 
member students still manayes, as 
it did in the past, all matters of busi- 
ness and questions of polity. Bach 
class administers its-own’ discipline 
and decides upon the inat:uctor it 
wants. There are no rules or en: 
trance requirements; that is, no pe- 
dantic restrictions. Some of the 
instructors ask applicanta’ to bring 
their work and show it before tfiey 
are taken into classes, ; : 

The story is told of a shy and 
blushing girl who brought her 
sketches to Joseph Pennell, the 
etcher, who hides a heart of golc 
behind a gruff bark.

Instructors of the first rank, like 
Pennell, have always been the rule 
at the league. iIt-is not that the 
students love the great men so much, 
but that the great men love the stu- 
dents more.

However 
that may be, the generosity of 
artists’ who have attained fame 
toward student classes is well- 
known. Moreover, the fees paid by 
students are nowhere near commen- 
surate with the value of the artist's 
time, as most people Know. The 
league roster reads -like a “‘Who’s 
Who of Art.’’ It included in the 
old days Walter Shirlaw, C. Y. - 
Tyrner, Carroll Beckwith and Pro- 
fessor Wilmarth, the league's first 
president, Wiliam Sartain, William 
Chase, Kenyon .Cox and St. Gau- 
dens. One recalls the ‘‘Munich’’ 
crowd, the name given to the group 
of men who had studied in that 
school of painting. Later the 
“French’’ crowd brought over new 
Phrases, new manners and new 
brush strokes—bits of technique that 
sometimes lead to hard feelings 
when discussed by opposing art fac- 
tions. Today the league carries on 
its list of teacher-advisers Gifford 
Beal, Charles W. Hawthorne, Joseph 
Pennell, Boardman Kobinson, George 
B. Bridgman and a dozen others,

FRING that Margaret Ful- 
ler, after-due consideration, 
had decided to accept the 
universe, Carlyle remarked, 

“Gad, she’d bettert’’ Those who 
have re-examined the question in 
the light of the new evidence of 
recent years have felt themselves 
under no such compunction. So far 
as the human element of it was con- 
cerned, they have been free to ac- 
cept or reject. And in the retesting 
applied by a good many who. pas- 
sess some qualifications as judges 
the race at large has’*flunked badly. 

We have been catching it from 
right and left, so to speak, For 
among the critics giving us a rather 
low intelligence quotient, as the psy- 
chologists would express it, are both 
conservatives and Socialists, as well 
as: reactionaries in the strict sense 
of that term—that - is, those who 
would have us return, if we could, 
to the eighteenth century or the 
Middle Age. 

Pessimistic Prophecies 

For. example, Nicholas Murray 
Butler and George Bernard Shaw 
both have about given us up. Agree- 
ing in philosophy, niorais and poli- 
tics at as few points as any two 
living men, they unite at least in 
this. Both think it highly probable 
that, considering its present needs, 
the human race possesses an _intel- 
ligence far too feeble to-do it much 





viding. While President Coolidge’ 
assured the American Association 
for the Adv’ancemént of Science that 
the present generation was eager to 
encourage science, Dr. Butier ex- 
pressed the conviction that ‘the ex- 
tensive and intensive study of nat- 
ural science, now carried on over 
more than a full generation, -has 
made no impression whatever upon 
the publi¢ mind."’ 

Mr. Shaw’s despair of mankind, 
presaged in almost everything he 
had written before, became definitive 
in “‘Back to Methuselah.” Having 
for forty years offered himself as po- 
litical tutor to his fellow-citizens, he 
reached the conclusion—as expressed 
through Conrad Barnabas, the biol- 
ogist of the play—that ‘“‘it is now 
absolutely certain that the - political 
and social problems raised by our 
civilization cannot be solved by mere 
human mushrooms who decay and 
die: when they are just beginning to 
have a glimmer of the wisdom and 
knowledge needed for their own 
government.”’ 

The issue is acute because of 
what Mr. Shaw calls ‘‘the diabolical 
efficiency of technical education,” 
which has caused ‘‘powers of de- 
struction that could hardiy without 
uneasinéss he entrusted to infinite 
wisdom &hd infinite benevolence’’ to 
be placed “‘in the hands of romantic 
schoolboy patriots, who, however 
generous by nature, are by education 
1 . dupes, snobs and 





good. The pessimistic prophecies of 
Dean Inge of St. Paul's Cathedral, 
&nown since the war as ‘‘the 
Gloomy Dean,’’ are now rivaled by 
those of the Dean of Columbia Uni- 
versity and the Dean of the Fabian 
Socialists. : 
After asking the question, ‘‘Ce,1 
men learn?” Dr. Butler, in the man- 
ner of cross-word puzzie publishers, 
waited-a few days to give his an- 
swer. It was that the task of edu- 
cation appeared “‘quite hopeless.’’ In 


. Dr. Butler's recent’ utterances: there 


is the bold generalization ‘and - the 
air of assurance that for ‘nearly 
thirty years have made Mr. Shaw’s 


. pronouncements resound in a com- 


munity eager for such intellectual 
thritis ax he tevk great glee in pro- 


sportsmen, to whom fighting is 
a religion and -killing an accom- 
plishment.’* The human mushrooms 
miust live longer, say 300. years at 
least, in which time they may learn 
better. 

In this very svience that. draws 
Mr. Shaw's wrath we have placed a 
bland ‘ and» imnocent faith. . “We 
trust. ourselves to you,’’ said Mr. 
Coolidge to the scientists. “The fu- 
ture. of civilization is well-nigh in 
your hands.” Are we using our coal 
and oil too rapidly? Don’t worry. 
Science will find a better fuel. Are 
our forests disappearing? It’s all 
right. Science will supply some 
substitute. The Germans have lead 





us to believe that nature has made 


nothing that science cannot dupli- 
cate or improve. Even its ‘‘diaboli- 
cal efficiency’’ in annihilation is en- 
compassed* and sublimated by the 
new faith.

We 
still go through the behavior of 
amazement when airplanes circle the 
globe or a physicist tells of splitting 
an atom, but it is largely an auto- 
matic response. ‘We take scientific 
wonders as a matter of course. 
Somebody would have to communi- 
cate with Mars or’ fly to the moon 
and back to give us such a thrill as 
went over the world with the news 
of the invention of the locomotive or 
the telegraph. 

Why shouldn’t science, with its 
ascending series of new and more or 
less useful contrivances, of revela- 
tions in the realm of pure knowil- 
edge, go on indefinitely expanding? 
Why shouldn't what Graham Wallas 
called our social heritage pay divi- 
dends forever? Many take it for 
granted that it will.. J. B. 8. Hal- 
dane, in his essay ‘‘Daedalus,”’ un- 
rolls a future in which science will 
do a variety of new things, from 
providing power and: light almost 
without cost to introducing a method 
of external and painless human re- 
production called ectogenesis, C. H. 
Douglas and A. R. Orage have lately 
expounded for readers of The New 
Age a system of credit. by which 
goods might be sold at less than the 
cost of manufacture, apparently on 
the theory that technical efficiency 
will increase indefinitely so that you 
can capitalize today the inevitable 
economies of tomorrow. es

The American 
Adamses, Brooks and Henry, who in 
their generation maintained the fam- 
ily's distinction, suspected early in 
the present century what Shaw and 
many others point out today. 

In “The Theory of Social Revo- 
lutions’ ‘Brooks Adams found that 
capitalist society had developed such 
excessively specialized types of mind 
that there was ‘unprecedented need 
of the administrative or generalizing 
mind’—that is, one that might off- 
set the ‘‘diabolical efficiency of tech- 
nical education.’’ Henry Adams, 
whose prolonged pursuit of an edu- 
cation was simply an effort to com- 
prehend the’ changed world that 
physical science had brought into 
being, referred ominously in his 
“*Education” to the ‘“‘new avalanche 
of unknown forces * * * which re- 
quired new mental powers to con- 
trol.””. Ralph Adams Cram, who, 
like President Butler, turns with 
nostalgia toward the Middle Age, 
wrote mournfully in 1917 that “'De- 
mocracy -has achieved its perfect 
work and has now reduced all man- 
kind to a dead level of incapacity 
where great leaders are no longer 
either wanted or brought into ex- 
istence."’ : 

Sidney Webb, reading the horo- 
scope for the benefit of the Fabian 
Socicty a year ago, interpreted the 
rise of dictators like Mussolini and 
Primo de Rivera as signifying that 
the ruling classes had lost confidence 
in their superior ability and that 
statesmen Were unequal to their bur- 
dens.

last view of London was in 

1894, when I stopped at 
Boosey’s, in Regent Street,

New Ideas From Overseas 


What things, meanwhile, have 
come in? The motor car,- with its 
humbler relatives, the motor coach 
and the motorcycle; the kodak;. the 
telephone and the electric light; the 
passport; the demon of ‘'Cambio,’’ 
utd the flaunting, unabashed ‘‘hotel 
de luxe." These novelties have quite 
altered travel and have made the re- 
mastery of its general technique a 
necessity for the simple tourist of 
an earlier day. 
whole situation is the present state 
of the little garni at which I put 
up.on my first visit to Paris, in 
1879. For the sake of old associa- 
tion I stepped around from the Place 
Venddme to the Rue Saint Augustin, 
where, at the date mentioned, the 
“Hotel de I'Isle de France’’ led its 
modest career. 

I found it still there, and in the 
same business; but what a change! 
It now sported five or six tiers of 
monogramed awnings, and its door- 
way was flanked with marble signs 
which boasted of electbicity, tele- 
phone, central heating, hot and cold 
water and ‘‘bains’—American no- 
tions all—none of which fine things, 
I assure you, was known there in 
1879, nor common anywhere in the 
French capital. 

Well, now, if a modest. little house 
of the third rank can take such a 
stride, what has been aceomplished 
by those of a higher estate? I must

fact, on the growth of luxury every- 
where,. despite the devastation 
wrought by the past decade of war— 
and of peace. The best that can be 
said of the “Caritons,”’ ‘‘Palaces,’’ 
“Reginas,”” “Edens’’ and ‘‘Excel- 
siors’’ is that their very nomenclature 
serves as a warning to the cautious. 
Thirty years ago the finest hotels 
were quite content to announce them- 
selves as of “le premier ordre’’; now- 
adays “‘lusso,”’ as the Italians call it, 
is flamboyant, flagrant, unabashed 
and unrebuked. Perhaps theworst of- 
fenders are the big establishments on 
the Venetian Lido, which cater to the 
wealthy, idle and luxurious from all 
over the world. Luxury, in fact, is 
the cardinal point in their advertis- 
ing; nowhere more loudly than by 
the waves of the Adriatic do you hear 
the modern version of the old song, 
“Ef you ain’t got no money you 
needn’t come ‘round.’’ 

Then there is the “lusso tax,’’ often 
applied, under the law, to hotels 
where mere comfort is hardly known, 
and the “sojourn tax,’’ and the “‘kur- 
saal tax,’’ and often a municipal tax, 
and always a tax for service. Well, 
quoted terms ure but a mere basis 
for future computations, and the bill, 
covered with Government stamps of 
all denominations, soars far beyond 
‘any figure named or expected. The 
victims are largely Americans, who 
jump after one another, sheeplike, 
along all the great routes. The Old 
World needs the money, and the

Paris a City of Motors 


To dwell on the motor car for a mo- 
ment longer: its worst manifesta- 
tions occur in Paris. There its honk- 
ings and squawkings are incessant, 
though Milan (now approaching a 
population of 700,000) is a mighty 
good second. 

Before leaving the subject of trans- 
portation, I must pause on the ex- 
tension of the underground systems 
in London and Paris, both having

The Paris system is an organized 
work of art, like French. drama, 
french painting or French anything 
else. It has all the logical clarity of 
the Gallic. mind. 

Whereas, London! In comparison, 
its underground system is a dark, 
amorphous jungle — like English 
spelling: the same peculiarities of 
cerebration in both. Everything is 
all right, it may be, for one to the 
manner born, but is confusion worse 
confounded to the intelligent for- 
eigner who would take things on the 
basis of mind cultivated by the prac- 
tice of clean-cut mental processes. 
Still a few more words on trans- 
portation. In the old days, if you 
were minded to go abroad, you just 
went. No special trouble about get- 
ting passage; no botheration about 
passports. Today you buy passage 
four months ahead, without getting 
just what you want; and you stand 
in line, passport in hand, at every 
frontier. 


And now arises the spectre of ex- 
change—‘“‘change,’’ ‘“‘cambio,’’ ‘‘va 
luta.”” One recalls the happy days 
when the franc was at par in 
France, Switzerland and Belgium, 
the lira but slightly lower in Italy 
and the peseta in Spain. Over a 
good part of the Continent one might 
figure five to the dollar—that easy, 
familiar, admirable -computation. 
But now we encounter the widest 
variations from frontier to frontier, 
with plenty of change, too, ftom day 
to day. > 

But all these cunsiderations are 
trivialities, _ frivolities. They pale 
before the one great consideration— 
the altered ,osition of Americans in 
Europe. Here again the Byronic 
“change.” “O wealth and mind- 
stuff’’—as he might have exclaimed 
—“ye are wondrous strong!*’ Thirty 
years ago Americans in Europe were 
secondary, incidental; they filled up 
the chinks on the Continent, and 
were not greatly regarded in Eng- 
land. “On the ocean steamers they 
paid their tips in English gold. In the 
great tourist centres they depended 
chiefly on the travel facilities that 
the English provided: English 
banks, English churches, English 
tourist agencies, English newspa- 
pers. But today! It is enough to 
spend ten minutes in the Place de 
Opéra and look about you. The 
American tourist agencies hold their 
own, and more, against the British. 
American banks and newspapers are 
all about you. Americans, express- 
ing themselves in their own lingo, 
‘swarm on every hand.

When the salutations were over 
and each of the four principal par- 
ticipants had been kissed by the wed- 
ding guests, a hundred strong, they 
started off in a procession, a man 
and a woman, a man and a woman, 
as long as there were men enough to 
go around; then women two by two, 
and finally the-children and old 
women bringing up the rear. All 
that day they went up and down the 
streets of the bourg, always in for- 
mal pr si Occasi Ily they 
stopped to call upon friends or to 
swallow a giass of beer at one of the 
many cafés, and sometimes they 
stopped to dance on the open ground 
above the harbor.

ABITATIONS make a city and 
not inhabitants. Else a 
camp were a city. And 
the heart-beat of a city is 
best felt when its inhabitants—the 
ephemeral lot of them who swarm 
in the streets about their little busi- 
ness of the hour—are invisible. _In 
short, and paradoxically, the only 
way to know a peopled town of 
men and women and children for 
what it truly stands for is to know 
the bricks and mortar of the town, 
to be familiar with its streets at 
night when they are empty of people. 
Then the bricks and mortar and 
more ancient stone speak for all the 

people that have builded the hoa 
of the city and lived in the houses 
and trod. the paved ways between 
the houses. And the barred doors 
and shuttered windows enclose all 
the people who have had their hab- 
itation in those houses and all the 
houses that in the accumulating 
generations of the city have stood 
where now those houbes stand. For 
a city lives not in the scurry and 
skelter of its living inhabitants, but 
in the solemn processional of ‘the 

ghosts of all its dead. 


Names That Work Magic 


That this is so you may feel more 
poignantly in ancient cities, in the 
old. and crooked streets of such 
cities, in London in the streets along 
the Fleet (that is a street which 
once was a river) or the streets 
reaching up from the Thames into 
what Londoners call The City. Or 
in Paris along the Quais beside the 
Seine in the Isles of La Cité and St. 
Louis, and in the narrow ways that 
weave a tangled web to right and 
left of that haunted river for the 
stranger to get infallibly lost in.

a little history can doit. New York, 
with so short a past. by comparison, 
has streets and quarters that work 
their night- magic of emptiness. 
That magic is equally remote from 
New York's night life. The Great 
White Way is the same street over 
which Trinity Church broods in its 
well deep. sunk among the new steel 
towers of commerce. There the 
dead of the younger city sleep still 
when the living who work above 
them forty layers high have been 
shuttled under the ground and under 
the rivers to their briefer slumbers. 
There,.in the night, one feels the 
heart-beat of New York as never at 
any hour in the roar of the Forties 
and their giare. 

Just as surely one may feel that

George Bellows in Art 


Impossible as it may be to say 
what the future has missed by the 
early~ death of. George Bellows, it 
probably will be hardly less impossi- 
ble when the future has become the 
present, and much of what now 
seems to us. permanent and salient 
shalt have dropped into the merged 
background of memory and associa- 
tion which presses closely upon every 
experienced observer. 

Perhaps Bellows more than- most 
artists was at the moment of middle 
life still in the making, and this is 
the more remarkable that he began 
so young to make himself precisely 
what he wanted to be. He gave his 
own account of it in the Century 
Magazine a year or so ago. He told 
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of his indulging in his earliest child- 
hood -his two Sunday ‘‘freedoms,"’ 
freedom to read. and freedom - to: 


.er. read aloud to him. 
kindergarten, he found himself ‘‘re- 
ceiving « certain. special position 
amounting almost to deference.’" He 
was *‘the artist’’' And he contin- 
ues: ‘This tickled’ me_to death, and 
may have had—I. have. always 
thought did have—an immense -in- 
finence in deciding the course of my 
ideas. 1 intended to retain this def- 
evence and thus settled the career 
question early indeed.’’ 


* Clarity and Direct Appeal 


Despite the whimsicality of this 
Jittle account, it contains, no doubl, 
plenty of truth.

The proper way to hunt 
ambergris in London is to take a bus 
to the City. Hunting ambergris by 
bus, is, after all, about as. profitable! 
as hunting it by ship. You may 
cruise about the streets of London 
on the top of a bus for fifty. years 
without ever finding it. And there 
sre old skippers in the whaling 
trade, with faces ‘ike overdone 
steaks and teeth like ivory, who 
have cruised about the seas for fifty 
years, filling up with sperm oil but 
never taking ambergris. I took a 
bus to a little street in the City 
where tea, rubber, varnish and other 
tiysteries are dealt in. There is no 
need to advertise the office for which 
I was bound by naming it; if it 
interests you, you will find that it 
advertises ambergris in the perfum- 
ery trade papers. As soon as Y en- 
tered its: door I found myself in a 
perfumed presence. There was 
nothing to see except high partitions 
which fenced off the door from the 
rest ot the office, but I could. feel 
the perfume which drenched the 
Place as it moved about me. H was 
like strong honey, with a trace of 
violets in it; it was sweet and sen- 
suous, yet it contrived to remain free 
from any cloying quality. Possibly 
it was a tang of ocean air in it 
which made it agreeab:y- light and 
persuasive.

collision with etiquette yielded only 
a whiff and a memory, one or two 
details may be set down here which 
were gathered elsewhere. Late in 
July a wooden box, about two feet 
in each dimension and -heavily in- 
sured, came down from the Hebrides, 
consigned to a London broker. It 
was lodged in the vaults of a Lon- 
don bank and the broker to whom 
it was consigned went to see the 
purchasing firm. at which I called.

‘The box itself‘ was of wood lined 
with tin and the packing consisted 
of paper and buriap, ali of 1t heavily 
soaked with moisture. Inside the 
packing was a single lump of wet 
blackish substance which the buyer 
decided at once was undoubtedly 
ambergris. That was_as far as they 
got that afternoon, for the stench 
generated by. the salt water and ani- 
mal matter on it made further ex- 
amination impossible. 


How Lump Was Examined 


As soon as it had dried out (a nat- 
ural drying out is the only curative 
process which crude ambergris un- 
dergoe3) the examination was re- 
sumed. The lump was then in mar- 
ketable condition, it. was dry and

wholesaler (in the case of tests for 
durability of perfume these some-

Final selection depends entirely on 
the perfumer’s own taste and on the 
bouquet which he, desires to blend. 
In the perfumer’s hands (or, in the 
case of cheaper perfumes, in the 
wholesaier’s factory) the ambergris 
is usually prepared for use by crush- 
ing it with sand and dissolving smal! 
amounts in. alcohol, usually at the 
tate of four ounces to a gallon of 
alcohol. ‘1ae tincture which results 
is then used in minute amounts as a 
“fixer,”’ i. e., to give. homogeneity 
and permanency to the ingredients 
of artificial perfumes.

Adventure in Getting a Whiff of Most Valuable 
— Ever Brought to the City

corded find. dates back to 1693, 
when the Dutch East India Com- 
Ppan¥ bought a 182-pound himp from 
the King of Tydore for 11,000 
thalers. One of the Grand Dukes 
of Tuscany is said to have offered 
50,000 crowns for it, but with what 
suecéss the records omit to say. 

The first. American find to be re- 
corded dates back to 1782; when an 
unnamed American whaler found 
what is said to have been a 130- 
pound lump about 150 miles south- - 
west ‘of the Windward Islands; it 
brought only $2,500 and its weight 
is usually supposed to have been 


House of Commons in 1791. that “he 
had brought home twenty-five 
Pounds, taken from an emaciated 
whale off the Guinea coast, and had 
sold it for $1,765 for export to Tur- 
key, France and Germany. The 
bark Sea Fox of New Bedford took 
150 pounds from a thirty-barrel 
whale off the east coast of Arabia 
in 1866 and sold it to the 
Arabs of Zanzibar for 
$10,000 -gold.. The . year

for the rest of their lives. They sent 
the. tub ashore in Unalaska under 
heavy guard. to have its contents 
analyzed and sold; and throughout 
the day during which they had to - 
wait for the assayers’ report they re- 
mained very calm.

attorney a group of women’s or- 
ganizations in a fight for a change 
in California's civit law relating to 
women’s property rights. 

One of the most interesting phases 
of her public experience is that she 
has recently had an opportunity to 
crown the arguments she once made 
before the upper and lower houses 
of the Legislature on behalf of 
women’s property rights. In De- 
cember, "1923, the Secretary of the 
Treasury asked for an opinicn as to 
whether the wife had an interest 
im community property in Califor- 
nia. Mrs. Willebrandt decided for 
the women of California—not upon 
sentiment. but because of statutes 
and the decisions of Federal courts. 
it meant, in loss of inheritance tax, 
many millions of dollars to the 
Treasury Department. Her opinion 
was rendered just before Attorney 
General Daugherty left office. When 
Attorney Generali Stone took office 
the Secretary of the Treasury asked 
him to reverse Mrs. Willebrandt. He 
recalied the opinion for study. Many 
experts reviewed it. and Mr. Stone 
himself studied it carefully. Finally 
in November last he reissued and 
affirmed the-opinion. The decision 
is said to involve $200,000,000. It 
represents a victory for the citizens 
of California and is a legal vindica- 
tion of the position Mrs, Willebrandt 
took eight years ago before the bar 
and Legislature of her State. 

Mrs. Willebrandt made such a good 
impression as a lawyer in California 
that Judges and other public offi- 
cers of that State recommended her 
for appointment as Assistant Attor- 


She succeeded another Culifornia 


| woman, Mrs. Annette Adams, who 


served during the latter part of the 
Wilson régime. It is stated that 
when Attorney General Dangherty 
told her he was going to recommend 
her for the post Mrs. Willebrandt 
said to him:

fo the Dramatic. Editor: 


It looks as though ‘the thing America 
wants would- get’ done first in the the- 
atre. The thing America wants is actu- 
ally quite ficfinite. It has been called 
the “bien <fait,’’ the, “‘smart’ and the 
miniature. Paul Manship discovered it 
in. sculpture; while huge .civic figures 
were being chiseled into monuments 
Manship. wes. turning out. something 
something you could get your 
hand around—emart,. but quite gentle 
within its outline; but. obviously limited 
to one’ piece, its own piece of marble. 
The. theatre is just com to the samé 
situation, and by its_elements the the- 
atre should fill in the expectation of 
America. quite astonishingly.

These sixty-seven paid a total tax 
of 48 million @olars—a milion dollars 
more than was paid hy the five* million 
taxpayers whose incomes were leas than 
&3,000. 

hese revelations about our riches are 
te be found in two Government docu- 
Ments both issued within the last week. 
In these documents millfons and billions 
of dollars are tossed from one column 
to another as lightly and with no more 

-gpparent effort. than that with which a 
postal clerk” flips. letters .tnto mail 
pouches yawning in front of him. Un- 
emotionally and minutely, the clear but 
closely packed type of these publications 
from the Government Printing Office 
at Washington discloses the financial 
history of the United States for the year 
“1922, 

One of thesé pamphlets contained esti- 
mates by the Bureau of the Census as 
to the national wealth in 1922—it must 
be remembered that. these are neces- 
sarily estimates—and the other displayed 
page after page of statistics from the 
Bureau of Intetnal Revenue based upon 
“Mincome tax returns for the same year. 
“Although they are _ now nearly three 
years old, the figutes Bre the most com- 
plete and up-to-date of their kind. It 
takes more than 4 glance through check 
‘book stubs or ¢yeh scratching through 
the complications ofan income. tax re- 
turn for-Uncle Sam: t® find:

* Wor one thing he discovers that Plutus 
geems to have been capering with his 
éGornucopia :all-over this fair land. in 
the decadé from 1912. to 1922.. In ‘terms 
of doliars ‘our wealth increased: by 
nearly three-fourths during that time. 
‘But the dollar today. will buy only about 
half what it bought in 1912, so that the 
gain in the national affluence, as 
measured in goods rather than money, 
was nearer 75 than 140 billions, even 
if the census figures are accepted. The 
smaller figure is not to be sneezed -at, 
of course. On that basis, allowing for 
inflation, we acquired in ten years thrice 
the total wealth of Japan. 


Machinery, the Magician. 


Midas would be a piker in this day 
and time. He might have been able to 
buy the August Belmont racing stable, 
but it is doubtful whether he could have 
maintained it, unless he took it off to 
Phrygia, where it could be no fun for 
him. Croesus would cast but a sickly 
shadé@w in the effulgente of Henry Ford, 
who in fifteen years amassed a fortune 
of a billion dollars, not by conquest of 
arms but with machinery. Mr, Ford 
could buy and sell the Lydians and all 
the tribes they conquered out, of his 
cash balance, probably, without having 
to mortgage the River Rouge plant. The 
Lydians knew next to nothing about 
machinery, and it is machinery, mainly, 
which has made America fabulously 
rich. 

But if the fabled wealth of the an- 
clénts descends into insignificance com- 
pared with Henry Ford’s actual posses- 
sions, the riches of the automobile 
manufacturer are as nothing when our 
ational wealth is taken into account. 
This may be a. comforting thought to 
those who fear that he might be able 
to buy up most of the, United States. 
Mr. Ford’s reputed billion couldn’t buy 
oné-quarter of our automobiles. To own 
the telephone system. he would have to 
ecraich up 700,000,000 aduitional dollars. 
About all that he coula do, provided 
he struck’ a hard bargain, would be to 
‘uy up all the pipe lines and Pullman 
cars and other privately Owned railroad 
cars. And that would leave the rest 
of the country $319,803,000,000 worth of 
property. 

In the decade beginning in 1912 our 
annual national income increased from 
thirty-four to. fifty billions, our ,.aggre- 
gate savings bank deposits from six to 
xourteen billions, our national bank de- 
posits from six to seventeen billions—al 
‘this, mind you, while our population was 
increasing by only fourteen millions. 
These figures are the estimates, not of 
the Census Bureau, but of Julius H. 
Barnes, who made them last year while 
he was President of the National Cham- 
ber of Commerce. The mere increase in 
our savings deposits was one-fourth 
greater than the total estimated wealth 
of Sweden.

And although land itself 
has forged steadily ahead, agricultural 
products were at about the same figure 
that they were ten years before, 
Industry’s Remarkable Growth, 


On the other hand, industry shows a 
phenomenal growth,: exceeding even the 
remarkable increase in our total national 
wealth. Manufacturing equipment, ma- 
chinery and tools acquired an increase 
of 159 per cent. inten years, Manu- 
factured products also displayed height- 
ened value at a rate in excess of the 
72 per cent. increase in total national 
wealth, One new item, a matter of 
$4,500,000,000, appears in the 1922 column 
for which there was no estimate in 
i912. This represents motor vehicles. 

But probably most significant of all 
as to the nation’s increased. wealth and 
higher standard of living is the personal 
property item in‘ the Census Bureau’s 
tabulation. It shows an increase of 212 
per cent. over 1912 and it may ‘be taken 
to mean that the people of this country 
have more than doubled the value of 
their household goods, clothing and 


welry.

Income Fquals Ilinois’s Wealth. 


The net taxable incomes of this 6 per 
cent. amounted to $21,000,000,000 in 1922. 
This is $2,000,000,000 less than the esti- 
mated value of our railroads. It ap- 
proximates the Census; Bureau’s esti- 
mate for the taxable wealth of all the 
New England States or..of Illinois. . It 
is about 6% per cent. of the estimated 
national. wealth. There is no telling 
what this percentage would be if to it 
were added incomes from tax exempt 
securities, other deductions, corporation 
earnings and the earnings of those not 
required to file tax returns. 

Five million people told the Govern-

Nor is this all. Sixty-seven individuals 
reported incomes of $1,000,000 or over.

paid $1,000,000 more in income - taxes 
than did the five million taxpayers 
whose incomes were under $3,000. 

Analysis of the reports of the million- 
aire income class shows that the United 
States is still a land where fortu are 
made and lost quickly. Of the six 
seven who reported incomes of a mill 
or over, two were in >the $5,000 a. year 
class in 1916. Three of them were ‘in it 
even in 1921, when as many as twenty- 
eight of the 1922 million dollar income 
recipients reported incomes of under 
$300,000.. Only fourteen of them reported 
million dollar incomes in 1920 and 1921, 
although. thirty of them were in that 
class as far back as the year 1916—all 
of which indicates the lightning rapidity 
of winning, losing “and gaining once 
more huge incomes.

F Henry Ford built only a half dozen 
automobiles a year in a small con- 
struction yard with only a few 
dozen workmen, instead of .almost 
two million a year, in the largest 

and most highly organized factories in 
the world, how much would the Ford 
car. cost? Arid, suppose again, that, in- 
stead of twenty or thirty large concerns 
manufacturing automobiles by the mil- 
lion or even thousand, there were twenty 
or thirty thousand smail manufacturers 
who turned out only a_handful of cars a 
year apiece? What would be the result? 
The cost of production would be so great 
that only the wealthiest people could 


' afford to buy Cars, the great nine-tenths 


of the population would go without 
them, and only the manufacturer of the 
high-priced types could stay in business. 
* The ‘idea is ludicrous, of course. Amer- 
ican ingenuity and imagination would 
never tolerate a system of automobile 


’ production so wasteful and extravagant. 


Yet that is precisely the way we manu- 
facture houses. And houses are not a 
mere cohvenience tké the automobile 


: but one of the first essentials of life. 


‘What would happen -with dutomobiles 
under such circumstances has actually 
happened with houses, and the result is 
“the housing problem.’’ Of course, large- 
scale standarized production wotld never 
be applied to the most expensive types 
any more. than it. is .to 
automobiles or anything else. But for 


. the low-priced article in great demand 


the !building industry) is still in the 
handicraft stage of; organization; houses 
are «manufactured by the unit and not 
by the block or the “quare -mile,: and 
are built by tens of thousandsof indl- 
vidual. contractors ‘and small real estate 
operators. 

: Demand Exceeds the Supply. 

The  immétise “ Wastes of this’ old- 
fashioned method of production, coupled 
with the rise~ of costs in labor and 
material, have made it unprofitable te 
put up houses in which workingmen 
can afford to live. And, since building 
manufacturers, like other business men, 
aré in business for profit and not for 
public service “at a loss, the inevitable 
has happened. High-priced houses for 
the wealthy crop up like mushrooms— 
along Park Avenue, on upper Fifth 
Avenue, and west of Central Park. 
But new housing for the great majority 


‘ has become almost a minus quantity. 
There are not enough low-priced houses 


and apartments being built to meet the 
tremendous working-class demand, and 
those houses in which the workers are 
compelled to live cost them More than 
they can afford. 

Only a little over a year ago the New 
York State , Housing Commission _re- 
ported to Governor Smith that ‘‘the 
housing emergency atill exists,’’ and it 
was on the basis of its report that the 


* emergency rent laws were continued in 


force for another two years. ‘‘In spite 
of the large number of dwellings con- 
structed .during the past two years,” 
said the commission, ‘‘tenants.are in no 
bette? position today than they were 
in 1920 to bargain with landlords. Rents 
have risen continuously and congestion 
has increased. Families are being forced 
into poorer and smaller quarters, They 
@re obliged to double up. The dilapi- 
dated, unsanitary old houses which were 
considered uninhabitablé in 1920 are now 
fully occupied and overcrowded. The 
conditions of upxeep and repair have 
grown steadily worse.’’ 

Just before it made its report'to the 
Governor the Real Estate Board of New 
York City submitted a brief to the com- 
mission in which the board argued that 
the housing emergency no longer existed 
“with respect to the higher rental dwell- 
ings,’’ admitting that it did exist in the 
case of houses for the working people. 
A sufficient number of new houses had 
been built to satisfy the demands of the 
wealthy and even to create a small sur- 
plus. But low-priced dwellings—in spite 
of the tax exemption law—had not ma- 
terlalized. The reason is plain: they 
would not pay sufficiently, under pres- 
ent building methods, and no one. can 
force an investor to put his money into 
a — proposition. 

Rents and Incomes. 

But how about the blocks after blocks 
of new flats and apartments in the 
Bronx and Brownsville and outlying sec- 
tions of Queens? From the looks of 
them it would be natural to conclude 
that they are just the sort of low-priced 
weuses which would fill the need of the 
‘wage earner. The commission has given 
the answer in a sheaf of statistics in- 
cluded in its report to Governor Smith. 
It is a short one: they are not low- 


. pticed—compared with the income of the 


workingman. 

_.The commission’s investigations showed 
“that jthe wage earner’s family must keep 
its expenditure for rent down to 20 per 
cent. of its total income, Figures com- 
piled by the commission showed that 69 
per cent. of all the families living in 


_Greater New York had an annual income 


under $2,500. Assuming. the correctness 
of these calculations, it follows that 69 
per cent. of the families. in New York 
cannot afford to pay more than $500 a 
year for their housing accommodations. 
A survey of the cheapest kind of dywell- 
ing house construction ‘since the. tax

Out of some 2,000,000 such: houses in and 
around the city, the associztion conclud- 
ed that there were only about 372 for 
rent. 

If: conditions. are bad -in the. United 
States, they are worse in Europe. In 
England and on-the Continent private 
capital has practically withdrawn from 
the field of low-priced housing. ~The 
movement began. hefore the war and 
has been greatly. accelerated since. The 

use there is the same as here: low- 
priced housing does not pay—and this in 
spite of the fact that wages of building 
trades labor abroad have gone down 
since the war, while here they have re- 
mained at‘the wartime peak, or, in some 
cases, even above it. The International 
Labor Office of the League.of Nations 
has recently issued a survey of housing 
conditions abroad. ‘‘Before the war,"’ it 
states, ‘houses were for the most part 
built by private capital, Building of 
this kind has, however, practically 
ceased, and some substitute has had to 
be found.’”’ That substitute in Europe 
‘has been the State... European Govern- 
ments have gone info the financing and 
the building of houses to an extent which 
is amazing to the American who lcoks 
with suspicion on any extension of State 
activity or interference in matters eco- 
nomic, 

As long ago ag 1909 the British Gov- 
ernment permitted philanthropic, _coop- 
erative and workingmen’ s bodies to bor- 
Tow,. either, 5 Pa , through, the. mu- 
nicipality, en ‘sum from the. Tfa- 
tional Treasury to* make up two-thirds 
of the value. of land and pnildings where 
construction was undertaken. The in- 
terest rate was put as low as 3% per 
cent. .Ten years later, loan facilities 
were increased. and the. Housing. act of 
1923 allowed a fixed subsidy of £6 a year 
per house te local authorities for. twenty 
years, a flat subsidy to private builders 
and a. 50 per cent. subsidy on all slum. 
clearance schemes. 

In spite of these measures of help, 
real estate men returning from England 
report a shortage of a million houses 
in England today. To meet the crisis 
the Labor Government put through a 
drastic housing measure last Summer 
which aimed at the construction of 
2,000,000 working-class houses during 
the next fifteen years. The subsidies 
allowed’ in the 1923 Measure were con- 
tinued and increased to £9 a year 
for forty years in the case of house- 
ing undertaken before 1939 by munici- 
palities. or limited dividend companies 
and societies. In the case of houses in 
rural sections the subsidy is as high as 
£12 10 shillings. The total cost to the 
Government of this program is _esti- 
mated at about $5,000,000,000 to be dis- 
tributed over forty years. 


Cities as Landlords. 


Cities in England and other European 
countries have the power to condema 
land for housing operations and actually 
to build and rent out dwellings directly 
to the people. These powers, which 
American cities do not possess, hava 
been widely exercised in. Great Britain 
and.on the Continent. As long as 
eighteen years ago the City of London 
condemned about 2,000 acres of slums 
right in the centre of the. town from 
High- Holborn to the Strand. In the 
place of squalid, run-down houses, an 
entirely new development of up-to-date 
buildings - has arisen—including . Bush 
i built by Irving T. Bush of New 
York—on land which is now owned by 
the _municipality and rented to the 
users. 

Belgium had a State building loan law 
as far back as-1889 and has now as ad- 
vanced legislation on its statute books 
as England has. Germany, France and 
Italy -have met the situation in’ much 
the same way—loans: to. municipalities, 
building: associations and private - build- 
ers and direct housing operations by 
local authorities. Holland, as long ago 
as 1901, permitted loans to housing so- 
cieties up to 100 per cent. of the cost 
of the houses they erected, and now 
has put intd effect the radical expedient 
of basing the rent on the tenant's ability 
to pay it. The Government. since 1919 
has paid a subsidy to cities and associa- 
tions equal to the difference between 
what the worker can afford in rent and 
the amount which would adequately 
finance the property. Rents are fixed 
on the basis of one-sixth or one-seventh 
of the income of the tenant, The City 
of Amsterdam has itself. erected \about 
5,000 houses which it rents to its citizens 
under the provisions of this law. ‘, 


Quantity Production Needed. 


Nothing like this has been done in the 
United States, nor is it likely to be for 
some time to come.. The abhorrence 
of Americans for paternalism in every 
form will prevent the use of so direct 
and drastic a solution of the. problem 
except. as a last resort. But the issue 
will have to be met in oné way or: an- 
other. On that all authorities are 
agreed, 

The prophet of the quantity solution 
for: the housing problem and . the man 
who has done the most to. prove his 
gospel by good works is. Andrew J, 
Thomas, a New York architect, who has 
already put the impress of his: personal- 
ityon the biggest house-building schemes 
undertaken in and “around New York.

Would Abolish the Slum. 


Mr. -Thomas’s. great - dream is ~ the 
abolition of the slum. The Metropolitan 
and other housing developments of the 
past few years have been flank move- 
ments against the slum. They ‘have 
been erected, not in: the crowded sec- 
tions of the city, but in the outlying 
districts where land is cheap. Their aim 
has been, not to replace the slum, but 
to furnish an attractive substitute; to 
lure the tenement house dweller from 
his accustomed haunts-. Mr. Thomas 
believes in a frontal attack on the slum 
in its own territory. 

Now comes a proposal more to his 
liking—a unique and arresting one. Four 
pf the leading labor unions in the city 
—the pioneering needle trades group— 
are planning to go into housing on a 
large scale for the benefit of their own 
members. The Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers, the International Ladies’ Gar- 
ment Workers, the Furriers and the 
Cap Makers unions- have announced 
their intention spend $1,000,000 on a 
block of model\apartment houses as 
part of a-general housing scheme to be 
developed on a far larger scale if the 
first experiment. is successful. Back of 
the venture will stand the two union 
banks, the Amalgamated and the Inter- 
national, which have grown in less than 
three years’ time into institutiofis which 
count their resources in the millions. 

“Our people recognize the importance 
of proper homes,’’ says Abraham Baroff, 
Secretary of the International Ladies’ 
Garment Workers Union and‘ a.member 
of/its_housing-~committee. “‘They suf- 
fer probably. more than any other single 
group from. the slum -evil and high 
rents.” 

The joint committee of the four unions 
and the banks has naturally turned to

He has taken 
as the typical problem to be solved four 
of the worst and most crowded blocks 
on the lower east side—bounded’ by 
Grand Street on the south, Delancey on 
the north, Chrystie on the east and 
Eldridge on the -west, with Broome and 
Forsythe cutting across in the centre 
each way. Some 1,003 families live in 
this section now in 3,399 rooms, and 
there: are 232 stores. The buildings oc- 
cupy 81 percent. of the land area—ll 
per cent. more than the law allows. 
Rents at present in those buildings run 
about $10/a room, including -heat. 

Mg. Thomas believes, ‘andhe has a for- 
midable battery of statistics to support 
him, that the land could be bought and 
new houses put on-it like the Metropoli- 
tan Life buildings in Queens, which 
would cover 80 per cent. less ground 
than the present structures, and yet 
house more’ families in more rooms, give

They would pro- 
ducé, he calculates, 6 per cent. on the 
capital invested and the debt could be 
‘wiped out at the end of thirty-seven 
years. Big : 
Type Of Proposed Houses. 


What sort of buildings these would 
be can be seen from, the Metropolitan 
development, already built and operat- 
ing, which Mr. Thomas has used as the 
basis of his calculation. There are fifty- 
four houses, all. located in Queens; twen- 
ty-elght on. three blocks near the Bliss 
Street station of the Interborough sub- 
way line; sixteen more, covering an en- 
tire block, are in Astoria, near the Dit- 
mars Avenue station of the I. R. T. and 
B. M. T. lines, and ten more on two 
blocks near the. Woodside station. They 
are all substantial, néat-looking build- 
ings built in U-shaped, five-story units, 
six ona square block. Between each 
unit there is a space of twenty feet 
leading from the street into the central 
garden space to give light and air. The 
garden space itself is thirty-six féet 
wide, running the length of the block 
and planted with ,trees and shrubs.

Every room has a window and every 
window has plenty of air—a majority of 
them even sunshine. 

All the houses except eight are ar- 
ranged in three, four and five room 
apartments with a dining alcove and a 

throom and all the modern conve- 
niences; steam heat, electric light, hot 
water and gas for cooking. Heat and 
hot water, as well as janitor service, 
are furnished free of charge. In view 
of the terrible death toll which has been 
taken this Winter by fires in the old 
style tenement houses, the protection 
against snch disasters in the Metropoli- 


:}tan houses is particularly interesting.

How It Was Done. 


Large scale production, plus the high- 
est grade of engineering and architec- 
tural skill, which eliminates every 
square inch of waste space and unneces- 
sary material, is the secret of this 
miracle of comfort and low cost. -H. C. 
Irons, the general contractor of the 
Metropolitan develcpment, tells an. in- 
teresting story of how it is performed. 
Qn the one item of’front brick alone 
he eaved about $140,000 because he 
bought in quantities of 14,000,000, and 
could import. it from Holland at from 
$8 to $10 per thousand less than Amer- 
ican prices. A large lot of rough brick 
was brought over from Belgium and 
some lots purchased here—32Z,000,000 al- 
together. ‘ Rough lumber of unusually 
g00d quality already cut to fit+5,600,000 
feet of it—was purchased on the Pacific 
Coast, brought’on steamers through the 
Panama Canal, and landed only a few 
blocks from where the houses were built. 
Some. 1,400,000 square feet of flooring 
was purchased in bulk in the Middle 
West and shipped in train-load ots. 
Doors and trim came from. Kentucky at: 
a great saving over the price In New 
York In small lots. 

When Mr. Irons signed the contract 
for this work he‘ agreed to give the 
Metropolitan the advantage of any sav- 
ings he could effect in the costs. When 
the fina] bills were in he found that 
he had pared off somewhere” between 
$50,000 and’ $100,000 from his original 
figure. Such is thé magic of quantity 
production. . 

It is not only in the brick and lumber 
that ‘ quantity ‘counts. - Everything else 
in the Metropolitan development : was 
bought on the same scale. Some 10,000,- 
000 laths were) used, 600,000. square yards 
of plastering, 235,000 square feet of glass 
and 92,500 gallons ‘of paint. ‘The hard- 
ware-and plumbing were ‘enough. to.keep 
an entire factory going for some. time: 
116,000: pieces of “hardware, 14,000 -light- 
ing fixtures, 10,575 plumbing appliances: 
and 4,627 radiators wént into the houses, 

Besides the savings in materials there 
was a big cut in the! overhead, in the 
architectural -and engineering fees and 
in the purchase of’ land, ‘because of the 
magnitude and concentration of the -un- 
dertaking.

GIANT MACHINES DEEPEN CHANNELS: 


E famous explosion at Hell Gate a 

generation ago, to open ‘the Hast 

River channel, accomplished but a 
trifle of the work now in:progress te-im- 
prove the channels about New York. The 
spectacular blast which was touched off 
in 1885 ignited 282,730 pounds of powder. 
In carrying on the present excavations 
there. has been used already: more than 
twice this weight of a much more power- 
ful explosive, The blasting in progress 
daily is. being done piecemeal with a 
skill . unknown to earlier engineers, 
These operations.are merely a detail of 
an elaborate scheme for harbor improve- 
ment, which will entail a total expendi- 
ture of $30,000,000, . 

The rocky bed-of the Bast River is 
being disintegrated steadily. by thous- 
ands of explosions, set. off regularly at 
the. rate’ of four every day. Extreme 
care. is taken to prevent any. damage’ to 
surrounding property. . The effect “of 
each... blast is carefully” Measured by 
means of delicate seismographs, plated 
at various points-along -either ‘side of 
the river.

The ordinary speculative builder has te 
pay anywhere from 7 to 10 per cent. for 
his capital because of ‘bonus payments 
and lack of security and standing. But 
a big development backed by a substan- 
tial concern can usually be swung at a 
6 per cent. rate. Real estate experts 
figure that for every 1 per cent. reduc- 
tion in the interest rate, a reduction of 
from 80 cents to $1 a room a month can 
be made. 

The Metropolitan’s ieebdsaiien: 

The Metropolitan went into the housing 
venture as an object lesson as well as a 
contribution’ toward the immediate re- 
duction of the housing shortage. As 
Walter Stabler, controller of the com- 
pany, ‘has put it:. ‘“‘We went into it to 
show that under conditions. then prevail- 
ing, multi-family houses ‘could be built 
to rent for $9 a room and net a return 
of 8 to 10 per cent. on the original fn- 
vestment, where large operations are 
undertaken.” 

The evidence’ to prove it is now almost 
all in. The first financial report is not 
yet available, but every apartment has 
been rented at that. figure—with a walt- 
ing list of about 2,000—and the original 
cost ‘of construction was less than the 
contractor’s estimate. The final proof 
is a matter of mere Bookkeeping. - “The 
whole transaction, be it noted, has been 
on a strictly business basis. Mr. Irons, 
in ‘spite’of the rebate he gave the cdm- 
pany, made a substantial profit on the 
contracting. Each: one of the sub-con- 
tractors also made a reasonable profit. 
The prevailing rate of wages was paid 
tolaber:..

Three other groups besides the cloth- 
ing workers. have already. profited RY, 
the object lesson. of the Metropolitan;

two reflect the-direct influence of the 
Metropolitan through Mr. Thomas, who 
is the architect of each, while the third 
is more of a. new departure.

The Bayonne development: is an. in- 
teresting variation on the . ‘company 
house” plan ‘which has met with- such 
severe: criticism in some of the rémote 
manufacturing and mining communities 
where whole towns are “company-own 
Bayonne is a city of three or four. big 
industries, mostly oil. The big refineries 
of the Standard Oil, the Vacuum and 
the Tide Water companies are there, as 
well as plants, of the American Radiator 
Company; the Pacific Coast Borax Com- 
pany and the International Nickel Com- 
pany. Under the auspices of the Bay- 
onne Chamber of Commerce these con- 
cerns have organized the Bayonne Hous- 
ing Corporation to undertake large 
‘scale housing construction and manage- 
ment for the benefit of the working 
people of the city.

More Spacefand Sunlight. 


The designs. which Mr. Thomas has 
drawn for the Bayonne houses represent 
a distinct advance compared with the

vantage is in the greater amount. of 
space, air and sunshine they provide. 
While the Metropolitan houses are U- 
shaped, with the s running back 
toward the centre ‘of the block, the 
Bayonne apartments are a stretched-out 
H-shape, with the long crossbar parallel

Chapman, at the end of six 
months, reached the hospital as a pa- 
tient. He and another prisoner made 
their bedclothes Into a spidery rope, 
over¢ame their guard in the approved 
manner dnd slid down that dangling 
thread to safety.

Chapman, always .a clever fel- 
low, short-circuited the prigon electric 
system and in a five-minute interval of 
darkness ‘he and. his ‘companion got 
safely away.

This fundamental characteristic is

‘In\the country, I found that this was 
true in certain ‘circles. ‘But the’ real 
“reason of the antagonism of the Gov- 

-ernment toward foreign business and 
foreigners in genéral was fear. Today 
it is the greatest obstacle.to economic 
presperity in Turkey. 


\ Turk No Business Man. 


For centuries. Turkey, a field for 
economic exploitatien, was overlooked, 
and it was not until shortly before the 


C beginning of the “World War. when the 


international race for oil began, that, 
the attention of Western financiers and 
business ‘men turned toward Turkey. 
The war put a stop to all-these schemes, 
but after the establishment of a repub- 


- lican government under Mustapha Ke-

mal Pasha two years ago foreign busi- 
ness interests began to: put out feelers 
for Turkish concéssions. © Turkey was 
sounder financially than many ‘Euro-. 
pean countries. ‘There was no reckless 
printing of paper money in ‘Turkey. after 
the war, but the business of the country 
was at’a standstill, the people impover- 
ished by more than a decade of war. 
Foreign capital and foreign technical 
aselstance were badly needed to build 
up the country. But. up’ to last ‘Spring’ 
no important concessions ‘had been 
granted to any foreign firms, and 
commercial coniftiéns hid ‘made na ap- 
“preciable improvement. , This ‘state of 
was due ‘partly ‘to the over- 
confidence of the Turks in their awn

At) the present time no foreign firm

schools and, hospitals in the interior; that 
did not have unpleasant experiences with 
the authorities. Many of the new regu- 
lations with regard fo ‘foreign institu- 
tions were fair in ‘principle,’ such as 
those requiring instruction in the Turk-

But the Government did not always 
adopt straightforward. methods, par- 
ticularly in dealing. with American 
medical missionaries. Instead of put- 
ting them out by legitimate means, it 
adopted indirect'méthods, sometimes in- 
credibly © childish. _ For examniple, .a 
medical missionary in Cilicia was ac- 
cused, of having made the sign of the 
cross over two priests who had applied 
to him for treatment, which was rather 
amusing, {n view ‘of the fact that the 
doctor in question was a rigid Presby- 
terian. 


Fear of the corpora ; 

I am no defei ssionari¢s, I 
Anges of ait istic missions,

-non-Christlan countries should be di- 


vorced from -all religious implication. 
The missionaries in Turkey have always 
been interested, primarily, in the Chris- 
tian minorities. They have done much 
to stimulate racial and religious hatred, 
with consequently pernicious political 
reactions. The Turks have had reason 
to fear them in the past, and the old 
fear. still exists; but the Turkish Gov- 
ernment should ‘either, put them out_or 
leave them unmolested, provided they 
comply with the existing laws of the 
country.

NEW POSTMASTER ROSE.

BROAD, ‘well-lighted office over- 

looks Eighth Avenue’s rattle and 

turmoil from the second floor of 

a great pillared building of stone 

which covers a block in Thirty- 
third Street. If anything should happen 
to this smoothly “functioning building 
New York's business and civic nerves 
would quiver from’ end to end, and chaos 
would result.. The job of running this 
building and its fifty-odd bbanches 
depends on a man who sits in a,high- 
backed, leather-padded swivel chair’ at 
a desk placed squarely between the 
windows. 

The building is the General Post Office 
of ‘New York City. The office on the 
second floor, with a déor opening off 
on a vast corridor of busy. departments, 
is that of the Postmaster of New York. 
The man at the desk who supervises the 
handling of the city’s incredible. mass of 
mail is John J.. Kiely, whose nomina- 
tion for Postmaster—about as big a ‘pos- 
tal. job as there is in the world—was 
sent to the Senate by President Coolidge 
the other day... ~ 

How does he regard his new job? How 
is he facing the ‘vexing problems that 
come up daily in connection’ with the 
handling of the’mail of a metropolis of 
millions? 

Those who have watched Mr. Kiély’s 
career are confidént he ‘is the; right 
man in = the ‘right . position. The 
place, which for decades had ‘been 
used ‘as .a “political plum for some 
worthy of marked attainments but no 
previous knowledge.of the postal ser- 
vice, has been given to a'man who Has 
spent the last forty “years handling, 
dispatching and supervising ‘the public 
mails. The men of the postal service 
were glad when the late Edward M. 
Morgan “was made Postmaster of New 
York' from the department itself; they 
are pleased ‘today that once-more one of 
their own service has been raised ‘to its 
head to fill the vacancy caused by Mr. 
Morgan's death. 


The _Pestmaster’s Job. 


It is. a. big job, that of Postmaster at 
New York. Under his eye are the run- 
ning of the General Post Office and the. 
welfare of its fifty-one stations  scat- 
tered about the city, Clamorous trucks 
speed through the st~eets, an army of 
carriers \d from house to house, 5,- 
500,000 pieces of. mail go out. and 8,500,-.

shoot their burdens from station to sta- 
tion, a total of $63,285,000. made up the 
receipts for the last fiscal year—such is 
the gigantic business that the new Post- 
master directs. 

Mr. Kiely summarized his duties thus: 

“To give thé City of New. York. the 
best postal service that can be supplied. 
To put into operation any means which 
will bring about that end. ..To deliver 
its mail to the public as promptly as 
possible and to forward its mail with all 
possible speed. You may make that as 
strong as you ‘4ike.’’ 


He ought to know the ins’and outs of 
the job of Postmaster. Slowly and step 
by ‘step he has worked upward to that 
position through a variety of grades and 
kinds .of postal. work. No matter what 
the question may ‘be which comes. up to 
him for judgment the answer should be 
ready, based on the ‘fund of. experience 
accumulated on his upward climb. 

“T'never stayed still in one office long 
enough: to be sidetracked,’ he declared. 
“Ever since I joined the service forty 
years ago I've -been on the move from 
office to office. 
not to have specialized in any particular 
branch of the work, but have been able 
to obtain a- thorough. general knowledge 
through acfual duties. Work’ hard? 
There isn't anybody who doesn't work 
‘thard if.they want to. succeed. 


Joined Service at 18. 


“YT joined the postal service on -Aug. 
8, 1885—the day that General Grant was 
buried. I was a lad of 18 then. ‘Three 
days before: I had. been appointed a sub- 


stitute ‘at the old General Post. Office. / 


Then came an order for me to report at 
Station L. ‘There certainly. was, plenty 
t6 do there. I: think -I- did about every 
kind of clerical work there was to: do 
about a Post. Office’ station before I was 
transferred. 

Mail dispatcher, stamper, distributer 
of city. and carriers’ mail, stamp clerk,

Kiely’s daily life; .A few years later 
found him in charge -of the city deliv- 
ery section at the old General Post. Of- 
fice downtown, and in 1917, after the 
General Post Office had removed to the 
Pennsylvania: Terminal, he. was put in 
charge of the entire office; which be- 
came known as City Hall Statiofi. 

In another year he had” moved up- 
town again,| this time to:take charge 
of the Grand Central Station, with a

Mails. .This was followed in 1922 by 
promotion to Assistant Postmaster, 
from which position he was appointed 
Acting Postmaster on the death of Mr. 
Morgan. : 

“I've pretty much been over the city 
with the mails,”’ Mr. Kiely said. ‘They 
do keep a man moving. But, then, 
that’s our one big job—deliver the mails 
and deliver them fast. 

“Yes, I've seen charfges a-plenty. 
When. I first took- up the jgb of clerk 
in old. Station L, back~ in 1885, it was 
on 125th Street, between Lexington and 
Park Avenues. Harlem was ‘“Goatland’ 
all right... Vacant jlots and billboards 
weré all around. .The entire city only 


had about ten or fifteen postal stations. 
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Compared tothe present Station L, the 
original one ‘was nothing but a. country 
Post office.’’ ~y 

In those days a. posta} wagon, with 
one horse between the shafts, left the 
General Post Office; near City. Hall, at 
midnight and, delivering mail: at four 
or five stations on the way. up, arrived 
at Station L between 2 and 2: 300 "clock. 

“It was 2:20, if you want to be exact,” 
said) Mr> Kiely. ‘“The wagon for the 
trip downtown from Station L left at 
12:23. If there’s one thing a man in 
the postal service never forgets it’s a 
schedule.

The gambling feature in Australian 
sporting life hassdrawn much~eriticism 
from visiting Americans. To our Puri- 
tanic minded sort, gambling is still a 
sin. The general view of our Church 
people has been well expressed by Dr. 
Charlies F. Thwing in his very readable 
book; entitled “Human Atstralasia.’’ 
“Gambling,"’ observes Dy. Thwing,. ‘‘is 
an old vice. Into every pioneer society 
enter characteristic virtues and vices, 
Australian society fs* no exception. A 
primitive soclety is fmaterial or ma- 
terlalistic. Its labors are largely manual. 
Its chief interests belong ‘to the senses. 
It, of course, lacks the philosophic 
mind.” 


Pioneering -as°.Gambling. 


- This venerable and distinguished 
American university president discovers 
the cause of this “‘vice’’ in several fac- 
tors. In Australia the weather makes 
life a gamble to the farmer-and the 
stockbreeder and so to everybody else. 
The country was originally settled by 
gold-miners,. whose everyday work was 
a gamble. Fina}ly, the: lif 62 the’ ‘Au+ 
stralian is so deadly dull that he is 
dfiven to gambling as our farmers’ 
wives are supposed to be driven to in- 
sanity, by loneliness: ,*‘Australian life is 
a life typically commonplacé. It is ‘a 
land remote and lonely... * * * It lacks 
interest and interests.’" :Our’author de+ 
scribes the endless Australian desert ang 
concludes that “‘such a life cries ‘aloud 
for interests gambling gives them.” 
Still another factor is at work which 
make the Australians a naughty lot: ‘It 
is the lack of: certain religious and‘ 
spiritual ideals in this new and forth- 
putting -society."’ Bo, “the chief or the 
only force which, therefore, ‘will elevate 
the people to the understanding of the 
viciousness of thé whole scheme, and 
which will cure it; es far as any force 
will cure ft, is ediication.” ‘ 

Perhaps many among. our American 
leaders of religion ‘and education ‘still 
belleye that we in this country are quite 
free of the, gambling spirit and custom. 
Far from it. How paltry are the sums 
won and lost during the. week of the 
Melbourne Cup races; compared to many 
a week’s totals of pure ‘gambling ir 
stocks. on the New York markets alone. 
Where an Australian working giri will 
spend a shilling or two on a ‘‘Tatts” 
ticket, her American sister will squander 
from $10 to $50 for a course of “psychol- 
ogy lectures’; the purpoite of thfs latter 
gamble being to Jearn the remarkable 
art of “‘psychitizing”: one’s self into the 
possession of beauty, professional suc- 
cess or @ rich husband.: A single female 
“psychology” grafter, with her ‘‘staff”’ 
ig said to have taken $30,000 away from 
women of. Cleveland recently during a 
six weeks’ course of “lectures’- and 
‘personal consultations.” Haw many 
millions of American: dollars are thus 
lost ‘annually, and“ with very small 
chances of witining anything? ‘We per- 
mit innumerable fake business gameés, 
which we call “business ventures.” 
What are the profits of totalizators of 
Australia compared with the gambling 
in. real estate in the single State of Cal- 
ifornia?. © 


Of coursé, everything ‘sneeds upon the 
point of view. Our: Fr adage of the 
schools, as of the Ch funda- 
mentally  Puritanic. : The Australian 
calla the -sad-eyed sort of Puritan «

LISTENING-IN ON THE RADIO 





r TATION “WJZ in. cooperation with 
S New York University is forming a 
committee of judges on radio voice 
technique in an éffort to: determine the 
essentials of a perfect radio announcer. 

The committee will meet, in=the near 
fiiture at a date mutually agreeable to 
a majority of members, for the purpose 
| of comparing the styles of~radio an- 
nouncing now emanating from every im- 
portant broadcast station east of the 
Mississippi. : ‘ 

The perfection of a’ recording device 
for radio speech by. R. C,.. Borden and 
Alvin C. Busse‘ of New York University 
makes it possible to reproduce within an 
hour records ‘of the announcers: of the 
various stations which it has. taken over 
two weeks to make. The new-dévice wil 
be: used in a special course of training 
for. the announcers at WJZ and WJY, 
since by..the machine they are able to 
hear thémselves.as others hear them, 
and can recognize faults of which they 
are otherwisé, unconscious. 

Before’ any such course of traihing can 
be started, however, it. is essential that 
a definite standard of perfection be set. 
It is the task of the committee to decide 
upon such a standard. Prominent re- 
search engineers, college professors, mu- 
sic fand dramatic critics, prominent 
business men and several radio editors 
have been asked to serve on this body.

J. Clarence Davies Optimistic on 
Real Estate.

Continuing, he 
said: ‘“‘The only board that has seen 
more than twenty-five years of continu- 
ous service is the New York Board, and 
the reason for it has been the whole- 
hearted interest of its. members, their 
unselfish efforts in advancing New York 
City’s. developments and the _ proper 
budgeting of its own finances. These 
points I recommend to yeu -to follow 
through in order to advance the value 
of-and keep alivé our board. 

“For the community the organization 
can do more, by concerted effort, to 
remedy ill conditions and to bring tran- 
sit facilities to the Bronx than the lone 
voice of any one official. 

“For the broker the board will make 
the real estate business a much more 
pleasant calling than it could be with- 
out it.. Instead of approaching a fellow 
broker, in the spirit of antagonism, he 
will attain greater results by an attitude

At. the 
same time the cost 6f many of the com- 
modities he must buy has fallen. The 
old complaint that his returns are lower 
than those in most other lines of Xef- 
fort has largely disappéared. 

‘The farming population of Canada 
enters the new \year with more than 
$1,000,000,000 to its credit- from last 
year’s field crops. It got more from 
its animals, as well as for its dairy 
products, than in 1923. Prices con- 
tinue on the up-grade, and they are be- 
ginning to talk of $2 wheat, whereas 
in pre-war days $1 per bushel was the 
desired objective. The farming com- 
munity should have good buying power 
during the next six months, and after 
that much will depend ‘upon the crops.
